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Preface 


This Expenditure Plan is designed to be used as a reference docu- 
ment, and as such contains several levels of detail to respond to 
the various needs of its audience. 


There are nine chapters in this document. The first provides 
an introduction to the Department. The other eight present the 
Expenditure Plans for the Department's programs. 


Each chapter begins with extracts from Part II of the Estima- 
tes for the particular program being described. This is to provi- 
de continuity with the other Estimates documents. 


Each Program Expenditure Plan is divided into three sections. 
Each provides increasing levels of detail. Section I presents an 
overview of the program and a summary of its current plans and 
performance. For those interested in more detail, Section II 
identifies, for each activity, the expected results and other key 
performance information that form the basis for the resources re- 
quested. Section III provides further information on costs and 
resources as well as special analysis that the reader may require 
to understand the program more fully. 


This document is designed to permit easy access to specific 
information that the reader may require. A general table of con- 
tents lists the various chapters, and detailed tables of contents 
are provided for each program. Within each Program Expenditure 
Plan, a schedule of Financial Requirements.. Be gectiok (eee ren- 
ces to the more detailed information fount in Section.

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Departmental Summary 
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Role and Responsibilities 


The Department of National Health and Welfare is responsible for 
matters related to the promotion or preservation of the health, 
social security and social welfare of the people of Canada over 
which the Parliament of Canada has jurisdiction. These responsi- 
bilities include but are not limited to administration of legisla- 
tion relating to the health, social security, and welfare of the 
people of Canada; investigation and research into public health 
and welfare; supervision of health facilities on all forms of 
transportation; information services relating to health conditions 
and practices; health services for federal government employees, 
immigrants, civil aviation personnel, seamen, Indian and Inuit 
peoples, and residents of the Yukon and Northwest Territories; 
public health matters affecting boundary waters and other 
cross-jurisdictional health questions with the United States; 
cooperation and coordination with provincial governments on mat- 
ters of health, social security and welfare; and collection, 
publication and distribution of information relating to public 
health. 


Additional responsibilities for specific health and welfare 
matters have been assigned to the Department through other acts, 
regulations, and orders. These authorities are outlined in each 
Program Expenditure Plan which follows. 


A significant amount of departmental activity involves 
collaboration with provincial and territorial authorities in ef- 
forts to preserve and improve the health and social well-being of 
all Canadians. The need for joint activity in certain areas 
arises from the constitutional division of responsibilities and 
the existence of federal programs which assist provinces and ter- 
ritories to maintain their own health and social service 
programs. 


Departmental responsibilities focus on the following objecti- 
ve areas: income security for individuals and families; essential 
social services, particularly for socially and economically disad- 
vantaged Canadians; universal access for all-Canadians to quality 
health services; protection against disease and environmental 
hazards; promotion of healthy lifestyles; excellence in amateur 
sport; and support of the planning and staging of the XV Olympic 
Winter Games. 


The major strategies through which the Department carries 
out its responsibilities are: transfers to individuals, transfers 
to provincial and territorial governments, regulation and surveil- 
lance, research, direct service to specific groups, advice, con- 
sultation, information and promotion. 
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Program Structure 


Two changes have taken place in the program structure of the de- 
partment. The Health and Social Services program has been divided 
into two programs - the Health Services and Promotion Program and 
the Social Services Program. The other change is to establish the 
XV Olympic Winter Games as a distinct program rather than as a 
part of the Departmental Administration Program. These changes 
have been made to better reflect the manner in which the programs 
are managed. 


The Department of National Health and Welfare is now composed 
of eight programs: 


Health Services and Promotion; 
Social Services; 

Medical Services; 

Health Protection; 

Income Security; 

Fitness and Amateur Sport; 

XV Olympic Winter Games; 
Departmental Administration. 


Seven of the eight programs correspond to distinct branches 
within the department: Health Services and Promotion, Social 
Services Programs, Medical Services, Health Protection, Income 
Security Programs, Fitness and Amateur Sport and Government of 
Canada Office for the 1988 Olympic Winter Games. The Departmental 
Administration Programs consists of three Branches, each headed by 
an Assistant Deputy Minister.

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Program Descriptions 


Health Services and Promotion: This program provides finan- 
cial and technical support to the provinces and territories for 
insured health care services and certain extended health care ser- 
vices. The program also promotes the adoption and maintenance of 
healthy lifestyles and fosters public health research. 


Social Services: This program supports the provision of so- 
cial assistance and services to persons whose economic circumstan- 
ces are inadequate to meet their basic needs or whose social cir- 
cumstances expose them to the risk of poverty, isolation or depen- 
dency. 


Medical Services: This program provides health services to 
several client groups. The major activities are directed towards 
registered Indians and -Inuit throughout Canada and all residents 
of the Yukon and Northwest Territories. <A variety of health ser- 
vices are also provided to immigrants and temporary residents, in- 
ternational travellers, federal public servants, civil aviation 
personnel, the physically handicapped and disaster victims. 


Health Protection: This program endeavours to eliminate 
health hazards associated with the natural and man-made environ- 
ments that lead to illness and untimely death. Principal activi- 
ties include: assessment and control of the quality and safety of 
food and safety and effectiveness of drugs and medical devices; 
the identification and assessment of environmental hazards; the 
surveillance of diseases; and the provision of specialized labora- 
tory services. 


Income Security: This program is responsible for maintaining 
and improving the income security of the people of Canada. It 
administers three major income security programs: the Canada Pen- 
sion Plan, Old Age Security and Family Allowances. 


Fitness and Amateur Sport: This program contributes to the 
increased fitness of Canadians and the promotion of excellence in 
domestic and international amateur sport by Canadians. 


XV Olympic Winter Games: This program contributes to the suc- 
cessful planning and staging of XV Olympic Winter Games by provi- 
ding direct funding, participation on various Boards and coordina- 
tion of all federal services. 


Departmental Administration: This program provides executive 
direction and management services to the Department.

Recent Performance 


Highlights 


The program coordinated the preparation of the Canada Health 
Act legislation for the review and approval of the Minister 
and Cabinet Committees. Technical support was also provided 
to the Minister during its legislative review. 


Program thrusts in lifestyle improvement continued through 
its activities in smoking: Generation of Non-Smokers, and 
Time to Quit; alcohol: Dialogue on Drinking and National 
Training System; and Nutrition: Nutrition for Children, 
Nutrition Recommendation for Health Professionals and 
Industry, Canada's Food Guide Tear Sheet and Canada's Food 
Guide Handbook. 


The Secretariat of the Canadian Blood Committee became a 
component of the program. 


Health Services Productivity Improvement Program continued, 
the funding capabilities of the Grants to National Voluntary 
Health Organizations were expanded and involvement in human 
organ procurement and exchange (H.O.P.E. conference) 
became more active.

C. Background 
l. Introduction 


The Health Services and Promotion Program contributes to the 
achievement of two departmental objective areas: equity of access to 
adequate health care; and the promotion of healthy lifestyles. 


Through its varied activities, the Program has established effective 
inter-relationships with the provinces and providers of health care 
services. Statutory payment mechanisms and cost-sharing arrangements 
require a co-operative environment with the provinces and territories. 
Important links are also maintained with other branches of Health and 
Welfare; with other federal departments; with professional and voluntary 
organizations at the national and international levels; and with the 
voluntary/private sector. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The mandate for the program is derived from the National Health and 
Welfare Act which governs all matters relating to the promotion and 
preservation of the health of the Canadian people. Administration of 
the following legislation and authorities is the responsibility 

of the program: 


e Canada Health Act 


e Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post 
Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act 1977. 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Health Services and Promotion Program is to 
develop, promote and support measures designed to preserve and 
improve the health and well-being of Canadians. Within this broad 
objective, activities are designed to: 


@ Improve the quality, accessibility, delivery, and 
cost-effectiveness of community health, mental health, 
institutional and professional services and facilities. 


ew Ensure that all residents of Canada have reasonable access to 
insured hospital and medical care services on a pre-paid basis 
by assisting all provinces and territories to maintain health 
insurance programs and by assisting in the development of 
extended health care services. 


e Help Canadians achieve healthy lifestyles. 


& Support scientific activities relevant to the concerns and 
objectives of the Department and to provide for the training, 
placement and maintenance of needed research personnel in 
the areas of health services and public health. 
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e Provide overall direction to and coordination of program 
activities by providing policy advice and direction; planning, 
financial and administrative services. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: Figure 4 displays the program's new structure. It 
now has five activities, increased from three in previous years when 
the program and Social Service program were combined. The new 
structure more accurately reflects the program's composition and allows 
for greater accountability and increased reporting capabilities.

The Program is structured to provide direct and indirect 
support to the health services environment. Payments in direct 
support of the provincial and territorial health programs are 
administered through the Health Insurance Activity. Financial 
support for initiatives in the non-governmental sector constitutes 
the majority of expenditures in the Health Promotion and 
Extramural Research Activities. Indirect support is extended by 
all Activities within the program through its consultative, 
co-ordinative and informational services. 


Health Promotion ensures a closer client relationship by 
maintaining regional operations in Halifax, Montreal, Toronto, 
Winnipeg and Vancouver. This accounts for 11.6 percent of the 


program's person-years with the balance required for functions 
within the National Capital Region.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


The following factors have significant implications for the Health 
Services and Promotion Program. 


Demographic Trends: Although the Canadian population is not expected 
to grow very quickly over the next decade, changes will occur in its 
composition. The population over 65 years of age will rise to 3 million 
by 1991. This will represent 11.3 percent of the total population 
compared with 9.5 percent in 1980. Women will comprise an increased 
proportion within this population sector. At the same time, the number 
of people between the ages of 25 and 44 will also increase. Within this 
group, there will be a substantial rise in the number of mother-led 
families. These trends are expected to have significant impact on the 
need and demand for health care, particularly in light of the economic 
trends discussed below. 


Federal-Provincial Relations: The dynamics of the federal-provincial 
working relationship have a critical influence on the Health Services and 
Promotion program. Constitutional authority for the provision of health 
services rests with the provinces. However, economic conditions and 
trends have significant impact not only at the provincial level, but also 
at the national and international levels. A comprehensive and 
co-ordinated response from both federal and provincial governments is 
therefore required to develop and maintain an adequate level and range 
of health services throughout Canada. Responsibility for the design 
and delivery of programs rests with each province, while the federal 
responsibility includes financial and consultative support. 
Federal-provincial mechanisms have been developed to enable close 
collaboration, and their effectiveness relies heavily upon a continued 
commitment to co-operate in this sector. 


2- Initiatives 1985-86 
The major initiatives for the Program during 1985-86 will be: 


The Canada Health Act, which has been developed after two 
independent reviews of the program, the Health Services Review 1979 
(the Hall Report) and the Parliamentary Task Force on Federal 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements in 1981, and discussions and consulta- 
tions with the provinces, was given Royal Assent on April 17, 1984. 


The Act clarifies the program criteria and conditions for 
contributions and payments to the provinces in respect of insured 
health services (hospital and physician services) and extended health 
care services. A major activity for the Health Services and Promotion 
Program during 1985-86 will be comprised of the implementation of the 
Canada Health Act and the development of regulations and information 
systems to support the Act. 
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Advancement of National Health Research and Development Program 
(NHRDP) in support of scientific research and the training, placement 
and maintenance of research personnel. The Program operates on five 
priority themes: 


organization and delivery of health care; 
illness prevention and health promotion; 
environmental hazards; 

habilitation and rehabilitation; and 

the health of native peoples. 


During 1985-86, NHRDP will add a new dimension to research 
funding by employing targetting (eg. the Elderly) across the five 
priority themes. 


Provincial health care delivery services, their improvement, 
enhancement and modification is a major Branch activity. In 1985-86, 
co-operative liaison with provinces will result in the development of 
national guidelines and standards for health care services and facilities, 
and the Productivity Improvement Program will result in more 
cost-effective procedures and programs. National health care delivery 
is impacted by a national information exchange program consisting of 
consultation and advisory services; reports, studies and publications; 
conferences, symposia workshops and seminars, and by the granting of 
monies to health service organizations. 


Health promotion and disease prevention through Branch activities 
in smoking, nutrition, alcohol and drug abuse to reduce the use of 
health services. Groups including children and youth, women, the 
elderly, and the disabled, have been targetted for special attention 
within these activities. Healthier lifestyles are promoted through 
informational programs, print materials, community programs and 
financial support to community groups, health agencies and voluntary 
organizations. 


The Federal/Provincial Canadian Blood Committee in cooperation 
with the Canadian Red Cross Society will approach elements of the 
health and health related industries at provincial, national, and 
international levels, for input into a national blood policy. 


Improved program management is a key 1985-86 activity. There is 
a need for a fully integrated financial and planning information system 
that is acceptable and manageable for Branch and Departmental 
purposes. Branch plans for 1985-86 call for full implementation of a 
Management Information System.

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4. Program Effectiveness 


The Health Services and Promotion Program has a major impact on 
publicly provided services to Canadians. This Program touches all 
Canadians at one time or another through such activities as hospital and 
medical insurance, nursing homes, and homes for the aged. 


There are however, two major constraints on the development of 
precise effectiveness measures for the Program. First, its major 
endeavours involve transfer payments which assist provincial/territorial 
governments to provide health services. Secondly, the Program 
represents a part of the much wider health system which includes: 
other federal initiatives providing health services, support for 
non-governmental involvement; provincial/territorial and municipal health 
services and policies other than those directly assisted by this 
program; and voluntary agencies providing health services in their 
communities. 
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Section II 
Analysis by Activity 


A. Health Insurance 
To ensure that all residents of Canada have reasonable access to 
insured health care services on a pre-paid basis by assisting all 


provinces and territories to maintain health insurance programs and to 
develop extended health care services. 


Resource Summary 


Health Insurance accounts for approximately 99.2 percent of 1985-86 
total program expenditures and 4.7 percent of the total person-years.

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Description 


This activity provides payments to Provinces and Territories in respect 
of the cost of insured health services, and certain extended health care 
services as provided under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 
1977; and monitors compliance of provincial and territorial health care 
insurance plans in relation to the program criteria and conditions of 
payment of the Canada Health Act, which received Royal Assent on 
April 17, 1984. 


The insured health services supported by these contributions 
(consisting of both tax transfers and cash payments) include all 
medically necessary hospital and physician services, and those 
surgical-dental services which must be provided in a hospital. The 
extended health care services payments assist in the development of 
such services as nursing home intermediate care, adult residential care, 
the health aspects of home care and certain ambulatory care services. 


Federal payments for insured health services are conditional on 
provincial programs meeting five program criteria (public administration, 
comprehensiveness, universality, portability, and accessibility), and on 
provinces meeting three conditions of payment. 


The conditions of payment are: 


e the provision of such information as the Minister may 
reasonably require to administer the Act; 


6 the recognition of federal contributions in public documents 
relating to the program; and 


a that a province will not permit extra-billing and user charges 
in respect of insured health services (except user charges for 
certain long-term chronic care patients deemed to be 
permanent residents of an institution). 


Payments for extended health care services are conditional only 
upon provinces meeting the conditions of payment relating to the 
provision of information and recognition of federal contributions. 


The condition of payment relating to extra-billing and user charges 
came into effect on July 1, 1984, following the development of an 
interim regulatory framework in consultation with the provinces. 
Regulations with respect to the other conditions are presently under 
development in consultation with the provinces. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The Minister of National Health and Welfare, under the Canada Health 
Act, is responsible to Parliament for ensuring that payments are made 
in respect of provincial health plans that meet national program 
conditions. This obligation, therefore, requires continued monitoring of 
the provincial plans, and extensive federal-provincial review and 
consultation. 


Program staff therefore review provincial health legislation, 
regulations, and administrative procedures, program information and 
relevant data, including public reports regarding provincial plans. 
They also disseminate health insurance data and program information, 
provide secretariat services to federal-provincial advisory committees, 
sub-committees and working groups and provide expert advice on 
technical and policy issues. 


This activity has the following direct and indirect impacts on the 
health care system: 


e support of provincially administered health insurance plans 
that meet national program conditions; 


@ coverage provided for a comprehensive range of medically 
required insured hospital and medical care services; 


e insured benefits made available to all eligible residents of a 
province on uniform terms and conditions; 


e reasonable access provided to insured services without 
preclusion or impediment, financial or otherwise; 


e portability of coverage and benefits; 

e administration through a public authority on a non-profit 
basis; 

8 response to public requests for advice and information; 

e support for the development of extended health care 


services; and 


% collaboration of federal-provincial efforts and exchange of 
information in health care.

6 coordinated the preparation of the legislation in draft format 
for the review and approval of the Minister and Cabinet 
Committees; 

@ provided technical support to the Minister during the 


legislative review of the Act, which was tabled on December 
12, 1983, and received Royal Assent on April 17, 1984. 
This support included the preparation of briefing material 
and analyses of policy options, as well as the review and 
analyses of briefs and submissions to the committees of both 
Houses of Parliament during their review of the bill; 


e carried out the ongoing tasks related to monitoring and 
reviewing provincial health insurance programs with respect 
to the existing legislation; provided secretariat support to 
federal-provincial advisory committees and working groups; 
responded to an increased demand for information on health 
issues (stimulated by the public interest in the new 
legislation); and provided policy advice and briefs on 
general health issues to the Minister and Senior Management 
as required.

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Description 


This activity provides assistance to provincial and federal health care 
services and national and international health organizations and provides 
secretariat support to the Canadian Blood Committee. There is a need 
for national guidelines and standards for institutional, professional, and 
community services and facilities. Health Services and Resources 
further assists the provinces in developing a certain degree of 
uniformity in the quality and quantity of health services and facilities 
in Canada and in improving the cost-effectiveness of procedures and 
programs. The development of services in the areas of prevention, 
intervention and rehabilitation is encouraged to reduce disability and 
prevent untimely deaths resulting from health disorders. As the 
provincial programs operate within a national environment, Health 
Services and Resources also provides a national program of information 
used by the health community at large. 


The objective of Health Services and Resources is accomplished by 
undertaking the following: 


e the development of guidelines and standards for health 
services and facilities; 


e the development of innovative programs, strategies, systems 
and models of care and service delivery and facilities design; 


e the provision of consultative and technical advisory services 
to international, federal, provincial and non-governmental 


entities and the public; 


e the preparation of reports, studies, information bulletins, 
and publications; 


e attendance at sponsoring conferences, workshops, seminars, 
and symposia; and 


® the granting of monies to national voluntary health 
organizations. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The relationship of results to resources is largely dependent on the 
development of cooperative mechanisms which ensure joint policy 
planning and development among the federal and provincial 
governments. 


While many of the goals and initiatives originate from the 
Federal/Provincial Advisory Committee structure, a good proportion 
arise from continuing liaison with federal and provincial departments, 
professional associations, and other health organizations. This work is 
carried out in the areas of Mental Health, Community Health, Health 
Facilities Design, Health Manpower, Health Assessment, and Institutional 
and Professional Services. 


Health Services activities have the following impacts on the health 
care system: 


ey agreement among federal, provincial and non-governmental 
entities on priorities and courses of action; 


a implementation of guidelines and standards by provinces, 
professionals and institutions; 


@ incorporation of technological and institutional design and 
program advancements by provinces, institutions, and 
professions; 


€ shifts in provincial health care service thrusts from curative 
to preventive services and from institutional to community 
programs; 


® evaluation and dissemination of information on health 
technologies, health care services, health manpower, and the 
improvement of physical settings in which health care is 
provided; 


@ acquisition of new information for application in policy and 
program development; and 


® continued and improved operation of National Voluntary 
Health Organizations. 
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Recent Performance - 1983-84 


Development of Guidelines and Standards 


Federal/Provincial Working Groups and Task Force were involved 
in the preparation and/or revision of clinical guidelines in the 
areas of occupational therapy, childhood hearing impairment, the 
health surveillance of workers, the treatment of obesity, the 
practice of dental hygiene and the clinical use of apheresis. 


A major, joint Federal/Provincial Hospital Productivity 
Improvement Program was initiated and encompassed such areas as 
National Workload Measurement Systems and Staffing Methodologies 
and Guidelines. In all, nineteen hospital departments are now in 
various stages of systems development. 


To guide the development of design guidelines for facilities for 
the elderly, in other than a hospital setting, an ad hoc 
federal/ provincial interdisciplinary committee was established. 


The unique feature of this group whose activities are supported 
by the federal/provincial Deputy Ministers, is its three areas of 
participation: health services, social services and CMHC. 


Post-Occupancy Evaluation Methodologies - A prototype 
methodology for evaluating the design effectiveness of Emergency 
Departments (the first in the series) was developed. This is a 
valuable contribution because it examines both technical 
effectiveness and the impact of spatial layout and amount of space 
of staff functioning and patient comfort. 


Innovative Programs and Strategies 


Pilot trials of a Child Health Record were started in Nova Scotia, 
Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick. In addition, the 
Record was issued to all babies born in Canadian Forces Hospitals 
in Lahr, West Germany and Cold Lake, Alberta. The Record is 
designed to provide a child's parent with a permanent record of 
significant health-related events in the child's life. The pilots 
are intended to investigate the feasibility of the Record.

Description 


Extramural Research: This activity is responsible for directing and 
managing the National Health Research and Development Program 
(NHRDP), which is the Department's major source of funding for health 
research performed extramurally. Any institution, corporation or 
society capable of conducting activities falling within the terms of 
reference of the NHRDP, with the exception of departments, agencies 
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and corporations of the Government of Canada, may apply for support 
under the Program. Applications from governments of provinces or 
municipalities or departments thereof may also be considered. 


Particular emphasis is currently placed on research dealing with 
environmental health hazards, illness prevention and health promotion, 
the availability, accessibility and quality of health care, the health of 
Native peoples, and rehabilitation. Training and career awards are 
concentrated in research fields dealing with the health of populations, 
including epidemiology, biostatistics, medical sociology and health 
economics. 


Performance Information/ Resource Justification 


Comprehensive Program Guides are prepared and circulated to recipients 
and potential applicants and funding competition are announced via 
newsletter. 


Project proposals are first reviewed by program staff for 
completeness and conformity to the terms of reference of the NHRDP. 
All eligible proposals are then assessed by experts within the 
Department of National Health and Welfare for their relevance to 
Departmental objectives and programs. A review of the scientific 
significance of each is conducted by appropriate external appraisers. 
The final step in the review process is a thorough evaluation by one of 
a series of peer review committees comprising experts in methodology 
and subject matter. To be approved for funding, a proposal must be 
judged satisfactory against all review criteria. All applications, except 
those from national organizations, are sent to the health ministry in the 
province of origin for the opportunity to assess the relevance of the 
research to provincial needs and priorities. 


Approximately one-third of the proposals received by the NHRDP 
are eventually funded, the majority after the applicants have agreed to 
changes recommended at one point or other in the review process, 
either to enhance the relevance of the work or to improve its scientific 
quality. Contribution agreements are entered into with successful 
applicants: on average, these cover three years of research; and all 
contain provisions for monitoring of progress, reporting of findings and 
use of funds, and communication with Departmental officials who have 
an interest in the project. 


The communication of research outcomes also constitutes an 
important part of this activity (financed through the operating budget, 
not contributions). The objective is to ensure that all potential users 
of research findings - the Department, the provinces, the health 
professions, and others - have ready and timely access to results. In 
addition to publishing a biennial inventory of research, the NHRDP 
provides general access to all final project reports, and actively 
pursues direct exchanges between funded researchers and potential 
users of the information. 
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To support the long-term capacity of Canadian researchers to 
undertake research in areas of interest to Canadian health authorities, 
the NHRDP provides post-graduate research training fellowships, and 
career awards to scientists judged by their peers to be leaders in the 
conduct and generation of significant research. The NHRDP has also 
recently introduced the first national health research competition for 
young Canadians, with the collaboration of the Youth Science 
Foundation, to encourage greater awareness of, and participation in, 
the health research field. 


Recent Performance - 1983-84 


The majority of resources used by this activity are in the form of 
contributions (prior to April 1, 1982 in the form of both grants and 
contributions). Figure 14 presents the specific areas to which 
resources are directed, with the exception of 1985-86 for which 
allocations have not been completed.

In addition to being the only federal government funding agency in 
the domain of public health research, and research on the organization, 
economics and operation of the national health care system, the NHRDP 
has assumed a leading role on such issues as rehabilitation, AIDS, 
UFFI, and occupational health. 


The NHRDP celebrates its 10th anniversary of operation in the 
1984-85 fiscal year. 
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In 1983-84, the NHRDP managed 342 research project contribution 
arrangements, 96 training awards, 65 career awards, and a variety of 
research conference dwards. The total value of these in the year was 
$16,044,000. A sampling of these projects follows:

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Description 


Health Promotion: The concept of health implied in the Health Promotion 
activities is one of "physical, mental and social well-being". Attainment 
of this positive state of health by Canadians requires: 


e creation of a general public interested in and informed about 
health and health issues; 


e active citizen involvement in the improvement of their health 
status; 
e active support for health promotion and disease prevention 


amongst health professionals; 


& government and other organizational policies that support the 
aims of health promotion. 


To improve the health status of Canadians, direct communication 
with the public has become the major health promotion effort of the 
Department and this Program. It is a key component of the Program to 
address social norms and the marketing and consumer product 
environment which exert a negative influence on the lifestyles of 
Canadians. Promotional activities encompass television, radio, 
newspaper and magazine advertising, distribution of printed materials 
offering practical health information and appearance at fairs and 
exhibitions. The five regional Health Promotion offices facilitate access 
to educational materials and increase public awareness of the Federal 
Health Promotion Program. 


Of the issues or problems that figure prominently as factors in 
sickness and premature death, program priorities are concentrated on 
smoking, nutrition, alcohol and drug abuse. Certain groups have been 
given special attention because of the specific nature or the 
consequences of their health problems. These include special programs 
for children and youth, women, the elderly and the disabled. 


Contribution payments are made to citizen groups and individuals, 
national health associations, organizations of health workers and 
occasionally provinces. Their purpose is to encourage self-help and 
citizen participation in health promotion, increase the commitment and 
skill of health workers, improve the quality of programs and stimulate 
experimentation and innovation. Contributions are used to produce 
information and education materials, to undertake training, to assist 
sponsors in strengthening their organizations and to support 
demonstration projects. Figure 18 in the recent performance section 
presents the specific areas to which resources are directed. 
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Health promotion uses four lines of action: public information, 
promoting public support for healthy lifestyles, encouraging self-help 
and citizen participation and placing greater emphasis on health 
promotion through health care programs.

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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Health Promotion: Health Promotion has established a system of 
monitoring the performance of its major programs. Tracking of program 
results and effectiveness enables validation of the Health Promotion 
approach and the Program priorities. Some of the key indicators of 
expected results are: 


e population awareness of program messages; 
@ public demand for educational resources; 
e communities and organizations that use educational resources

Tobacco 


Generation of Non-Smokers is a program to prevent young people 
from starting to smoke. In January 1983, after the first year of the 
advertising and promotion campaign, 51 percent of the target group of 
12-17 year olds were aware of the campaign - a 35 percent increase 
over the previous year. One year later, 59 percent of the target 
audience recalled one of the commercials. 


Time to Quit, a community based self-help program developed in 
cooperation with the Canadian Cancer Society, distributed 85,000 self- 
help booklets in the city of Winnipeg. Results indicate a two year 
decline of 6% in the prevalence of smoking in Winnipeg compared to 3% 
in the control city of Edmonton. 


Alcohol 


Dialogue on Drinking advertising focusses on 15-29 year olds. 
Fifty six percent indicated that they were aware of the program in 
February 1984, eight months after the first wave of advertising. There 
has been a 13 percent drop in the proportion reporting use of alcohol 
in the past month from one year earlier. 
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The National Training System is a collaborative Federal-Provincial 
program aimed at training staff of provincial and territorial drug 
agencies. An evaluation carried out by the Department in 1983 found 
that the NTS contributed significantly to the development of training 
capabilities in the provinces and territories. Since 1978, 43 courses 
based on materials developed by the program have been conducted and 
a total of 1,387 addictions' workers trained. 


Drugs 


The Cannabis Information Program distributed 1,250,000 copies of 
Stay Real and Straight Facts publications to health organizations, drug 
and law enforcement agencies. About 56 percent of the exposed target 
group recalled the Stay Real ads after less than a full year of exposure 
to the campaign. 


Nutrition 


Nutrition for Children, a series of films Bonjour, comment 
mangez-vous? have been shown 7,200 times since their release in 1979. 
375 copies have been sold to school boards. In addition, 500 French 
and English multi-media kits have been distributed over the past two 
years. 


Nutrition Recommendations for Health Professionals and Industry. 
Since 1981-82, 5.1 million copies of Canada's Food Guide Tear Sheet and 
256,000 copies of Canada's Food Guide Handbook have been distributed. 


Child and Family Health 


The Hospital Advocacy Kit on Breastfeeding was developed in 1983 


as part of a broader program started in 1979. The kit consists of 
materials to be used in counselling mothers and forms the basis for 
in-service training in the area of breastfeeding. From 1981, 300,000 
copies of the booklet have been given to mothers, 500,000 copies to 
physicians, nurses and the general public. There has been an increase 
in breastfeeding from 25 percent in the late sixties to 70 percent in 
1982. 


Women 

It's Just Your Nerves is an educational resource on women and 
addictions. Over 70,000 copies of a new pamphlet, Women and Alcohol, 
were distributed in 1983-84. Two hundred and eighty women from 
health, social services and women's organizations were trained in the 


use of this resource. 


Workplace 


Corporate Challenge involved 15,000 employees in 1,041 companies 
to participate in full day events to promote healthy lifestyles last year. 
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Evalu*Life is a computerized risk assessment service designed to 
assist health professionals in counselling clients regarding health 
promotion. It was used by 350 health professionals in a variety of 
settings in 1983-84. 


School Health 


The Health Knowledge Survey is a survey of Canadian school 
children to determine their knowledge regarding health. Seven hundred 
copies of this report were distributed in 1983 to interested members of 
the public. 


Five hundred copies of the Directory of Senior Professionals 


Promoting the Health Education of Children and Youth in Canada were 
distributed to health educators. 


The Hole in the Fence is an educational resource for children 
between five and ten years. Approximately 36,000 storybooks have 
been sold, with an additional 5,000 distributed during pilot testing. 


Salut Santé is a series of video cassettes providing health 
education in French to 10-16 year old students. The initial broadcast 
of the series was seen by an audience of 200,000 viewers. 


Health Promotion Information 


Health Education is a quarterly magazine for health professionals. 
10,000 copies of each issue were distributed. About 70 percent of 
readers rated the magazine as useful. 


The Close Up on Health Exhibit Program was shown at 10 major 


exhibitions across Canada and viewed by five million people. Some 
34,000 people completed the "Operation-Lifestyle" questionnaire. 


The Close Up on Health series is designed to increase the visibility 
of federal health promotion programs, practices and messages. In 
1983-84 a tabloid was published in 206 weekly newspapers and 51 
dailies. 575,000 leaflets were distributed in 830 supermarket and 
weekly columns distributed as fillers were published in 140 newspapers. 


Production and Distribution of Health Promotion Products. During 
1983-84, 7.5 million items were distributed in response to requests for 
both specific and general health promotion information. 


Contributions 


In 1983-84, the Health Promotion Contributions Program supported 
152 projects with a total of $3.8 million. The projects funded were 
community based demonstrations, development of the education and 
training of mutual help and advocacy groups on health promotion 
issues. They were sponsored mainly by voluntary and citizen 
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organizations who work with disadvantaged groups more than a million 
disadvantaged Canadians received information to increase their 
awareness about healthy lifestyles as a result of the Program.

Description/Resource Justification 


This activity, although comprised of four separate functions, 
collectively provides policy advice and direction, and program delivery 
support to the Branch. 


Office of the Assistant Deputy Minister is responsible for policy 
development and planning to ensure that objectives are met and 
policies effected as efficiently and effectively as possible. Advice 
is provided to senior departmental managers on policies and 
objectives of concern to the Branch and Department. 


Financial Services: encompasses the provision of advice and 
services regarding the control of financial and human resources in 
accordance with the Financial Administration Act, and various 
central agency policies, guidelines and directives. Included in 
these services are commitment, budgetary and expenditure 
controls, delegation of authority, Departmental Financial Reporting 
System maintenance and verification, EDP consultative service, and 
financial reporting responsibilities. 


Planning Services: involves the ongoing assessment of changing 
program requirements, environmental influence, central agency 
concerns and the effectiveness of existing programs. In light of 
these factors coordination of various program activities, policy 
direction and guidance is provided for strategic, operational, and 
work planning. Ongoing analysis of Branch programs and 
recommendations for program delivery improvements are also 
provided. 


Administrative Services: facilitates Branch program delivery 
through the provision of direct support services and the 
management of all property and material. This encompasses Word 
Processing, Library and Record Services, Publication and Forms 
Management, Material Management, Property, Security and Safety 
Management and some staff (personnel) services. 
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Recent Performance 1983-84 


In addition to the provision of required policy direction and program 
support services, the following results were achieved: 


The Canada Health Act - provision of executive direction and 
support services was an essential element in the drafting of 
the Canada Health Act and in its preparation for the eventual 
tabling and passage. 


The Management Information System - A major innovation over 
the past year has been a requirement analysis, system 
development proposal and subsequent managerial approval of a 
management information system. When fully operational, the 
system will provide fully integrated planning and financial 
information and enable ongoing results/resources reporting. 


Planning System - A Branch planning system was developed 
and implemented to direct long range strategic, operational 
and work planning exercises. The design of the system also 
ensures the compilation of a data base that facilitates efficient 
responses to external information requests. 


Material Management Information System - The initial steps in 
the development of the system were attained. An analysis of 
Branch needs resulted in the establishment of preliminary 
requirements and the design of draft reporting formats.

Plans for 1985-86 


Highlights 


The objective of the Social Services Program is to support the 
provision of social assistance and services to persons whose 
economic circumstances are inadequate to meet their basic 
needs or whose social circumstances expose them to the risk of 
poverty, isolation or dependency. The program supports the 
provision of assistance benefits, welfare services, compre- 
hensive programs of vocational rehabilitation services, 
promotes and provides opportunities for research and the 
development of expertise in social welfare, innovation in 
social services and meaningful participation for retired 
Canadians in activities they choose and plan. Financial 
requirements for these efforts in 1985-86 will be approxi- 
mately $4,044 million. 


The program provides financial support under the Canada 
Assistance Plan (CAP) for provincial and territorial social 
assistance and welfare services programs for 2.5 million 
socially and economically disadvantaged Canadians; and under 
the Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act (VRDP) 
financial support for provincial and territorial vocational 
rehabilitation programs provided to over 100,000 disabled 
persons. Financial requirements for contributions under CAP 
and VRDP are expected to be nearly $4,000 million in 1985-86, 
an increase of 7.7 percent over the prior year. This increase 
is due primarily to continuing high numbers of provincial 
social assistance cases. (see page 3-16) 


Through National Welfare Grants (NWG), support is provided to 
research, demonstration projects and the development of 
expertise in the social welfare area. Funds devoted to this 
activity reach a total of $3.5 million. Financial support is 
provided to 26 major national voluntary social service organi- 
zations for $3.4 million. (see page 3-29) 


Information and consultative services are provided to a wide 
range of organizations, professional and community groups as 
well as specialists on a number of social issues such as day 
care, family violence, child abuse and independent living. 
(see page 3-29) 


Financial and consultative support is made available to groups 
of senior citizens under New Horizons. These contributions 
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amount to $13 million and reach approximately 250,000 persons. 
(see page 3-32) 


Specific goals for 1985-86 are: 


Canada Assistance Plan: 


Determine the limits of CAP's mandate in those program areas 
where the mandates of other federal departments are involved, 
for example, Canadian Employment and Immigration Commission 
(CEIC) with respect to the employability of social assistance 
recipients; the Solicitor General with respect to young 
offenders. 


Clarify and resolve issues of provincial/federal concern as 
related to the agreements, guidelines and policies under the 
Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act. 


Promote the establishment of audit and settlement committees 
in provinces to enable the more timely settlement of claims 
under CAP and VRDP. 


Strengthen federal/provincial relations through: the 
Continuing Committee of Federal/Provincial/Territorial 
Officials reporting to Deputy Ministers of Social Services; 
orientation and problem solving exercises; preparation and 
updating of the policy and procedures manual and dissemination 
of cost-sharing guidelines. 


Social Development: 


Provide technical assistance and funds to approximately 85 
projects designed to support the development and improvement 
of social services, benefitting, in particular, disadvantaged 
Canadians. 


Support the operations of 26 national voluntary social service 
organizations. 


Help the development of expertise in the social welfare field 
through the granting of fellowships. 


Maintain the consultative and information services provided in 
the social services area. 


New Horizons: 


Support the creation of approximately 2,000 projects by senior 
citizens, reaching about 250,000 persons.

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B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 


All activities of the CAP Directorate in 1983-84 were in support of its 
main goal of maintaining the effective and efficient administration of 
CAP and VRDP. These included: 


6 sharing in the costs of provincial assistance and welfare 
services programs with respect to approximately 1,500 pieces 
of provincial law (acts, regulations, amendments), 5,360 homes 
for special care and 4,700 provincially approved agencies 
providing welfare services; 


& liaising actively with other federal departments in order to 
deal more effectively with issues arising from interfaces with 
programs administered by other federal departments such as 
the Solicitor General; 


@ conducting several orientation and problem solving sessions 
with provinces as well as information sessions with a number 
of municipalities, voluntary organizations and federal 
departments; 


* developing "Guidelines on Likelihood of Need" relating to the 
welfare services provisions of CAP; 


e participating in the work of the Continuing Committee of 
Officials Reporting to Deputy Ministers by preparing 
discussion papers, status reports and policy statements on 
a range of cost-sharing issues under review; 


8 compiling major sections of the CAP Policy Manual dealing with 
assistance and financial policies; 


® initiating a pilot project to establish a federal-provincial 
audit and settlement committee with British Columbia to put 
settlements on a more current basis and discussing the 
application of this approach with other provinces. 


In 1983-84, National Welfare Grants funded 86 research and 
demonstration projects, the majority of which were aimed at the 
disabled, families in crisis and children and youth (see page 3-30). It 
also contributed to the development of expertise in the social welfare 
area by granting 16 fellowships. Through sustaining grants, it shared 


in the operational costs of 26 national voluntary social service 
organizations. 
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Social Services Development brought the National Clearinghouse on 
Family Violence to operational status in its efforts to reduce violence 
in the family. This included the production of several films and 
documents, and direct involvement in planning the Fifth International 
Congress on Child Abuse and Neglect. The National Day Care Information 
Centre worked toward the implementation of the recommendations for 
action of the Second Conference on Day Care. It produced statistical 
reports and publications related to the safe operation of day care 
centres. The Centre also worked closely with national advocacy groups 
to improve the provision of day care across Canada. 


New Horizons increased the proportion of service-oriented projects 
by nearly 40 percent which was double its 1983-84 goal of a 20 percent 
increase. (see page 3-34) It reached more than a quarter of a million 
Canadians across the country, meeting all its operational goals.

The focus of the Social Services Program is on persons whose economic 
circumstances are inadequate to meet their basic needs or whose social 
circumstances expose them to the risk of poverty, isolation or 
dependency. The role of the program is to support assistance and 
services for these people, primarily by sharing the cost of provincial 
and municipal programs directed to them, including programs of 
vocational rehabilitation for the disabled. Other methods of support 
are financial assistance to promote and maintain the participation of 
retired Canadians in the community, and financial support and advice for 
national voluntary and professional organizations as well as for 
research and training. Through these activities, the program makes an 
important contribution to Canada's social security system by ensuring 
the maintenance of a safety net for Canadians. 


The program's principal links are with provincial and territorial 
governments who have responsibility for the delivery of social assis- 
tance and services, and with universities, voluntary organizations, and 
professional associations. Important links are also maintained with 
other branches of Health and Welfare such as the Income Security 
Programs Branch and the Health Services and Promotion Branch; other 
federal departments such as Employment and Immigration, Solicitor 
General, Justice, Indian and Northern Affairs, Finance, Secretary of 
State and Veterans Affairs. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The program draws its general mandate from the Department of National 
Health and Welfare Act which confers on the Minister responsibility for 
all matters relating to the promotion or preservation of the health, 
social security and social welfare of the people of Canada over which 
the Parliament of Canada has jurisdiction. The Social Services Program 
includes the administration of the following legislation and 
authorities: 


a Canada Assistance Plan (1966) 
e Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act (1961) 


8 Young Offenders Agreements (with New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario, British Columbia, and the Yukon). 
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3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Social Services Program is to support the provision 
of social assistance and services to persons whose economic 
circumstances are inadequate to meet their basic needs or whose social 
circumstances expose them to the risk of poverty, isolation or 
dependency. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


In the Expenditure Plan for 1984-85, this Program was included in the 
Health and Social Services Program. For an explanation of the division 
into two programs see Section III, page 3-40. 


The Social Services Program is under the direction of the Assistant 
Deputy Minister, Social Service Programs Branch and is divided into four 
activities: Canada Assistance Plan, Social Development, New Horizons 
and Program Administration. These activities correspond to the 
organizational structure of the program. 


Figure 3 illustrates the resource allocation by organization 
structure within the Social Service Programs Branch.

To ensure closer contact with their clients, certain activities 
have decentralized their operations: the Canada Assistance Plan 
has field offices in provincial capitals accounting for approximately 
45 percent of its person-years; and New Horizons maintains regional 
offices accounting for 77 percent of its person-years. The remaining 
activities are administered from the National Capital Region.

D. Planning Perspective 


Program

Ie Environment 


A number of factors have major implications for the Social Services 
Program: 


e High levels of unemployment mean continuing high provincial 
social assistance caseloads. The number of cases as of March 
1982 was 770,000 as compared to 1,000,000 cases as of March 
1984. The most significant change in the welfare caseload is 
the large number who are capable of working, and who want to 
work but cannot find work. 


® Provincial expenditures to maintain the current social 
assistance caseload have risen and in turn payments to the 
provinces under the Canada Assistance Plan have increased. 
CAP's expenditures for social assistance alone rose from $2.08 
billion for 1982-83 to $2.47 billion for 1983-84. 


e Most provinces have made modifications to existing social 
assistance or social services programs or have developed new 
initiatives to cope with the economic and social pressures 
placed on the income security system. The continuing 
challenge facing the Social Services Program is to provide 
federal support to the provinces and other social agencies 
during this particularly difficult period. 


& An increased awareness of the needs of groups such as the 
disabled, single parent families, battered women and abused 
children has caused provinces to initiate or substantially 
expand programs for these groups. The number and proportion 
of the population over 65 years of age continues to be a 
growing factor. The grants and contribution programs continue 
to focus their efforts on these emerging priorities. 


2. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 
The Canada Assistance Plan continued to work closely with provinces to 


provide federal support for social assistance programs during difficult 
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economic times. On-going federal-provincial consultation and specific 
problem-solving sessions assisted provinces in making fuller use of the 
cost-sharing provisions of CAP. Efforts also focused on liaison with 
other federal departments to coordinate federal support for specific 
provincial initiatives. Discussion of specific issues involved joint 
federal meetings with participation from provinces. 


Initiatives to support day care services included the implementa- 
tion of recommendations for action of the Second Conference on Day Care 
such as extensive consultation with national day care advocacy groups 
and the production of reports and publications on the operation of day 
care centres. To reduce violence in the family, the National 
Clearinghouse on Family Violence was brought to operational capacity, it 
produced films and documents, planned its participation in a major 
International Congress on Child Abuse and Neglect as well as a national 
day on child abuse. 


During 1983-84 the National Welfare Grants (NWG) activity funded 86 
research and demonstration projects, the majority directed toward 
disabled persons, families in crisis, children and youth. By granting 
16 fellowships NWG contributed to the development of expertise in the 
social welfare area. Through sustaining grants, NWG shared in the 
operational costs of 26 national voluntary social service organizations. 


New Horizons doubled its goal of supporting an increased proportion 
of service oriented projects. Over a quarter million aged Canadians 
were reached by this activity through the maintenance of over 75 percent 
of New Horizons staff in its regional offices. 


3. Program Effectiveness 


The Social Services Program has a major impact on provincial social 
assistance programs and on social service programs delivered by 
provincial, municipal and voluntary agencies. 


e The Canada Assistance Plan and the Vocational Rehabilitation 
of Disabled Persons Act have been successful in supporting 
social welfare programs. This support has been a major factor 
in maintaining the social "safety net" for the poorest 
Canadians. These programs of last resort continue to support 
at any one time an estimated 2.5 million people or 10 percent 
of Canada's population. The VRDP program supports an 
estimated 100,00 disabled Canadians. 


& In addition, the Program has insured the maintenance of 
viable, national voluntary organizations through its sustain- 
ing grants and encouraged research vital to major target 
groups by focusing over 80 percent of available support to 
research related to the disabled, elderly, single parent 
families and battered women. 


e The Program has funded New Horizons projects involving over 
250,000 elderly Canadians. 
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Section II 


Analysis by Activity 


A. Canada Assistance Plan 


Ob jective 


To support the provision by provinces and territories of 
adequate assistance and institutional care programs for 
persons in need; and 


To support the provision by provinces and territories of 
welfare services programs which have as their object the 
lessening, removal or prevention of the causes and effects of 
poverty, child neglect. or dependence on public assistance. 


To support the development by provinces and territories of 
comprehensive and coordinated programs of vocational 
rehabilitation for physically and mentally disabled persons. 


Resource Summary 


This activity accounts for approximately 99.3 percent of 1985-86 total 
program expenditures and 36.7 percent of the total person-years. 


Approximately 99.9 percent, of the total activity expenditures are 
payments to the provinces for: 


social assistance and welfare services under the Canada 
Assistance Plan (including the related Young Offenders 
Agreements); and 


rehabilitation programs under the Vocational Rehabilitation of 
Disabled Persons Act. 


The overall increase in expenditures over 1984-85 is primarily due 
to continuing high numbers of provincial social assistance cases.

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Description 


The Canada Assistance Plan activity comprises two components: the 
Canada Assistance Plan including the related Young Offenders Agreements 
and the Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act. 


Canada Assistance Plan: The Canada Assistance Plan (CAP) shares 50 
percent of the cost to the provinces of providing social assistance to 
persons in need; and welfare services to persons in need or likely to 
become in need if they do not receive such services. 


The terms of cost-sharing are specified through the CAP Act, 
Regulations and agreements with each province and through program 
policies outlined in guidelines. The agreements include three schedules 
which list provincial legislation, homes for special care and 
provincially approved agencies that have been accepted by the federal 
government for cost-sharing under the Plan. 


While the federal government specifies conditions for sharing, 
provincial governments are responsible for the design, comprehensive- 
ness, and delivery of programs to the public. The level of the federal 
payment under CAP is influenced primarily by the following factors: 


® the number of provincial social assistance cases; 


& provincial program priorities (whether or not programs are 
designed to utilize CAP cost-sharing); and 


@ social assistance rate increases. 


Conditions for cost-sharing assistance, which includes care in 
homes for special care and health care, are: 


* financial assistance must be provided to persons in need 
(i.e., those who are found, on the basis of a needs test, to 
be unable to provide adequately for themselves and/or their 
dependents; or persons under the age of 21 years who are in 
the care, custody or supervision of a child welfare authority; 
or foster children); 


@ provinces must agree that a period of residence in the 
province or in Canada will not be required as a condition of 
eligibility for assistance; and 


v) provinces must establish, by law, a procedure for appeals from 
decisions with respect to social assistance. 
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Conditions for cost-sharing welfare services are: 


® recipients of welfare services must be persons in need or 
persons likely to become in need; 


B services must be provided directly by the province or by 
provincially approved non-profit agencies; and 


® health care services and services relating wholly or mainly to 
education, correction and recreation are excluded from 
cost-sharing under CAP. 


The Canada Assistance Plan contains provisions for cost-sharing of 
assistance, welfare services, and work activity projects. 


Eighty percent of CAP expenditures fall under its assistance 
provisions, which include general assistance (the cash welfare payment), 
care in homes for special care, certain health care costs, and the 
majority of child welfare costs. 


Of the remaining 20 percent, the major portion of expenditures is 
for federal support to provincial administration costs (i.e., costs of 
administering assistance and welfare services programs) and welfare 
services such as day care and homemaker services. The remaining costs 
are for child welfare expenditures not already included as assistance 
costs and for work activity projects. 


Payments under CAP, by province and by program component, for the 
fiscal year 1983-84 are illustrated in Figure 6. The CAP program 
components are described below: 


General Assistance: CAP shares in the cost of general assistance 
which is provided by each province to persons who are in need. 
Assistance includes the following basic requirements: food, shelter, 
clothing, fuel, utilities, household supplies, and personal require- 
ments. Assistance may also include special needs such as items 
incidental to carrying on a trade or other employment; items necessary 
for safety, well-being or rehabilitation, including essential repairs or 
alterations to property, items required by disabled persons; and 
prescribed welfare services. 


Homes for Special Care: CAP shares in the cost to the provinces 
of providing care in homes for special care, e.g., homes for the aged, 
nursing homes, child care facilities and hostels for battered women and 
children. (Since April 1, 1977, the major portion of federal costs 
related to long-term residential care for adults has been subsumed under 
the Extended Health Care Services Program of the Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health 
Contributions Act); 
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Health Care: CAP shares in certain health care costs (e.g. 
drugs, dental care) if they are not covered under universal health care 
programs of the provinces or are not block funded under the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post-Secondary 
Education and Health Contributions Act; and 


Child Welfare: The majority of the expenditures in this component 
relate to the costs of maintaining children in foster homes. These are 
shared as assistance costs. (Costs of care provided in facilities for 
children are included in the homes for special care component.) The 
remainder of the child welfare costs consist of welfare services. These 
include services for children who are in need of protection because of 
abuse and/or neglect; adoption services; and preventive services to 
children in their own homes. 


Welfare Services: CAP shares in certain costs to the provinces of 
providing a range of welfare services to persons who are in need or 
likely to become in need. Welfare services include: 


a day care services for children; 


e homemakers, home support, and similar services to support 
individuals and families in emergency situations or as an 
aid to independent living in the community for the 
elderly and the disabled; 


& casework, counselling, assessment and referral services, 
including child welfare services; 


® adoption services; 


8 rehabilitation services including services to the 
chronically unemployed (e.g., life skills training, 
referral and job placement services) and services to meet 
the special needs of persons at risk of being socially 
isolated, with particular emphasis on the aged and the 
physically and mentally disabled; 


e community development services designed to encourage and 
assist members of deprived communities to participate in 
improving the social and economic conditions of their 
community ; 


a consulting, research, and evaluation services with 
respect to welfare programs; and 


e administrative services relating to the delivery of 
assistance and welfare services programs. 
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Work Activity Projects: CAP shares in the costs of work activity 
projects designed to assist people who, because of personal or 
environmental barriers, experience unusual difficulty in obtaining or 
holding employment. Projects are designed to improve participants’ 
motivation and capacity to work, and prepare them for entry or return to 
employment or further vocational training.

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Young Offenders Agreements: Under the authority of the Appropria- 

tions Act, the Department has entered into agreements with New 
Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario, British Columbia and the Yukon to share in 
the costs which they incurred in providing certain care and services to 
"young offenders." Such costs would have been shareable under the 
Canada Assistance Plan if the "young offenders" had been in the care of 
the provincial child welfare authority both in fact and in law. 


These agreements were approved in the interest of equity and were 
an interim measure pending the development of legislation to replace the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act. With the proclamation of the new Young 
Offenders Act on April.2, 1984, there is no cost-sharing under the Young 
Offenders Agreements of any new intake but sharing will continue in 
services provided to "young offenders" who were in care prior to the 
proclamation of the Young Offenders Act until such services are 
completed or the young persons come under the jurisdiction of the new 
Act. It is anticipated that these agreements will be phased out by 
1988. 


Figure 7 illustrates the distribution of federal payments to 
provinces under the Young Offenders Agreements.

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Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act: Under the 

Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons (VRDP) Act and Agreements, 
the federal government makes financial contributions to meet 50 percent 
of the costs incurred by provinces in providing a comprehensive program 
for the vocational rehabilitation of physically and mentally disabled 
persons. Although Quebec does not participate in the VRDP program, a 
Significant portion of the costs borne by the province in providing 
services to the disabled is shared by the federal government under the 
Canada Assistance Plan. 


Vocational rehabilitation programs are designed to assist 
physically and mentally disabled persons who are considered capable of 
attaining a level of functioning which would enable them to pursue a 
substantially gainful occupation such as employment in the open labour 
market; self-employment; homemaking; farm work; sheltered employment; or 
other work of a remunerative nature. 


Services may be provided directly by the provinces or by voluntary 
agencies recognized and funded by the province for that purpose. 
Services may include: 


& assessment 3 

e counselling; 

8 restorative services; 

a provision of prostheses, wheelchairs, technical aids and other 
devices; 

a vocational training and employment placement ; 

e provision of books, tools and other equipment required during 


the course of the vocational rehabilitation process; and 


e provision of maintenance allowances as required by each 
individual. 


Figure 8 illustrates the distribution of federal payments to 
provinces under the VRDP Act. 


In addition to cost-sharing provincial research, the VRDP Act also 
authorizes direct grants to be made to individuals and to 
non-governmental organizations for research in respect of vocational 
rehabilitation for disabled persons. See Figure 20: Details of 
Transfer Payments (page 3-38).

Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The CAP Directorate is responsible for the administration of two major 
cost-sharing programs: CAP and VRDP. The main priority of headquarters 
and field staff is to ensure that these programs are administered in 
accordance with the CAP and VRDP authorities (i.e., legislation, 
agreements, guidelines and policies). 


In order to maintain the effective and efficient administration of 
the programs, the work of the Directorate focusses primarily on three 
activities: 


8 determining which provincial submissions relating to the 
provision of assistance, welfare services and vocational 
rehabilitation can be shared under CAP and VRDP; 


e consulting and liaising with provinces and other federal 
departments to promote a better understanding of the CAP and 
VRDP programs, including their links with other federal and 
provincial social security programs; and 
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2 reviewing provincial claims to determine monthly payments and 
negotiating final settlements with provinces. 


Staff time is devoted primarily to the process of determining the 
shareability of provincial programs under CAP and VRDP. The volume of 
submissions to CAP has increased by more than 50 percent over the last 5 
years. These submissions must be reviewed individually and, in the case 
of institutions and agencies, may need to be visited by federal staff. 
Submissions have also become increasingly complex as provinces modify 
existing programs, develop new programs to meet the needs of their 
population, and strive to maximize cost-sharing in a wide range of their 
programs. In many cases, these require extensive discussion with 
provinces in order to determine the parameters and conditions of 
cost-sharing. 


In the case of CAP, provincial submissions must meet certain basic 
conditions contained in the CAP authorities before they can be accepted 
for listing in one of the schedules to the CAP Agreement. These 
schedules relate to: 


e "provincial law" authorizing costs of assistance and welfare 
services benefits; 


e "homes for special care"; and 
® "provincially approved agencies" providing welfare services. 


Once a submission has been accepted for listing, Directorate 
officials must apply the CAP authorities in terms of the shareability of 
the specific benefits, the eligibility of clients receiving the benefits 
and the costs involved in providing the programs which may be shared 
under CAP. CAP is then able to make payments towards the shareable 
costs of provincial programs. 


Provincial submissions to CAP for cost-sharing are at the 
discretion of the province. In order to keep up to date with new 
submissions, the listing process is continuous and an amending agreement 
for each province is prepared and signed twice annually. 


Figure 9 illustrates the volume of provincial submissions for 
listing of provincial laws, homes for special care and provincially 
approved agencies in the schedules to the CAP Agreement. There is no 
indication of any change in the overall volume of submissions in 
1985-86.

The second major activity of the Directorate relates to consulta- 
tion and liaison, including meetings of the Continuing Committee of 
Officials Reporting to Federal/Provincial/Territorial Deputy Ministers 
of Social Services; orientation and problem-solving sessions with 
provinces as well as with municipal and non-governmental organizations; 
development and updating of the policy and procedures manual; broader 
public information activities through dissemination of cost-sharing 
guidelines; as well as the ongoing consultation process with provinces. 
This latter activity has become even more important during the last few 
years. Early consultation is necessary as provinces develop programs to 
respond to the present pressures on the social service network and seek 
to maximize cost-sharing in such programs. 


The third activity relates to the review and audit of claims under 
CAP and VRDP and to the negotiation of final settlements with provinces. 
In order to settle the large number of outstanding claims and to enable 
the process to be put on a more current basis, a pilot project to 
establish a federal-provincial audit and settlement committee was 
established with British Columbia. It is anticipated that this approach 
may be used with other provinces. 


Persons Assisted Under CAP: CAP expenditures support provincial 

welfare programs which provide general assistance benefits to an 
estimated 2 million Canadians and welfare services to approximately 
500,000 persons. Because of differences in provincial reporting systems 
and cverlap between programs, the number of persons receiving assistance 
and welfare services cannot be determined by category of recipient. 
However, those benefitting from programs cost-shared under CAP include: 


e one-parent families; 


e mentally and physically disabled persons; 
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e the aged; 


e children who are in care or who are in need of protection 
because of abuse and/or neglect; 


e the unemployed; 

e families/individuals in crisis; 
e low-income workers; and 

e battered women. 


Persons Assisted Under VRDP: More than 100,000 disabled persons 
receive vocational rehabilitation services cost-shared under VRDP. 
Persons who receive these services include: 

e quadriplegics, paraplegics, amputees; 


e persons with cerebral palsy or with neurological or muscular 
ailments such as muscular dystrophy; 


e those afflicted with rheumatoid arthritis or other diseases 
which cause motor impairment ; 


% the deaf; 

e the blind; 

e the mentally retarded; 

e those recovering from psychiatric disorders; and 


© those impaired because of alcohol or drug abuse. 
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B. Social Development 
Objective 


To facilitate and promote the development and delivery of innovative and 
appropriate social services in all parts of Canada; to promote research 
and the development of expertise in the social welfare field and to 
promote the ability of people with disabilities to live more 
independently and become self-supporting. 


Resource Summary 
The Social Development activity accounts for approximately 0.3 percent 


of 1985-86 total program expenditures and 18.7 percent of the total 
person years.

Description 


The Social Development activity comprises two components: National 
Welfare Grants and Social Services Development. 


National Welfare Grants This component is the single most important 
source of funding in Canada for the testing of new concepts and services 
and the development of human resources within the social welfare field. 
Grants to national voluntary agencies in the social services field 
enable the Department to respond to the needs of these agencies and the 
networks they serve. Two types of assistance are available: 
contributions which support research, demonstration, human resource 
development and voluntary action projects; and sustaining grants which 
support core administrative costs of national voluntary organizations. 


National Welfare Grants enable the Department to support the 
development of improved social services, particularly those aimed at 
assisting disadvantaged Canadians. (See Figure 12). 


Sustaining grants are provided to 26 (1984-85) national voluntary 
social service organizations whose primary interests are disabled 
persons, children and families, social policy analysis and development, 
social welfare services, and poverty. The grants assist these 
organizations to operate their national offices and to carry out 
national activities. 
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National Welfare Grants consultants carry out the mandate of the 
program by providing technical assistance in project development and 
project assessment, monitoring approved project contributions and 
grants, network building, needs analysis and dissemination of 
information.

IMost of the projects are multi-faceted and could be classified under 
more than one category (e.g., disabled children, poor elderly, poor 
women). The categories are therefore not exclusive and represent the 
main focus of projects. There is no double counting. 


During the fiscal year 1983-84, 16 Fellowships were awarded 
totalling $261,960. 


Social Services Development The Social Services Development 

component provides consultative, informational and promotional services 
to a wide range of governmental and non-governmental organizations 
concerned with specific social issues and related social services. 


This component enables the federal government to respond promptly 
to emerging social issues and to play an active role in the development 
of innovative and appropriate social services for Canadians. Although 
constitutional responsibility for delivery of social services rests with 
provincial governments, social issues and problems manifest themselves 
as national concerns and require appropriate national responses. 
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Current areas of focus include: family violence, day care for 
children, interprovincial and international adoption, divorce counsel- 
ling and family support services, child welfare and youth services, home 
support services, mutual-aid groups, voluntary action and services to 
the disabled. A social needs monitoring capability is being developed 
to provide for the acquisition of timely information related to emerging 
needs. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The impact of federal activities on social services development has been 
Significant, but must be judged within the context of provincial, 
municipal and non-governmental delivery systems as well as changing 
economic conditions. 


Social Services Development has developed and disseminated 
information and provided consultation and professional services in 
support of efforts to reduce wife battering and child abuse. As part of 
this work, it has brought the National Clearinghouse on Family Violence 
to operational status including involvement in the production of several 
films and documents, and it was directly involved in the Fifth 
International Congress on Child Abuse and Neglect. The National Day 
Care Information Centre worked toward the implementation of the 
recommendations for action based on the work of the Second Conference on 
Day Care. It has produced several publications including statistical 
reports and information booklets related to the safe operation of day 
care centres. In addition, the centre works closely with national 
advocacy groups to improve the provision of day care across Canada. 


Social Services Development produced a series of pamphlets on 
Independent Living as well as other information packages to assist the 
disabled. It also co-operated with the International Labour 
Organization (ILO) in the sponsorship of conferences and the co-funding 
of research and development of programmes for the disabled. It con- 
tinued involvement with the United Nations World Programme of Action 
Concerning Disabled Persons by working with ILO and the UN in developing 
a proposal for an international non-governmental organization to respond 
to requests from international areas for information and project 
assistance. 


Initiatives in 1984-85 have continued in these directions. The 
issue of sexual abuse of children and youth was addressed through a 
national colloquium. As part of the International Congress on Social 
Welfare, there were special programmes on Home Care/Home Support 
Services, Mutual Aid, International Adoption and Parenting. All of this 
has contributed to the development and involvement of a direct federal 
presence among provincial governments, with non-governmental 
organizations and with the voluntary sector in communities across 
Canada. 
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C. New Horizons 

Objective 

To provide opportunities for retired Canadians to plan, operate and 
participate in meaningful activities of their own choosing which will 
prove beneficial to themselves and the community. 

Resource Summary 

The New Horizons activity accounts for approximately 0.4 percent of 
1985-86 total program expenditures and 31.4 percent of the total 


person-years.

New Horizons was established under the authority of Cabinet and 
announced during the summer of 1972 as an experimental program. In 
December of 1974, Cabinet authorized continuing program status. 
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New Horizons seeks to alleviate and prevent the pattern of social 
isolation often experienced by older persons. Contributions are made 
available for periods of up to 18 months to enable groups of retired 
seniors to participate in non-profit activities of their own choosing 
which will be beneficial to themselves and to their communities. To be 
eligible, a group will normally have at least 10 members, a majority of 
whom are retired persons. Project groups are encouraged to secure 
alternative sources of support and funding to enable them to continue 
their activities past the period covered by the New Horizons 
contribution. 


Through their own efforts, and by the example of their successes, 
retired Canadians develop new roles for themselves and demonstrate to 
the public at large their continuing ability to be contributing and 
vital members of their communities. Project activities supported by New 
Horizons fit into the following broad categories: sports, fitness and 
games; socials; arts, crafts and hobbies; historical; service-oriented 
activities; performing arts and entertainment; media-type activities; 
educational; organizational development and research.

across Canada. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


New Horizons reflects the federal government's concern for the 
well-being of older and retired Canadians and establishes a direct 
federal presence among groups at a grassroots level in communities 
across Canada. . 


The target population of New Horizons is made up of retired 
Canadians, most of whom are over 65 years of age. This group will 
continue to increase more rapidly than most other population groups. 
New Horizons has played and will continue to play an important role in 
providing retired Canadians with the opportunity to maintain an 
independent lifestyle while contributing their skills and resources to 
their peers and their communities. The program will continue to 
emphasize the encouragement and support of groups wishing to develop and 
participate in service-oriented and self-help projects which provide 
needed services either for the project members themselves or for groups 
in the community at large. 


Program funds are allocated by electoral district and in proportion 
to the population of senior citizens. Field representatives in eleven 
regional offices and sub-offices provide consultation, advice and 
assistance to groups of retired persons in the development of proposals 
and the operation of funded projects. Project submissions are reviewed 
and assessed by headquarters staff and are approved by the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare 10 times a year. Once approved and funded, 
projects are monitored and data are gathered to permit ongoing 
evaluation. 
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In 1983-84, 1,999 projects were funded under this activity, 
involving approximately 285,000 participants across Canada. The average 
contribution per project was $6,553. 


In 1983-84, New Horizons increased the number of service-oriented 
projects funded by 39.7 percent. The original goal for 1983-84 was to 
increase the funding of these projects by 20 percent.

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Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Highlights 


The thrusts of the Medical Services Program for 1985-86 are summarized below, 
with references to the Analysis by Activity section of this document for more 
details: 


& The principal thrust of this Program is to carry out the federal 
commitment, as expressed in the Indian Health Policy of 1979 (see page 
54), to deliver health services to Canada's Registered Indians and Inuit, 
and to help them attain a health status comparable to that of the rest 
of Canadians. The Program will also continue to provide, in co- 
operation with the territorial governments, health services for residents 
of the Yukon and Northwest Territories. Requirement: $361.3 million, 
or 89.2 percent of Program expenditures (see pages 24 to 31); 


= Recent initiatives to respond to expressed needs of Indian and 
Inuit clients reflect the Program's thrust in the areas of 
prevention and education, for example: the Indian and Inuit 
Professional Health Career Development Program, the Health 
Consultation Program (see Initiatives, pages 18 and 19), and the 
National Native Alcohol and Drug Abuse Program (see Analysis by 
Activity, page 26). 


@ The Health Assessment and Advisory Services Activity is another 
Program priority, addressing the needs of Canadians in areas of 
environmental, occupational and public health by: 


- providing advisory services to federal departments and agencies 
on occupational and environmental health issues affecting their 
employees and offering public servants individual health 
counselling and first aid assistance.

The training component of this activity will 
continue to be a priority. Requirement: $2.4 million, or approx. 0.6 
percent of Program expenditures (see page 41).

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C. Background 
I. Introduction 


The Medical Services Program plays an essential service delivery role in the 
Canadian health care system. The most important aspect of this role is to carry 
out federal policy with regard to Indian and Inuit health services. The Program, in 
conjunction with provincial, territorial and other health services, provides health 
care or ensures that it is available to this country's Registered Indians and Inuit to 
help them reach and maintain a health status comparable to that of the rest of 
Canadians. The Program also ensures the availability of health services to non- 
Indian/Inuit residents of the Yukon and Northwest Territories, in co-operation with 
the territorial governments. 


The Medical Services Program serves many other Canadians: Program clients 
include federal public servants, civil aviation personnel, immigrants and temporary 
residents, international and inter-provincial travellers, who are served by the 
Program's Health Assessment and Advisory Services Activity. The Program also 
has as clients the physically handicapped requiring prosthetic devices. Finally, by 
maintaining Canada's readiness to handle a national emergency, the Program serves 
all the residents of this country. 


An essential feature of the Canadian health care system is that different 
levels of government work together to provide the comprehensive and universally 
accessible health care that makes this system one of the best in the world. 
Medical Services therefore endeavours to maintain constant and active co- 
operation with provincial and territorial governments, with the private sector 
(health professionals and institutions, universities, ete.) and with the Native 
communities it serves. 


This Program also maintains a working relationship with other Programs 
within the Department of National and Welfare, namely: Health Services and 
Promotion, Social Services, Health Protection, Income Security and Fitness and 
Amateur Sport. For example, this Program consults with the Health Services and 
Promotion Program in areas such as delivery of dental consultative services to its 
Native clients, evaluation of its alcohol and drug abuse program, occupational 
health matters and health care facility designs. 


There are numerous areas of shared involvement and responsibility between 
the Medical Services Program and many Departments and agencies within the 
federal government dealing with the same client groups or geographical areas, in 
particular: 


® Indian Affairs and Northern Development (DIAND): provision of 
services (by Medical Services) for the monitoring of water supplies and 
sewage disposal on Indian reserves; interdepartmental consultation on. 
Native housing and health careers, and coordination of community 
health promotion activities; | 
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e Environment Canada: mutual consultation on environmental issues; 
inspection and monitoring (by this Program) of food outlets, water 
supplies and sewage disposal in national parks; 


6 the Canadian Employment and Immigration Commission: consultation 
concerning the training of Native people for health careers; with 
regard to immigrants: provision (by this Program) of health assessment 
services and non-insured health services (see page 34); 


® Agriculture Canada and Transport Canada: mutual consultation on 
matters related to food supply, cost and availability; 


e Treasury Board and the Department of Labour: shared responsibility 
for Public Service occupational health; 


® all federal departments (as clients of this Program): health promotion 
and environmental awareness program for public servants; 


® Transport Canada: advice and assistance (from Medical Services) on 
aeromedical matters (see page 35); 


@ Canadian Aviation Safety Board: assistance in human factor related 
aviation accident investigations (see page 35). 


In addition, in the area of emergency health services, the Medical Services 
Program works in consultation and co-operation with the World Health 
Organization, the Pan American Health Organization, NATO, the Red Cross, St. 
John Ambulance, the Privy Council and several federal departments. 


Program management actively seeks interdepartmental co-operation to 
increase program effectiveness and avoid duplication of effort. For example, a 
study initiated by this Program was completed during 1984 to review and identify 
the existing role, field resources and Program mandate in the area of 
environmental health as it affects Native people - in relation to the role, resources 
and mandate of DIAND and other Departments. A Memorandum of Understanding 
between the Department of National Health and Welfare, DIAND and Environment 
Canada was signed in February 1984. Technical working committees have been 
established in most regions served by this Program to increase its ability to deal 
more effectively with the environmental health concerns of Native people. 
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2. Legal Mandate 


The Medical Services Program derives its general mandate from Section 91 of the 
Constitution Acts, 1867 and 1981. Sub-Sections 7, 11 and 24 relate to Prosthetic 
Services, Quarantine and Regulatory Services and Indian Health Services 
respectively. The Program also derives an overall mandate from the Department 
of National Health and Welfare Act. 


The responsibility to provide or ensure the provision of health services to 
Registered Indian and Inuit people was entrusted to the Medical Services Program 
in 1945 by a Cabinet decision. Further policy decisions have re-affirmed the 
commitment of the Federal Government to Canada's Native people. The most 
recent milestone is the Federal Indian Health Policy of 1979. (Please refer to page 
54 for the text of this Policy.) 


The authority to provide health services to the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories is contained in a Cabinet decision of 1954. 


For the Health Assessment and Advisory Services Activity, authority is 
derived mainly from the following: 


the Immigration Act and several orders-in-Council; 

the Quarantine Act (1977) (Section 6); 

the Aeronautics Act (Civil Aviation Medicine Services); 
Orders-in-Council 3686 (1945) and 3766 (1952) (Public Service Health). 


For other activities, the legislation or authorities administered by the 
Program include:

3. Program Objective 
The overall objective of the Medical Services Program is to "protect and enhance : 


the health of those Canadians whose care, by legislation or custom, is the 
responsibility of the Department." 
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4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The 1984-85 Medical Services Program Expenditure Plan was 
presented on the basis of nine activities. To better reflect the way the Program's 
human and financial resources are distributed and managed, as well as to group 
together activities with similar objectives and outputs, the nine activities have 
been amalgamated into five as follows: 


® the previous Indian Health Services and Northern Health Services 
activities are now amalgamated into one activity: Indian and Northern 
Health Services; 


® four other formerly separate activities, i.e. Public Service Health, 
Immigration Medical Services, Quarantine and Regulatory Services and 
Civil Aviation Medicine, are now under the umbrella of the Health 
Assessment and Advisory Services Activity; 


& Prosthetic Services, Emergency Services and Program Administration 
remain as separate activities. 


For 1985-86, the Program Activity Structure of the Medical Services 
Program is therefore as illustrated in Figure 2 below. 


Figure 2: Program Activity Structure 
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Organization Structure: The Medical Services Program is divided into seven 
functional areas or directorates, as shown in Figure 3. The Operations Directorate 
is responsible for the delivery of services to the Program's clients, accounting for 
97.5 percent of Program funds. The other directorates provide support services 
within their areas of specialization: in addition to the Directorates shown in the 
1984-85 Medical Services Program Expenditure Plan (Policy, Planning & Liaison, 
Administration and Finance), three new Directorates will exist in 1985-86: a 
Personnel Directorate, to manage this function at Branch level, a Directorate of 
Nursing to help coordinate this important aspect of the Program's activities, and a 
Secretariat to manage functional programs such as Affirmative Action, Official 
Languages and others of this nature. 


An important feature of the Medical Services Program, both in terms of 
financial and human resource management, is its decentralization: the delivery of 
program services takes place at regional level where 87 percent of funds and 87 
percent of person-years are channelled. Each of the Program's ten regions is 
managed locally by a Regional Director. 


The regions correspond to provincial and territorial boundaries, except for 
the Atlantic region which spans all of the Maritime provinces including 
Newfoundland and Labrador. On the other hand, the Province of Ontario includes 
two regions: the Ontario Region and the Overseas/National Capital Region. The 
latter deals mainly with the Public Service Health and Immigration Medical 
Services components of the Health Assessment and Advisory Services Activity. 


The Activities under the responsibility of Regional Directors are: 


® all of the components of Indian and Northern Health Services, 

& the following components of Health Assessment and Advisory Services: 
- Public Service Health, 
- Quarantine and Regulatory Services, 
- Immigration Medical Services. 


The Activities managed from Headquarters are: 


@ the Civil Aviation Medicine portion of 
Health Assesment and Advisory Services, 

e Emergency Services, 

e Prosthetic Services, 

« Program Administration. 


As of April 1, 1984, there were 623 facilities operated by Medical Services.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1; Environment 


Federal programs addressing the needs of this country's aboriginal peoples operate 
in a rapidly changing social, political and legal environment. The Medical Services 
Program carefully monitors these changes to remain responsive to the needs of its 
clients. The change factors which are considered the most important to the 
Program in terms of future direction and performance are: 


Federal Policy on Indian and Inuit Health Services: The Medical Services Program 
has been carrying on its mission to provide or ensure the provision of health 
services to Registered Indians and Inuit for four decades. The issues that must be 
addressed at this time are summarized in one of the conclusions of a government 
survey of the late 1970s: “health conditions which can be improved by medical 
eare have improved while those influenced by social and living conditions have 
not." (1) Programs intended to improve the health status of Native peoples 
therefore face a different kind of challenge than they have in the past. It is in 
view of this challenge, and to step up the search for new approaches and solutions, 
that the federal government issued its 1979 Indian Health Policy. (Please refer to 
page 54 for the text of this Policy.) The Policy proposed three concepts (or 
"pillars") upon which to base future action to end the tragedy of Indian ill health in 
Canada: 


9 community development: socio-economic, cultural, ete; 

) the traditional relationship of the Indian people to the federal 
government, and 

e the Canadian health system with its interrelated elements at federal, 


provincial and municipal (local) levels. 


Situating Indian health services within the context of the Canadian health 
system, the Indian Health Policy underlined the provincial role in treatment 
services while affirming the federal commitment to public health activities, 
including health promotion and education, and the detection and mitigation of 
hazards to health in the environment. This is in keeping with the federal 
commitment to Native social programs dealing for instance with housing 
conditions, sanitation, employment and lifestyle. This also has a direct bearing on 
the future orientation and focus of this Program. 


In response to the direction provided by the Indian Health Policy, and to the 
needs expressed by the Native communities themselves, the Program is already 
giving greater emphasis to prevention, education and community participation 
while maintaining treatment services to answer present needs. 


(1) "Indian Conditions", Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development, 
1980. 
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The Medical Services Program is also offering assistance and encouragement 
to other federal bodies and levels of government to improve environmental factors 
which adversely affect the health status of Indian people. 


Another aspect of the Indian Health Policy having an important impact on 
this Program concerns the need to intensify the process of consultation with Native 
communities to prepare the way for them to manage their own health programs. 
Central to the Indian Health Policy is the recognition that only Indian and Inuit 
communities themselves can change the root causes of ill health among their 
people. Through a process of interdepartmental consultation as well as active 
involvement and direct consultation with the client population, this Program is 
taking specific steps toward administrative transfer. Concrete action includes 
initiatives such as: the Community Health Demonstration Program (page 29), the 
Indian/Inuit Professional Health Careers Development Program (pages 18 and 28), 
the Indian/Inuit Health Consultation Program (page 19), and the Indian and Inuit 
Health Conference (page 30). 


Indian Self-determination: in the political or legal arenas, the factors expected to 
have an impact on the Program's future include: the outcome of Indian self- 
government discussions at constitutional (First Minister's) conferences and the 
Report of the Special Committee on Indian Self-Government (Penner Report). 


First Ministers Conference (FMC) on Constitutional Aboriginal Affairs: The 
last FMC was held in March 1984 with an agenda including equality rights, 
aboriginal and treaty rights, land and resources, and self-government. This 
conference laid the groundwork for future discussions on Indian self-government 
but did not yield results that would immediately affect this Program. However, at 
the Conference, it was decided that a study be undertaken to review social, 
cultural and economic programs and services provided to aboriginal peoples. 
Medical Services formed a task force to ensure the Program's contribution to this 
project. 


Indian Self-Government in Canada: if implemented, the recommendations 
contained in the Report of the Special Committee on Indian Self-Government 
(Penner Report) have significant implications for the Program. Studies are now 
underway in Medical Services to identify options for responding to the movement 
toward self-government in the health field. 


Economic and Employment Development: Unemployment is recognized as one of 
the main social problems affecting the health of Native people. Over the past few 
years, there have been many initiatives to develop employment in or near Indian 
communities. For instance, a $345 million Native Economic Development Program 
announced in 1984 by the Department of Regional Industrial Expansion will bring 
much needed employment but will also create rapid change in Native communities. 
Certain health-related factors, such as the lack of physical conditioning of workers 
after a long period of idleness and other occupational health issues, may need to 
be taken into account. Medical Services recognizes a need to coordinate these 
_ programs with health education and prevention and to assist Indian communities in 
their need for occupational and environmental health services. 
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Political development in the North: The 1954 Cabinet Decision giving Medical 
Services the reponsibility for delivery of health care to residents of the territories 
stated that once territorial governments showed a desire, and had developed the 
necessary expertise, responsibility for health care delivery would be transferred to 
them. With the impending settlement of land claims in the Yukon and the provision 
of services by one government, that is, the Yukon Government, the way will be 
open to allow the Program to transfer health services as a total package to the 
Territorial Government. Medical Services is presently considering the financial 
and human resources implications of this transfer. 


Although the Program may continue to deliver some services to the Yukon 
under contract, this arrangement would be at the request of the Territorial 
Government and the Central Indian Authority. 


In the Northwest Territories, the Government has opted to take responsibility 
for health care in stages. The Medical Services Program still delivers most health 
services in N.W.T., including treatment services to Native communities and 
preventive services to all communities. The Territorial Government provides 
funding for hospitalization, medicare, and some health promotion projects in 
cooperation with the Medical Services Program. In addition, the Territorial 
Government operates hospitals in Yellowknife and Fort Smith and in 1982 assumed 
responsibility from the Federal Government for the Baffin Regional Hospital 
(Frobisher Bay General). 


To accommodate the changes that are taking place in the status of the 
territorial governments, the Medical Services Program must review its role in 
direct service delivery as well as the residual role it may have after the transfer of 
responsibility for health care programs is completed. The questions of mandate 
and funding mechanisms also need to be addressed as the eventual impact of the 
present changes will be to remove the Program's presence from the Territories. 


2. Initiatives 


The following projects represent new endeavours which will allow the Medical 
Services Program to respond to changes in its operating environment and better 
serve its Native client population: 


Indian and Inuit Professional Health Careers Development Program: Professional 
health career development is the priority component of a four-part strategy being 
developed by the Program to coordinate the education and training needs of the 
Indian and Inuit people in this field. The purpose of this initiative is to help cor- 
rect Indian and Inuit under-representation in the health professions and answer the 
need of Native communities to receive quality health care from people of their 
own culture. In addition to professional health career development, the other 
components of this project are: Para-professional Health Career Development, 
Indian/Inuit In-Service Development and Training, and Community Health 
Dynamics. Resource allocation for 1985-86: $2.9 million and 28 P-Ys. For more 
details see page 28. 
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The Indian/Inuit Health Consultation Program: To facilitate client dialogue and 
involvement, the Medical Services Program provides resources for health liaison 
programs in each of its nine Program Regions providing Indian and Inuit Health 
Services. In 1984-85, the cost of this program was $87,500.00. In addition, since 
1980 the Branch has provided an additional $1.027 million per year in contribution 
agreements specifically for client consultation on health issues. 


Directorate of Nursing Services: Medical Services established an organizational 
unit to improve the Program's capacity to coordinate, promote and monitor the 
health services provided to its clients. Resource allocation for 1985-86: 
$300,000.00 and 8 P-Ys. 


Dental Health Records: A standardized reporting and recording system of dental 
procedures and accounts is being developed and is expected to be implemented in 
all regions served by the Program. This represents an effort by the Medical 
Services Program to enhance the efficiency and effectiveness of management 
systems in the delivery of health services to its clientele. Operating costs for all 
regions in 1985-86 : $90,000, plus 18 P-Ys. 


Northern Manitoba Flood Agreement: This agreement was signed in 1977 and set 
out a compensation program to the status Indians affected by the impact of the 
construction, by the Province and Hydro, of a major hydro generating scheme in 
Northern Manitoba. The Medical Services Program will be carrying out part of the 
federal commitment to this agreement by providing environmental assessment and . 
advisory services to the Indian bands involved. 


In the Health Assessment and Advisory Services Activity, two initiatives will 
address environmental and occupational health concerns of federal employees: 


Public Service Health: Increased resources (6.2 million and 128 P.Y's for 1985-86) 
will allow this Activity to extend its health protection services to federal public 
servants in occupations and locations not previously served by the Program. This 
initiative will require the development, by Medical Services, of an ongoing training 
program for health professionals in occupational health, and of educational 
programs for public servants in general. For more details see page 36. 


Medical Mini-Clinies Abroad: This Public Service Health initiative is a two-year 
pilot project to set up ten mini-clinies for public servants working at hardship posts 
abroad. These mini-clinies will offer primary prevention programs as well as more 
comprehensive clinical and treatment services. Estimated cost for 1985-86: 
$118,050.00. 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


Health statistics, such as the reduction in premature death, show that the Program 
has contributed to the improvement of the health status of its Native clients 
through the control of the main pathological causes of mortality. 


According to the World Health Organization, the infant and perinatal death 
rate is one of the most significant indicators of the health status of a population 
and of the effectiveness of its health care system. Prior to 1960, the neonatal and 
perinatal death rate among Canada's Native people was comparable to that of 
many 'developing' countries. Through a major effort directed at mother and child 
health, this Program helped to reduce this rate to less than a quarter of what it 
was in 1960, rapidly closing the gap between the Native and Canadian rates.

Morbidity and mortality rates from pathological causes such as tuberculosis, 
diseases of the respiratory system and infectious diseases were also alarmingly high 
two decades ago. One of this Program's major accomplishments was to bring these © 
under control so that Indian rates would be approximately the same as the rates for | 
all of Canada. The decline in the death rate from diseases of the respiratory — 
system is a typical example (see Figure 5, next page).

While Medical Services has been successful in improving the health status of 
Native people on several fronts, other statistics indicate the challenge still facing 
the Program. The most revealing statistic in this regard is mortality due to injury 
and poisoning (Figure 6, next page), which remains three to four times higher than 
among the Canadian population. It accounted for one third of all Indian deaths in 
1982 and is the principal cause of mortality of Native people in the Prairie, Pacific 
and Yukon regions. Medical Services activities designed to address this situation 
are in the area of prevention and education, for instance the National Native 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse Program (see page 26). 


The second most important cause of Indian death is from circulatory 
(cardiovascular) diseases. Traditionally, this rate had been much lower among 
Native people than among the rest of the Canadian population. But this is now the 
principal cause of sickness and mortality among Indians in the eastern regions and 
the Northwest Territories, indicating that the stress-related problems of the 
modern lifestyle are having an impact on Native people, and that Medical Services 
must address this problem both in terms of prevention and treatment services. 


Overall, Native people still die at a much younger age than the rest of the 
population of this country, as indicated in Figure 7, next page. This shows the 
considerable challenge ahead for programs designed to help Canada's indigenous 
people bridge the health status gap that exists between them and the rest of 
Canadians.

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Specific program effectiveness issues arise for the Medical Services Program 
in relation to the implementation of the Indian Health Policy. An internal Matrix 
Group is actively analyzing the Policy to identify issues requiring particular 
attention, assess their implications for the Program, and enlist the assistance of 
DIAND, other federal departments, provincial authorities, and most importantly, of 
the Native communities themselves in developing and implementing action plans. 
Two issues of immediate concern are: 


The provision of non-insured health benefits: non-insured health benefits include: 
transportation for medical reasons, prescription drugs, eyeglasses, dental care, 
prostheses, and, where applicable, medicare premiums and user fees. These 
benefits are extended to all Indians and Inuit regardless of place of residence (on or 
off reserve) or ability to pay. Expenditures for non-insured health benefits have 
increased from $31 million in 1977-78 to $96.5 million in 1983-84. 


Health care delivery indicators: the Program is developing ways to assess the level 
of services that must be provided to meet Program objectives and Cabinet policies, 
such as the Indian Health Policy. Such indicators will represent a yardstick to 
measure Program results, analyze costs and allocate resources.

Analysis by Activity 


A. Indian and Northern Health Services 

Objective 

To assist Indians, Inuit and other eligible Canadians, and residents of the Northwest 
and Yukon Territories, to attain a standard of health comparable to that of other 


Canadians. 


This objective is complemented by the current Federal Indian Health Policy. 
See pages 54 and 55 for the text of this document. 


Resource Summary 


The Indian and Northern Health Services activity accounts for 89.4 percent of the 
total program expenditure and 78.2 percent of the total number of person-years.

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Description 


This activity ensures the availability of, or the access to, health services for the 
Inuit and registered Indian population of Canada by maintaining a program with the 
following elements: 


e essential treatment services in isolated communities; 


@ community preventive health programs (e.g., health education, environ- 
mental health, nutrition, dental hygiene, school health, alcohol abuse 
programs); and 


e individual primary health care (e.g., maternal and child health clinics, 
home visiting, dental therapy, communicable disease control). 


The direct delivery of health services by Medical Services represents only 15 
percent of the total health benefits offered to Native peoples through this 
Program. The most substantial proportion of services is ensured through 
contractual arrangements with private practitioners, University Faculties of 
Medicine, work sharing arrangements with other levels of government and, 
increasingly, programs run by the Native communities themselves. 


The sub-activities of Indian Health Services are: 


Community Health Services: The Community Health Services sub-activity is 
designed to provide consultative, advisory and technical health services to Indians 
and Inuit residing in the provinces. These services include: 


a the delivery of preventive health programs through nurses, environmen- 
tal health officers, dental therapists, health educators, nutritionists, 
Community Health Representatives and other health personnel. These 
programs are designed to promote a healthy community by running well 
baby clinics, offering immunization services and nutrition counselling 
and promoting other practices that will enhance general health; 


& the provision of treatment services by medical professionals (either on 
staff or under contract) and by nurses and other trained personnel for 
emergency treatment and appropriate referral as necessary for either 
in-patient and out-patient services; 


& the training of nurses and other health personnel to prepare them for 
service at isolated outpost stations. In addition to diagnostic services, 
nurses provide a full range of community health programs, stressing 
prevention of illness and promotion of health; 


8 the training of Community Health Representatives (CHRs) to conduct 
health promotion and liaison activities, for instance: to assist the 
community in identifying health care needs, to run health education 
activities, help people in the proper utilization of available health care 
services, and provide basic treatment and preventive services when 
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there is no nurse or doctor. A Community Health Representative is a 
person from the community who works with the community and to 
whom anyone may come for assistance. (See CHR evaluation report, 
pages 29-30); 


e the provision of mental health programs implemented by either Medical 
Services personnel or through community-based programs supported by 
Program contributions; and 


e the provision of information and education services in support of 
community health services, educational programs, staff development 
and media production. 


The National Native Alcohol and Drug Abuse Program (NNADAP): The National 
Native Alcohol and Drug Abuse Program supports Indian and Inuit people and their 
communities in establishing and operating programs aimed at arresting and 
offsetting high levels of alcohol, drug and solvent abuse. Project approval is 
decided on the advice of Regional Advisory Boards composed of Indian, Inuit and 
Government representatives. At the national level, a National Advisory Board 
advises the Minister and program officials on policy, and operating issues. Sub- 
committees of the National Advisory Board include the Executive Committee, 
Appeals Committee, Research and Development Committee and the Training 
Committee. The immediate goal of this program is to test and evaluate a variety 
of approaches to the problem in order to establish a firm basis for an ongoing 
program run by the Native peoples themselves. 


This sub-activity includes: 


6 disseminating, through various community awareness programs, infor- 
mation on alcohol and drug/substance abuse; promoting responsibility in 
the use of the substances and alternatives to their usage and assisting, 
through counselling, substance abusers and high-risk groups to maintain 
sobriety; 


& providing training of NNADAP-sponsored community project staff in 
order to have qualified personnel available to deliver the program; 


° funding in-patient and out-patient facilities to offer counselling and 
rehabilitation services during the withdrawal and rehabilitation process, 
including planned monitoring or continuing treatment on an 
after-care/follow-up basis. Examples of such facilities are New Dawn 
Valley Centre in Fort Qu'Appelle, Saskatchewan and Pedahbun Lodge in 
Toronto. An example of out-patient services is the project run by the 
Native Alcohol and Drug Abuse Counselling Association in Eskasoni, 
Nova Scotia; and 


é carrying out applied and pure research studies intended to increase — 
knowledge of alcohol and drug/substance abuse problems and effective — 
responses. 
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Dental Health: The goal of the dental health program is to ensure that all Indian 
and Inuit people have access to and can receive the same level of dental care 
services, including treatment, prevention and education, as do all other citizens 
living in the same geographical areas. 


This sub-activity is designed to conduct preventive care and education 
programs aimed at creating a greater awareness, particularly with school age 
children, of the benefits of oral hygiene. Diagnostic and examination services, 
emergency dental treatment and annual preventive fluoride programs are provided 
by program staff and by the staff of several universities which have been 
contracted for this purpose. 


An important aspect of the dental health program is handled by dental 
therapists, who are trained at the National School of Dental Therapy in Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan. These dental auxiliaries, working under the direction of a 
dentist, receive two years!’ training after Grade 12, and provide preventive and 
treatment services directed mainly at the school age population in isolated 
communities and reserves across Canada. Native people are encouraged to take 
this training and work in their communities to promote dental health. 


Environmental Health and Surveillance: Housing, water supply, waste disposal, 
insect and rodent control are among the many factors which affect the health 
status of a community and for which careful monitoring on a regular basis is 
essential. 


Also, with the advent of resource development in different parts of the 
country, a whole new area of concern for individual and community health has 
arisen. Since it is difficult, if not impossible, to remove environmental con- 
taminants such as mercury and PCB's, there must be ongoing educational efforts to 
alleviate the effect of these contaminants on health. This education must not only 
_be relevant with regard to the problems it addresses, but it must also relate to the 
cultural background of the people concerned and to possible solutions, such as the 
availability of alternate food sources. 


This sub-activity includes the following functions: 
e monitoring environmental conditions in Indian and Inuit communities; 


@ establishing a health data base on environmental conditions in com- 
munities prior to the implementation of projects which could potential- 
ly have an impact on the environment; 


@ increasing awareness and concern among Native people for environ- 
mental conditions; and 


e implementing a broad range of environmental controls, approaches, 
strategies and plans to safeguard client groups. These include environ- 
mental inspections of communities, water sampling, monitoring of con- 
taminants, collection of data, training of operators, and educational 
programs in the community. 
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Hospital Services: The Medical Services Program runs eight general hospitals: one 
in each of the Territories in Whitehorse and Inuvik and six located in four of the 
provinces: Moose Factory and Sioux Lookout in Ontario, Norway House and the 
Peguis Reserve in Manitoba, Fort Qu'Appelle in Saskatchewan, and on the Blood 
Reserve in Alberta. Although originally established to serve Native Canadians, 
hospital services are available to anyone in need and they are linked to provincial 
health care systems. The Program ensures the implementation of the standards of 
the Canadian Council on Hospital Accreditation and maintains financial control 
systems for hospitals and treatment facilities. The hospitals were subjected to an 
exhaustive operational review in 1983-84. Correction of discrepancies and 
problems are being addressed. 


There is great variation among hospitals maintained under this Program in 
terms of size, complexity, range of services offered. For instance, a hospital such 
as Moose Factory General offers a complete array of diagnostic services, as well as 
medical, surgical, pediatric and obstetric care. Going from general to cottage 
hospitals to nursing stations, the range of services diminishes with size. Cottage 
hospitals and nursing stations may have as few as two beds and will offer treatment 
for uncomplicated illnesses, with limited diagnostic services. All hospitals provide 
in-patient and out-patient services. 


The pattern of medical staff arrangements also varies widely. Many hospitals 
are staffed under contracts with University Medical Schools, some are staffed with 
Departmental medical officers, and some by private practitioners. Many of the 
hospitals serve as administrative and logistic bases for outreach activities, 
including medical visitation, pharmacy and maintenance services. The Program 
seeks and promotes local and Native involvement on Hospital Advisory Boards. 


Activity Administration: The Activity Administration budget for the Indian and 
Northern Health Services Activity includes, this year, the development and 
implementation of a key initiative: the Indian and Inuit Professional Health Career 
Development Program, which was approved by Cabinet during 1984-85. This 
initiative is managed by the Indian and Inuit Health Policy Division of the Policy, 
Planning and Liaison Directorate, and a small organizational unit is being set up 
within the Directorate and in the Regions. 


The objective of the Indian and Inuit Professional Health Career Development 
Program is to encourage and support Indian and Inuit participation in educational — 
opportunities leading to professional careers in the health field, and provide a — 
learning environment designed to overcome many of the social and cultural barriers 
that currently inhibit the Native student's educational achievement. The success- | 
ful attainment of this objective will, in the long term, help to correct Indian and © 
Inuit under-representation in the health professions and enhance opportunities for 
Native people to receive quality health care from people of their own culture. 


This program will deal with the following areas: health career promotion, 
cooperative post-secondary programs, career-related summer employment, | 
secondary school science upgrading, health science student scholarship program, © 
summer institutes, university and community college student support, community | 
professional health career initiatives, nursing and nursing assistant programs. | 
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The Indian and Inuit Professional Health Career Development Program is one 
of four Native education and training initiatives which Medical Services intends to 
pursue. The others, to be developed in the future, are: 


@ Para-professional Health Career Development, 
® Indian/Inuit In-service Development and Training, 
e Community Health Dynamics. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Performance criteria for the Indian and Northern Health Services Activity are 
based on providing clients with access to health services which are continuous, 
accessible, equitable, acceptable and cost-effective. 


The linkage between resources and results for this Activity is based on the 
following measurable effects: 


a decrease in morbidity and mortality, 

a decrease in accidents and violence, 

an awareness of the importance of health and well-being, 
reduced dental disease and tooth loss, 

an improved level of environmental health services, 

an increased recovery from illness and/or injury. 


The Program is in the process of developing Health Care Delivery and 
Management Services indicators to measure the extent of achievement of results 
and relate these to resources. Meanwhile, the statistics on the reduction in Indian 
mortality from conditions responsive to treatment services, as provided in the 
Program Effectiveness section of this document (pages 20 to 23), are convincing 
performance indicators for this Activity. 


Furthermore, the evaluation of two components of the Indian and Northern 
- Health Activity was undertaken or completed during the past fiscal year: 


® the Community Health Demonstration Program, started two years ago 
and extended through this fiscal year, is designed to help Indian and 
Inuit communities gain experience in running community-administered 
health programs. Thirty-one projects across Canada, involving some 
seventy-one Indian Communities, have been undertaken so far. A 
eonsiderable data base of information is being compiled and forms the 
basis of an ongoing evaluation focusing on the concerns and issues to be 
addressed by this Program. 


8 the Community Health Representatives program, for which a formal 
program evaluation was completed in 1984-85. As explained above 
(page 24) CHRs are selected from within the local community, and are 
trained to provide basic health care and instruction, and to encourage 
Native 
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involvement in the development and delivery of health care services 
within their communities. From its planning in the 1960s, through its 
implementation through the 1970s, the program now provides services 
to 76 percent of Native communities which contain 82 percent of Indian 
and Inuit peoples. 


Relevant findings of the evaluation indicated that: 


- CHR activities are consistent with and supportive of the mandate 
and activities of the Medical Services Program; 


S there is still a crucial need for basic health services and education 
as provided by the CHRs; 


> the CHRs remain in their positions on average twice as long as 
Program nurses and thus ensure a greater continuity of care 
within their communities; 


= CHRs enjoy the confidence of the community and are perceived 
as the providers of services in the absence of nurses and environ- 
mental health officers; and 


- Band chiefs and Program staff report that basic health services 
are more available in communities with CHRs, that such commu- 
nities are better able to follow medical advice and are more 
involved in the identification of the need for health care, and in 
the development and delivery of services. 


An outcome of the consultation process, emphasized by the Indian Health 
Policy, was the Indian and Inuit Health Conference held in Hamilton, Ontario at the 
end of 1983. This also represented the implementation of a recommendation made 
by Justice Thomas Berger in his 1980 Report on the Advisory Commission on Indian 
and Inuit Health Consultation. The conference was funded by the Medical Services 
Program and administered by the Assembly of First Nations. There were several 
hundred Native participants, and there was good representation from Native health 
eare organizations. Participants from Medical Services included senior managers 
from Headquarters as well as program delivery staff from the Regions. A 
conference report containing reeommendations is presently under study by Native 
organizations and the Program. 


Key program development goals for this Activity in 1985-86 include: 

@ a report is to be produced, outlining issues in health promotion in Indian 
and Inuit health for the guidance of program planners (government and © 
non-government) at central, regional and local levels; 

e a health promotion strategy is being developed to advocate health by 


any combination of educational, organizational and economic | 
interventions, in order that personal health practices and environmental | 
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conditions conducive to health be valued, supported and adopted by 
individuals and by the community; 


a training program for Environmental Health Technicians is being 
developed to encourage Native capability and interest in environmental 
health activities and to build an infrastructure for future community 
participation in this area; 


the mandate of the Program's research unit (which will be moved to 
Ottawa from Edmonton) is to be broadened to include matters 
pertaining to Indian and Inuit health, disease control and service 
delivery all across Canada; 


a concentrated attack on measles and, in the north, hepatitis B will 
highlight the communicable disease control program}; 


a more comprehensive and accessible statistical base will be developed 
to better serve the needs of researchers and planners, managers and 
evaluators, government agencies and Indian and Inuit health boards; 


recognizing the increasing importance of cardiovascular diseases which 
are now the main cause of death in eastern Provinces, health promotion 
efforts will be directed to the reduction of smoking, obesity and 
inactivity and to the early detection and prompt and continuing 
treatment of high blood pressure. 
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B. Health Assessment and Advisory Services 

Objective 

To counsel federal public servants and Canadians travelling abroad on matters 
affecting their health and to advise federal government departments and agencies 
on the health and physical competency of federal public servants, civilian air crews 
and prospective immigrants, and on matters which can affect the health of other 
Canadians. 

Resource Summary 


The Health Assessment and Advisory Services accounts for 5.9 percent of the total 
program expenditure and 13.9 percent of the total number of person-years.

This activity is the result of the amalgamation of four former Activities, as were 
described in the Medical Services Program Expenditure Plan of 1984-85: 


= Publie Service Health 

= Immigration Medical Services 

- Quarantine and Regulatory Services 
- Civil Aviation Medicine 


These aspects of the Medical Services Program were brought under the 
umbrella of a single activity to facilitate the coordination of Program resources 
and expertise on matters of environmental and occupational health. The Health 
Assessment and Advisory Services Activity now serves the overall purpose of 
providing medical advice, counselling and assistance to fulfill the Program mandate 
towards public servants, immigrants, civil aviation personnel and the travelling 
public, under the following sub-activities. 


Public Service Health: This sub-activity is an occupational health program for the 
Public Service of Canada under authority delegated to the Department of National 
Health and Welfare by the Treasury Board. Its purpose is to promote occupational 


health and safety and provide health services designed to ensure the health and 
well-being of all federal employees, regardless of location, and to minimize the 
incidence of work-related illness. In 1983-84, there were 76 Public Service Health 
facilities across Canada, and 22 overseas. 


The main components of this sub-activity are: 


Medical Examinations: these include pre-employment and _ periodic 
examinations for selected occupations or environments, examinations at the 
request of the employer or employees for special reasons, and examinations related 
to the Public Service Superannuation Act. Examinations are carried out by nurses 
when the requirements are within their field of competence, but otherwise by 


physicians. At places where there are no Medical Services Program clinics, 


examinations are conducted by designated private physicians. Assessments may 


also be made by medical officers of the Department of National Defence or the 


Correctional Service of Canada. 


Counselling and Advisory Services: These services may be provided by 


_ physicians, nurses or other health specialists. They include advice to management 
on employee health and on the placement of the permanently or temporarily 


handicapped and disabled; counselling services for employees in a variety of health- 
related areas; the Employee Assistance Program, which addresses drug and 
alcohol-related problems, and consulting services to all federal departments on 
matters relevant to the health of public servants. 
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Environmental Surveillance: This service is designed to help maintain a 
safe working environment. This is achieved either by the regular inspection of 
workplaces or by responding to requests when unsafe working conditions are 
suspected. 


Emergency Treatment and First Aid: Although the primary role of the 
occupational health nurse on the Public Service Health staff is to conduct a 
preventive program, emergency care is also a necessary part of this sub-activity. 
In addition to responding to emergencies, the staff offers advice and assistance 
with regard to departmental first aid programs. 


Quarantine and Regulatory Services: Programs to prevent the importation of 
diseases into Canada have been in effect since the early eighteenth century. In 
early days, ships and passengers arriving in Canada introduced many infectious 
diseases which threatened the survival of new settlements. Crews and settlers 
were required to have quarantine clearance before moving about the country. 
Today, the Quarantine and Regulatory Services sub-activity performs this 
inspection service, both for national and international requirements. Quarantine 
officers apply the Quarantine Act and Regulations at all major ports of entry, in 
accordance with Articles laid down by the World Health Organization (WHO) in the 
International Health Regulations. This is to ensure maximum security against the 
spread of infectious diseases by ensuring the monitoring of conveyances and people 
crossing national and provincial borders. 


Foreign vessels and international aircraft are subject to inspections by 
Quarantine staff for evidence of rat infestation and validity of required 
certification when indicated. Flight kitchens catering to national and international 
carriers, as well as potable water supplies to aircraft, vessels, interprovincial 
trains and buses are subject to examination. Legislation provides authority to 
inspect, examine and, if necessary, detain international passengers and carriers 
entering Canada so that the risk presented to public health can be determined and 
assessed. 


Immigration Medical Services: Under the Immigration Act of 1976, immigrants to 
Canada are required to undergo a medical examination in the country of 
application. This examination, conducted by a designated local physician, includes 
laboratory tests and a chest X-ray. The medical examination report is then 
reviewed by National Health and Welfare Medical Officers who are located at 14 
posts abroad and in a number of locations in Canada. This Program's Immigration 
Medical Services provides the Canadian Employment and Immigration Commission 
(CEIC) with an individual assessment on each applicant, and also on certain 
categories of visitors, students and workers entering Canada. The health status 
assessment evaluates whether a condition poses: (a) a danger to the health of the 
Canadian public, (b) a potential excessive demand on health or social services, and 
(c) the risk of ill individuals not being able to support themselves. 
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The Immigration Health Services sub-activity also assists newly arrived 
immigrants or refugees with their medical expenses until they can qualify for 
medicare coverage in Canada. Hospital or physicians’ expenses, as well as 
emergency dental care and prescription drugs are paid for by this Program for 
persons identified by CEIC as eligible for such assistance. 


Civil Aviation Medicine: The medical examination and fitness criteria for the 
licensing of civil aviation pilots, flight navigators, engineers and air traffic 
controllers are defined by the International Civil Aviation Organization, of which 
Canada is an active member. The Civil Aviation Medicine sub-activity is 
responsible for the interpretation and application of agreed standards in respect to 
Canadian civil aviation personnel licenced by the Department of Transport (DOT). 


Since the flight environment is basically hostile to man, there are a multitude of 


medical, psychological and physiological aspects pertinent to the federal civil 
aeronautics regulatory task that require aviation medicine study and advice. 


In its advisory role with the Department of Transport, the Civil Aviation 


Medicine sub-activity assesses medical fitness of civil aviation personnel, updates 
_ medical standards, and supports the Aviation Safety Program, a DOT priority which 
includes the review of accident data, safety lectures and seminars, and passenger 
safety. 


Since the mandate to investigate aviation accidents now rests with the 


recently established Canadian Aviation Safety Board (CASB), the Medical Services 
Program's role in this area is presently in support of Board activities, particularly 
_in investigating human factor related cases. This will also allow for essential input 


by this Program in monitoring and developing medical standards for the aviation 


_ industry. 


A thrust for the Civil Aviation Medicine sub-activity is in the area of 
research and development. As the aviation industry changes very rapidly, the need 


for aeromedical data to formulate a Canadian air transport policy makes it 
Necessary to perform or contract out research and development work, and to have 
_ access to knowledge from other countries. A new National Advisory Committee on 
_ Research and Development, composed of members from DOT and representatives 


from various sectors of the aviation community, has been formed to relate 


research and development to operational needs. For instance, recent technological 


advances in the aviation industry have resulted in the development of the modern 
high-performance jet aircraft, the state-of-the-art electronically-equipped 
cockpit, and the intricate modern air navigational network, leaving man the 
weakest link in the entire aviation system. The Medical Services Program will 


_ assist the Committee in the area of research into human factors, in a co-operative 


effort to help Canada meet the challenge of answering the safety needs of the 
aviation community and the travelling public. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Public Service Health: The goal of this sub-activity for 1985-86 is to continue 
delivering health services to federal public servants, at a cost of $17.8 million and 
346 person-years. 


Last year's Estimates indicated that the Public Services Health sub-activity 
was in some difficulty owing to a reduction in resources coupled with increased 
demands. An increase of 147 person-years and $7 million, effective in 1985-86 and 
spread over three years, will allow areas to be served that have not previously been 
served, will reduce the strain on a number of seriously overworked employees and 
will permit levels of service to be achieved that more nearly reach the standards 
set by Treasury Board. Medical Services Program is developing plans to use these 
additional resources to provide a more complete and effective occupational health 
service to employees in the Publie Service. Figure 10 below provides examples of 
the environmental surveillance aspect of this sub-activity.

Quarantine and Regulatory Services: The rapidity of travel and increasing capacity 
of air transport facilitates the spread of disease across the country and around the 
world and reinforces the requirement for a sound monitoring and health 
intelligence system. At the present time, attention is focussed on the detection of 
diseases targeted by the WHO such as Yellow Fever, Cholera and Plague, and 
several highly infectious tropical diseases. A contingency plan for the containment 
of these diseases relies on close provincial and federal cooperation. For example, 
in the transportation of suspect cases to the National Defence Medical Centre in 
Ottawa, the Program provides isolator equipment at major international airports. 
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The number of Canadians who travel internationally is increasing year by 
| year. Public education is an on-going task and an ever greater challenge. To help 
Canadians become aware of travel health hazards and thus minimize risk by 
practicing primary prevention, the Program conducts’ information and 
immunization activities. Literature is provided free of charge, and so is Yellow 
Fever vaccination offered at 41 designated vaccination centres across Canada. It 
is important that the publications used in this activity be kept current. Three 
booklets which must be updated each year are: "Keeping Healthy in Warm 
Climates", "Malaria Risk Countries" and "Immunization - A Guide for International 
Travellers". 


Immigration Medical Services: Figure 11 below provides an overview of the 
number of medical examinations and assessments that took place between 1977 and 
1983. The number of assessments and examinations forecast for 1985-86 is unlikely 
to exceed 150,000 due to a reduction in immigration levels. 


During 1981, significant changes in medical standards were introduced. They 
now reflect current Canadian criteria for the assessment of pulmonary tuberculosis 
and screening for parasitic diseases, and their implementation is a priority of this 
sub-activity. These, and other changes to streamline medical examination 
procedures are the result of ongoing review of the clinical assessment process. 


It is difficult to predict future trends affecting workloads since they are 
dictated by economic and political events, especially those creating refugee 
movements, which influence the increase or decrease in immigration levels.

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Civil Aviation Medicine: Specific goals for 1985-86 include: 


e the completion of a computer assessment system for the screening of 
air personnel medical examinations. The cost for this system will be 
borne by Transport Canada while the Civil Aviation Medicine sub- 
activity will contribute two person-years; and 


C the expansion of aeromedical training of flying personnel in line with 
the recommendations made by the Commission on Aviation Safety (the 
Dubin Commission), and the development of a modus operandi with the 
new Canadian Aviation Safety Board, which was also formed as a result 
of the recommendations of the Dubin Commission. 


The recommendations made by the Dubin Commission, and since then adopted 
by the government, require a number of adaptations to a new environment. One of 
those recommendations requires the incorporation of basic aeromedical training in 
the training syllabi for all pilots. It is the Civil Aviation Medicine sub-activity 
which is responsible for the contents of this training, as well as the actual instruc- 
tion process. 


Besides this new type of instruction, the ongoing task of conducting safety 
support lectures and training seminars for medical examiners must be pursued 
actively. Handbooks must be written, revised and updated. The success of the 
computerized assessment system will depend upon this activity. 


In 1983 there were 81,602 civil aviation licenses and permits requiring 
medical examinations in Canada. This is the second largest number in the world 
and it is expected to increase in 1984. The question of fitness to hold the license is 
answered by more detailed review in 20 percent of these examinations and 6 to 10 
percent have medical conditions requiring more extensive investigation. In 
addition to this, the nature of the pilot's task, which changes with advancing 
aviation technology, and the improvement of medical diagnostic techniques, which 
means continuous study of medical standards and their interpretation, are factors 
affecting program workload. A key concern for the future, therefore, is the 
retention, development and possible expansion of a staff of trained and experienced 
Aviation Medical Officers capable of anticipating, recognizing and responding to 
the inevitable changes taking place in the aviation industry. 
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Cc. Prosthetic Services 
Objective 


To provide prosthetie and orthotic services to disabled veterans and other persons 
in need. 


Resource Summary 


The Prosthetic Services Activity accounts for 0.7 percent of the total program 
expenditure and 1.9 percent of the total number of person-years.

Description 


The Prosthetic Services Activity attains its objective by rehabilitating physically 
handicapped veterans as well as all other handicapped Canadians who prefer 
government services over private services. Such rehabilitations demand the 
provision of custom-made, medically prescribed prosthetic and orthotic appliances 
and other devices. Each device must be custom-made to ensure a proper fit and 
allow the client to lead a normal life by alleviating discomfort. The Prosthetic 
Services Activity is further responsible for ensuring that needed appliances are 
properly manufactured, processed, warehoused and distributed with the least delay. 


Through training and consultation programs, and by providing the appropriate 
devices, the Prosthetic Services Activity attempts to maximize the rehabilitation 
and minimize the physical and psychological discomfort of physically handicapped 
Canadians. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 

The federal government is conducting negotiations to transfer the Prosthetic 
Centres, where patients are fitted and where repairs take place, to provincially- 
sponsored organizations. A smooth transfer is necessary to ensure that the 


patients will receive continuing service. 


The transfer of Prosthetic Services Centers to provincial authorities has now 
been completed in Toronto, Ottawa, Halifax, Regina, Calgary and Edmonton. 
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While the aim is to complete the transfer process by 1988-89, slow progress 
in the dialogue with provincial governments makes the realization of this goal 
uncertain.

The forecast for 1985-86 projects the fitting of approximately 7,000 


prosthetic appliances and orthotic devices, including orthopaedic footwear, to meet 
client demands.

Description 


The Emergency Services Activity is responsible for coordinating and maintaining 
the capability to provide health and welfare services in a national emergency and 
for assisting provinces in planning, organizing and operating services to meet the 
needs of people in potential peacetime and wartime disasters. This Activity is also 
responsible for advising on emergency policy, national operations, and for 
coordinating activities related to national and international emergency issues. 


In view of the increased awareness of possible disasters, provincial govern- 
ments are making greater demands for training courses and assistance in planning 
emergency procedures. This has necessitated doubling the number of courses as 
compared to previous years. The need to establish close liaison with senior officers 
of other Departmental programs and to set up briefing seminars to outline their 
responsibilities in time of national disaster resulted in the creation of an Inter- 
Program Committee. In addition, Emergency Services has undertaken to develop 
and conduct first aid courses for federal employees, an initiative which has been 
well received by government departments. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 
In May 1981, a new National Emergency Planning Order assigned the Department a 
number of responsibilities, including planning for a National Emergency Agency. 


The Emergency Services Activity, as the departmental coordinator, is responsible 
for ensuring that the necessary steps are taken to develop appropriate plans and 
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mechanisms to implement this policy. An Inter-Program Committee on Emergency 
Planning was established and a working group was set up to define the parameters 
of the National Emergency Agency. In preparation for the creation of this Agency, 
a review of the emergency equipment and supplies stockpile, as well as the revision 
of other program duties and planning activities, is under way. The annual costs of 
updating the stockpile is approximately $500,000; about 90 percent of this amount 
is spent on drugs, the remainder covers the cost of medical supplies and equipment. 


Due to the increased interest in emergency planning both for peacetime and 
wartime emergencies, provincial demand for assistance from Emergency Services 
staff to plan and conduct courses and exercises has more than doubled in recent 
years. In three years, the number of students has risen from 250 to 650 and if more 
courses were available, upward of a 1,000 students should be trained each year to 
satisfy the demand. First Aid training for federal government departments has 
also increased over the past three years. By the end of the fiscal year 1984-85, 150 
courses will have been conducted with a total enrollment of 2,030 public servants. 
An additional 16 public servants were qualified as instructors. 


Effectiveness of performance could only be adequately assessed in the case 
of a true emergency such as a nuclear war or other large-scale disaster. The 
impact of the Emergency Services activity would then become clear by the reduced 
incidence of injuries, illnesses and deaths, and reduced social disorientation. In the 
absence of such calamities, the only relevant performance figures for this Activity 
are figures on emergency training and on first aid training, as in Figure 15.

Description 


While the Program Administration Activity accounts only for a small percentage 
of Program expenditures it encompasses four out of the seven Program 
Directorates: Administration, Finanee, Personnel, Secretariat, and Policy, 
Planning & Liaison (see Figure 3, page 15). The services provided by these 
Directorates include: the development of planning and information systems; the 
control and management of property and material resources; the administration 
of contribution agreements; the planning of facilities; the provision of financial 
and personnel administration services; the provision of administrative support 
services such as word processing, library services, manuals, forms and cata- 
logues; and finally the provision of ongoing direction to the Program through the 
development of policy. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


To simplify and streamline the Program's procedures for allocating and 
controlling resources, terms of reference for a Branch Resource Allocation and 
Control Committee were developed and this committee is now fully operational. 
The goal to develop sound management practices and controls was also furthered 
by the establishment of a Secretariat to support Branch committees and ensure 
the proper implementation of Program priorities in Official Languages, 
Affirmative Action, Access to Information, etc.

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D. Federal Indian Health Policy (excerpts) 


The following statement represents current federal government practice and policy 
in the field of Indian health and ... emphasizes issues which the federal 
government considers to be of greatest significance in the immediate future. In 
addition, studies relating to Indian health policy and practice are being undertaken 
by the National Indian Brotherhood and some provincial Indian associations, studies 
which National Health and Welfare supports. The federal government is committed 
to joining with Indian representatives in a fundamental review of issues involved in 
Indian health, when Indian representatives have developed their position, and the 
policy emerging from that review could supersede this policy. As an indication of 
good faith, the federal government withdrew the Guidelines for the Provision of 
Uninsured Health Benefits to Indian and Inuit people of September 1978... and 
they were replaced by the current Indian Health Policy. 


The Policy is based on the special relationship of the Indian people to the 
federal government. ... It recognizes the circumstances under which many Indian 
communities exist, which have placed Indian people at a grave disadvantage 
compared to most other Canadians in terms of health, as in other ways. 


Policy for federal programs for Indian people, (of which the health policy is 
an aspect), flows from constitutional and statutory provisions, treaties and 
customary practice. It also flows from the commitment of Indian people to pre- 
serve and enhance their culture and traditions. ... The federal government recog- 
nizes its legal and traditional responsibilities to Indians, and seeks to promote the 
ability of Indian communities to pursue their aspirations within the framework of 
Canadian institutions. 


The federal government's Indian Health Policy reflects these features in its 
approach to programs for Indian people. The over-riding fact from which the 
policy stems is the intolerably low level of health of many Indian people who 
experience conditions rooted in poverty and community decline. The federal 
government realizes that only Indian communities themselves can change these 
root causes and that to do so will require the wholehearted support of the larger 
Canadian community. 


Hence, the goal of the federal Indian Health Policy is to achieve an 
increasing level of health in Indian communities, generated and maintained by the 
Indian communities themselves. 


This increasing level of health in Indian communities must be built on three 
pillars. The first, and most significant, is community development, both socio- 
economic development and cultural and spiritual development, to remove the 
conditions of poverty and apathy which prevent the members of the community 
from achieving a state of physical, mental and social well-being. 


The second pillar is the traditional relationship of the Indian people to the 
federal government, in which the federal government serves as advocate of the 
interests of Indian communities to the larger Canadian society and its institutions, © 
and promotes the capacity of Indian communities to achieve their aspirations. This — 
relationship must be strengthened by opening up communication with the Indian 
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people and by encouraging their greater involvement in the planning, budgeting and 
delivery of health programs. 


The third pillar is the Canadian health system. This system is one of special- 
ized and interrelated elements, which may be the responsibility of federal, 
provincial or municipal governments, Indian bands, or the private sector. But these 
divisions are superficial in the light of the health system as a whole. The most 


significant federal roles in this interdependent system are in public health 


activities on reserves, health promotion, and the detection and mitigation of 
hazards to health in the environment. The most significant provincial and private 
roles are in the diagnosis and treatment of acute and chronic disease and in the 
rehabilitation of the sick. Indian communities have a significant role to play in 


health promotion, and in the adaptation of health services delivery to the specific 


needs of their community. Of course, this does not exhaust the many complexities 
of the system. The federal government is committed to maintaining an active role 
in the Canadian health system as it affects Indians. It is committed to encouraging 


) provinces to maintain their role and to filling gaps in necessary diagnostic 


treatment and rehabilitative services. It is committed to promoting the capacity 
of Indian communities to play an active, more positive role in the health system 
and in decisions affecting their health. 


These three pillars of community development, the traditional relationship of 


the Indian people to the federal government, and the interrelated Canadian health 
system provide the means to end the tragedy of Indian ill-health in Canada. 
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E. Medical Services Program Facilities 


The physical resources maintained by the Program for the delivery of Indian and 
Northern health services range from private homes in isolated communities through 
trailer offices, to fully equipped nursing stations. The Program also runs eight 
hospitals built to combat tuberculosis and other infectious diseases, but now 
operating as acute care facilities. The type of facility depends on both the 
community's population and the degree of its isolation: 


General Hospitals: facility operated for medical surgical/obstetrical care of in- 
patients and out-patients, usually located in or near a population centre; 


Cottage Hospitals: smaller than general hospitals, with more limited treatment and 
diagnostic facilities, and fewer beds (approximately eight to twenty). Have a 
resident physician and are located in smaller population centres; 


Clinies: field units usually affiliated to a hospital and directed by a physician; 


Nursing Stations: field units located in isolated communities of 100 to 1,000 people 
where there is no other medical facility; staffed by one or more nurses and 
auxiliary staff who carry out public health activities, out-patient treatment and 
short-term in-patient care. Most of these facilities have patient accommodation. 


Health Centres: units supplementing hospitals and clinics, usually located in a 
separate building or trailer and staffed by one or more nurses who carry out public 
health and preventive programs; 


Health Stations: field units in isolated communities, often housed in a trailer, 
usually in the charge of a Community Health Representative (see pages 25 and 29). 
These units accommodate emergency cases and provide a base of operations for 
visiting nurses or doctors; and 


Health Offices: buildings or spaces to accommodate nurses or doctors holding 
clinics or conducting health education programs. 


As of April 1, 1984, the number of facilities in each category for Indian and 
Northern Health Services were as follows: 


8 hospitals, 

6 cottage hospitals, 
12 elinies, 
96 nursing stations, 
127 health centres, 
197 health stations, 
63 health offices.

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C. Background 
1. Introduction 


To ensure a high standard of health for Canadians, the Department is involved 
in three major endeavours: the prevention of exposure to controllable health 
hazards, the promotion of a lifestyle likely to prevent illness, and the provision 
of health care to those who require it. 


The Health Protection Program is primarily concerned with identifying 
and preventing exposure to health hazards associated with food, drugs, medical 
devices, radiation emitting devices, other consumer products and the environ- 
ment. The Program also monitors the occurrence and cause of communicable 
and non-communicable diseases. This requires that the Program cooperate 
closely with other departmental programs, other federal departments and 
agencies, provincial departments of health, professional licensing bodies, various 
public, professional and industry associations, regulated industries, foreign 
governments and international agencies. The responsibility for the protection of 
Canadians from some types of health hazards, such as contaminants in the 
environment, is shared with other federal government departments. 


The Health Protection Program collaborates with the Health Services 
and Promotion Program of Health and Welfare in a promotional strategy in- 
volving the dissemination of health information regarding such lifestyle issues 
as smoking and nutrition. 


The Program also supports the provision of health care services by the 
provinces and the Medical Services Program of Health and Welfare through 
ensuring the safety and effectiveness of the drugs and medical devices on 
which modern medicine depends and by providing national laboratory diagnostic 
reagent and reference services. Specialized analytical services and expert 
testimony are also provided in support of Canadian law enforcement agencies 
engaged in the control of drug abuse and trafficking. 


The Health Protection Program provides professional health advice to 
other government departments upon request or as a result of interdepartmental 
agreements. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The major statutes comprising the legal mandate for the Health Protection 
Program are the Department of National Health and Welfare Act, the Food 
and Drugs Act, the Narcotic Control Act, the Radiation Emitting Devices 
Act, the Environmental Contaminants Act, and the Hazardous Products Act 
(other acts and instruments which support the Program mandate are presented 
in Section III, Page 5-43). 


3. Program Objective 
The objective of the Health Protection Program is "to reduce illness and un- 
timely death of Canadians associated with hazards in the environment, both 


man-made and natural". 
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4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Health Protection Program consists of five activities 
as shown in Figure 2.

Organization Structure: The Health Protection Branch (HPB), which is respon- 
sible for the Health Protection Program, is organized into five line directorates 
plus the supporting Finance and Administration Directorate. Four of the line 
directorates (Food Directorate, Drugs Directorate, Environmental Health 
Directorate and Laboratory Centre for Disease Control) are situated primarily 
in Ottawa. The fifth, the Field Operations Directorate, maintains a small 
headquarters group but the majority of staff are located in five regional and 

21 district offices across Canada, where they are engaged in inspection, analysis 
and education tasks within three activities (Food Safety, Quality and Nutrition, 
Drug Safety, Quality and Efficacy, and Environmental Quality and Hazards). 
HPB occupies 12 laboratory facilities, seven of which are in Ottawa. The re- 
maining five are in Halifax, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver. A 
listing of regional and district offices is provided in Section III, page 5-44.

_ 5. Program Description 


The Health Protection Program is responsible for the reduction of health hazards 
that lead to illness and early death. In fulfilling this responsibility, the Program 
carries out research to identify and determine the extent of hazards and to 
develop methods for detecting and measuring hazards and diagnosing disease. 
Statistically unbiased measurements of health effects, disease 


incidence, conditions of products or consumables, or industry conditions and 


practices are undertaken to identify the extent of a hazard. Research findings 
and measurements, as well as industry and international data, are evaluated 


_ and standards, guidelines and regulations are established or revised, or recommen- 


dations are provided to other agencies having regulation-making or implementa- 


_ tion authority. Industry submissions are evaluated to determine the suitability 
of new products for marketing. 


In addition products, consumables and industry processes are measured 
to detect those not meeting standards, and corrective action (including enforce- 
ment action) is taken to rectify deficiencies. Awareness of product character- 


_ istics and safe use is promoted and technical knowledge and skills are taught 
_ to consumers, industry, health professionals and institutions, to effect self- 


correction by industry and health professionals and informed decision-making 
by consumers and health professionals. Technical information and services 
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are provided to outside agencies. All activities are responsible for carrying 
out all or most of these actions (depending upon the legal mandate). 


Workloads are either explicitly or implicitly determined by legislation. 
In other cases, the workload is determined by the identification of new hazards, 
resulting in a requirement to bring the hazard under control. 


D. Planning Perspective 
i. Environment 


The Program faces a complex and changing environment which includes the 
following key factors: 


Disease Trends: With increasing ability to prevent and treat communicable 
disease, chronic illnesses such as cancer and cardiovascular disease have become 
the major causes of death in Canada. While certain factors which contribute 

to the development of chronic diseases have long been recognized and controlled 
through standards and regulations enforced by this and other regulatory pro- 
grams, additional knowledge about the causes of chronic illness is necessary 

to allow control measures to be developed. 


Although communicable diseases are better controlled than they once 
were, continued surveillance, investigation and control are required since previ- 
ously unrecognized diseases (e.g., Legionnaires' Disease and Acquired Immuno- 
deficiency Syndrome (AIDS)) continue to appear and old ones continually 
threaten to recur. 


Technological Change: Developments in areas such as microelectronics, bio- 
medical engineering and biotechnology are resulting in a new generation of 
industrial, medical and consumer products and processes. In many cases the 
assessment of the safety of these products is the responsibility of the Health 
Protection Program. This requires the Program to be able to apply "state of 
the art" knowledge in diverse, technically complex fields in order to ensure 
credibility with regulated industries. 


The Program is also affected by worldwide research efforts regarding 
the hazards posed by technology and the means by which these hazards may 
be controlled. New knowledge resulting from these efforts combined with 
the availability of new products superior to older ones, is resulting in the need 
for reassessment of previous decisions regarding the continued marketing of 
older products and the basis on which such decisions are made. 


Quality of the Environment: Increased industrialization is one factor which 

has contributed not only to a higher Canadian living standard but also to con- 
tamination of the environment with an ever growing variety of toxic substances. 
This has resulted in such well-publicized national and international problems 

as acid rain and incidents of contamination of surface and ground water with 
pesticides and other chemicals. 
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As people spend an increased proportion of both their free and work time 
indoors, exposure to potentially hazardous substances in air has also increased. 
This situation is exacerbated by the tendency toward better-sealed buildings. 


Additional factors such as changes in occupational patterns, increased 
office automation and concern about occupational health and safety contribute 
to growing pressures on the Program to assess the health implications of environ- 
mental exposure to a wide range of substances and products. 


Economic Development and Trade: Canada's economic well-being depends 


_ largely on its ability to sell on the international market. Use of non-tariff 
_ barriers, often justified on the basis of such criteria as occupational health 
or consumer safety, are increasingly threatening Canada's export market. 


As an example, the Program was recently asked to investigate the safety of 
asbestos use to support export sales of asbestos. There has, in addition, been 


~arecent trend by Canadian and multinational companies to move their food 


manufacturing operations to off-shore locations. There are potential economic, 
health and regulatory impacts associated with these developments. 


At the same time, heightened awareness of the domestic inter-relationship 
of health and economic concerns is resulting in the Program being called on 


_ to conduct special studies of significant magnitude and expense with potentially 


far-reaching economic consequences. An example is the recent study of the 
safety of video display terminals. 


_ Social Trends: The Program is subject to a number of factors in this area. 


The control of drugs subject to abuse is being made more difficult by a trend 
toward increased use of illicit psychoactive drugs and the diversion of licit 
drugs to illicit use. In addition, shifts in eating patterns toward more meals 
eaten away from home and greater use of prepackaged and synthetic foods 
raise concerns regarding nutritional adequacy. Public distrust of science is 
also increasing. This is fuelled by publicity regarding fraudulant data used 
to support safety claims for certain chemicals and concern over the use of 
food additives. An increased interest in fitness and health and increased 
coverage of science and technology in the lay press further contribute to this 
situation. As a result there is increased public demand for disclosure of informa- 
tion and the provision of guidance. 


2. Initiatives 


The major initiatives for the Health Protection Program for 1985-86 are in 
the following areas: 


Agreements: Continuing efforts will be exerted to initiate or finalize formal 
and informal agreements with international, federal, provincial and municipal 


_ agencies and professional bodies to define work sharing arrangements. These 


include the negotiation of agreements with China, Japan, France, Israel and 
the United States regarding such issues as food safety and Good Laboratory 


Practice. 
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Renovation/Construction: In order to ensure that the program operates in 
laboratory facilities adequate for its needs with particular attention to staff 
safety, the major renovation and construction programs initiated in the previous 
two fiscal years will be continued. Renovations to the Sir Frederick Banting 
Research Centre and the Environmental Health Centre have been deferred 

with work to commence in 1985. Capital expenditures of $3.7 million are re- 
quired for 1985-86 (see page 5-40). 


Science Panels: A series of expert committes have reviewed available inform- 
ation regarding the science base of the program and its ability to meet current 
and future challenges of new technology and other factors expected to affect 
the program in the foreseeable future. Reports prepared by these committees 
will be reviewed and periodically updated. Recommendations contained in 

the foregoing reports will be considered for implementation. 


3. Program Effectiveness 


Qualitative indicators of the effectiveness of the Health Protection Program 
in meeting its stated objective include the following: 


e Canadian morbidity and mortality statistics compare favourably 
with those in other countries; while it must be recognized that this 
cannot be attributed solely to the Program, failure of the Program 
to carry out its responsibilities effectively would adversely affect 
such statistics; 


e the strategies employed by the Health Protection Program are similar 
to those employed by respected national health agencies in other 
developed countries; for instance, in the U.S., the Food and Drug 
Administration, Drug Enforcement Authority and Centres for Disease 
Control collectively employ similar strategies to those taken in 
Canada by the Health Protection Program; 


@ program management are considered equal participants with their 
counterparts from the U.S. and U.K. in the annual Tripartite Meeting 
regarding health protection problems and approaches to their solu- 
tions; this may be interpreted as peer recognition of the Health 
Protection Program by two of the world's most respected national 
health organizations; 


@ program scientific staff are continually called on to provide expert 
opinion and guidance by the media, staff of other government depart- 
ments, Consumers and others; similarly, Program staff are in demand 
to serve on international or federal-provincial committees and for 
assignment to international agencies such as the World Health Organiz- 
ation indicating a positive perception of Program expertise and value; 


@ research studies carried out by the Program are internationally recog- 
nized, and standards and regulations based on these are often adopted 
by other countries or international agencies; for example, Canadian 
studies on the toxic effects of saccharin were used as the basis for 
regulatory action in the U.S., identification of vomitoxin in Canadian 
wheat prompted action in other wheat producing nations, and Canadian 
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Drinking Water Quality Guidelines have been proposed as international 
standards to the World Health Organization; 


@ products regulated by the Program are generally assumed to be safe 
by Canadian and international consumers; for example, Canadians 
appear to have confidence in the quality and safety of Canadian 
drug products and food products manufactured to Canadian standards 
are readily accepted worldwide; 


e the findings of a recent program evaluation study indicate that the 
program is effective in identifying and controlling many environmental 
contaminants and radiation hazards which threaten health. 


Additional measures of effectiveness exist. For instance, projects which 
comprise the activities of the Program undergo regular review by senior 
management and certain activities carry out annual review processes 
involving outside experts. However, it is expected that the effectiveness 
of the Program may ultimately be demonstrated through an ongoing 
process of program evaluation studies of those activities which constitute 
the Health Protection Program. Such studies, by providing evidence 

of the achievement of objectives would, in aggregate, demonstrate the 
value of the Program as a whole. 
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Section II 

Analysis by Activity 

A. Food Safety, Quality and Nutrition 
Objective 


To identify and control dangers associated with the microbiological and 
chemical hazards in the food supply and the nutritional quality of foods. 


Resource Summary 
The Food Safety, Quality and Nutrition Activity accounts for 26.7% of total 
Program expenditures and 30.2% of the total person-years. A breakdown of 


resources is provided in Figure 4.

Description 


Food Research, Evaluation and Standards: This sub-activity, conducted by the 
Food Directorate, pursues the following strategies to ensure that the Canadian 
food supply is nutritious and has a high standard of safety and quality: 


e@ development and evaluation of new or improved laboratory methods 
of food analysis in support of toxicology research, projects to monitor 


hazards, and enforcement, surveillance and regulatory development 
endeavours; 


e@ identification of various microorganisms and microbial toxins associ- 
ated with cases of food poisoning; 
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e identification and assessment of hazards related to chemicals in 
food, including the assessment of human exposure and tolerances; 


@ assessment of nutritional adequacy and composition of foods as well 
as human requirements and the determination of the nutritional 
status of Canadians; 


e the evaluation, review and formulation of recommendations regarding 
the use, safety and efficacy of chemicals in foods; and 


e the development of regulations, standards, appropriate guidelines 
and codes of practice as well as the provision of advice and recommen- 
dations regarding regulatory changes and their interpretations. 


, The sub-activity conducts investigations on the effects of foods and their 
actual or proposed ingredients upon human health and disease by pursuing on- 

_ going processes such as the review of safety and efficacy of proposed additives, 
and by pursuing a wide variety of short or long term projects in regulatory 
development and maintenance as well as in several areas of research such as 
food toxicology, methodology development, technology transfer and risk factor 
analysis. 


Food Inspection and Compliance: This sub-activity, conducted by the Field 
Operations Directorate, contributes to the safety and nutritional quality of 
the food supply through the following strategies: 


@ assessment of the capability of the domestic food industry to produce 
foods which meet safety and nutritional quality standards; 


@ surveillance of the conformity of domestic and imported foods with 
standards of safety and nutritional quality; 


e development of cooperative programs with, and provision of leadership 
to, provincial and municipal agencies involved with food surveillance 
and corrective action; 


@ measurement of the nutritional quality of and extent of chemical 
and microbiological hazards in food commodities, in support of evalua- 
tion and regulatory development; 


@ provision to target audiences of educational programs concerning 
food safety; and 


e resolution of incidents of non-compliance with food safety and nutri- 
tional quality standards, including the initiation of legal action. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Selected initiatives planned by the activity (see page 5-6) for 1985-86 are 
as follows: 


Continued Investigation of Newly Identified Food Contaminants: Recent techno- 
logical advances in methods for the detection of trace amounts of chemicals 

in food have resulted in the identification of fungal toxins and other potentially 
hazardous chemical contaminants in food products. The occurrence, level 

and health significance of these substances will continue to be assessed. 


Food Regulatory Initiatives: Regulatory initiatives will be developed in regard 
to Nutritional Labelling of foods. In addition, Regulatory Proposals governing 
infant formulas, the use of irradiation as a food process and the presence of 
lead in canned tomato products will be developed. 


Codes of Good Manufacturing Practice (GMP's): Development and promotion 

of the use of GMP's as an alternative to food product testing is preferable 

since it focuses on prevention of problems rather than after-the-fact problem 
identification. Existing GMPs will be subjected to industry evaluation, endorsed 
for use, and applied to the assessment of the level of compliance of Canadian 
food producers. 


Surveillance of Imported Food Products: Surveillance and testing of imported 
food products is necessary because this activity does not conduct off-shore 
food inspections. This surveillance and testing coupled with communication 
of Canadian regulatory requirements to importers and countries which export 
to Canada, will encourage compliance with Canadian requirements and help 
ensure regulatory equitability between domestic and imported products. A 
review of current trends in off-shore manufacture of foods, especially the 
growing trend toward manufacture of finished products for export to Canada 
will enable the development of timely regulatory strategies. 


Review of Food Chemicals: Data requirements for the evaluation of the accept- 
ability of chemicals used in foods continually evolve based on scientific 
advances. As a result some chemicals currently approved for use may require 
re-evaluation in accordance with revised standards. A program to systematically 
review these substances will be developed. 


Figure 5 provides summaries of specific outputs for 1985-86 accounting 
collectively for a majority of the resources available to each sub-activity. 
The costs associated with resource intensive project areas, such as the identi- 
fication and assessment of health hazards due to food contaminants, are 
identified.

for compliance with good manufacturing 
practices and guidelines which were piloted 
to 1984-85. 


Data on the capacity of food manufacturers, 
processors, or importers to produce safe 
food. 


Surveillance for compliance of Canadian 
manufacturers and Canadian and imported 
food products through plant inspections 
and laboratory analyses (170 P-Y, $4.8 
million. See page 5-20).

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Details of resource intensive selected outputs are as follows: 


Premarket Evaluations: Manufacturers are required to submit data to the 
activity to demonstrate the safety of many classes of chemicals proposed for 
use in food. Approval is only granted after the proposed use has been judged 
safe. Similarly, with the increased use of highly processed or formulated foods 
and foods for individuals with special dietary needs, and specialty foods, pre- 
market assessment of nutritional adequacy and safety is needed to ensure these 
products are safe and effective for continuous dietary use. Resources required 
for their tasks are dictated by the submission workload. (This will require 

53 person-years and $2.3 million in 1985-86.) 


Laboratory Methods of Analysis: Laboratory methods of analysis of food constit- 
uents or contaminants (including microbiological contaminants) are required 

for the identification and assessment of and development of measures to control 
health hazards. Surveillance is also required to determine industry compliance 
with standards and regulations. Since laboratory methods of analysis are 
generally specific in a particular food or other media (e.g., blood), new or altered 
methods are continually required to allow the analysis of different substances, 

or the same substance in different media, or to provide more sensitivity, 
accuracy or specificity. Resources are allocated to methods development 
studies in proportion to their importance to the overall work of the Activity. 
(This will require 56 person-years and $2.6 million in 1985-86. 


Surveillance: Manufacturing standards are developed to indicate safe or accept- 
able practices likely to prevent products from posing a health hazard. Inspection 
of facilities against these standards allows the assessment of a manufacturer's 
compliance and the relative likelihood of his products posing such a hazard. 
Similarly, standards or limits on contaminants are developed to indicate product 
safety, and laboratory analysis of products against such standards allow product 
acceptability to be determined. Inspection and analysis resources are inadequate 
to allow all manufacturers or all products to be assessed. Consequently, re- 
sources are targeted toward suspected problem areas and used to survey the 
marketplace to ensure that manufacturers! quality control programs are effec- 
tive and to identify areas where action is required. Resources are allocated 

to surveillance tasks in proportion to their priority relative to other sub-activity 
strategies. In 1983-84 a total of 2081 plant inspections and 38,000 analyses 

were Carried out. (This will require 170 person-years and $4.8 million in 1985- 
86. 


Identification and Assessment of Health Hazards and the determination of 
nutritional adequacy of foods: In order to develop control mechanisms which 
ensure that Canadians are protected from health hazards associated with foods 
it is necessary to first undertake research to determine the occurrence, level 
and toxicity of previously unrecognized or poorly characterized hazards. 
Secondly, nutritional requirements and the appropriate levels of nutrients in 
food must be established if nutrition related health hazards are to be prevented. 
This involves comparatively complex and expensive laboratory research studies. 
Dependable, timely data are required to justify additional or changed control 
measures which, based on the number of problems needing attention, requires 
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that resources be adequate to allow multiple project to be pursued simultan- 
eously. Resources are allocated to these projects based on judgement of the 
potential severity and extent of health hazards and priority relative to other 
sub-activity requirements. (This will require 56 person-years and $3.4 million 
in 1985-86.) 
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B. Drug Safety, Quality and Efficacy 

Objective 

To identify and control dangers to the health of Canadians from drugs or their 
ineffective or unwise use; to prevent the improper use of dangerous drugs or 
their diversion from the licit to the illicit market. 

Resource Summary 

The Drug Safety, Quality and Efficacy Activity accounts for 35.6% of total 


Program expenditures and 34.3% of the total person-years. A breakdown of 
resources is provided in Figure 6.

Of the total expenditures 67.3% is for personnel costs, 29.1% for oper- 
ations and maintenance and 3.6% for capital costs. Revenue is due to the 
charging of fees, fines and disposal of seized assets.

Description 


Drug Safety and Efficacy: This sub-activity, conducted by the Drugs Directorate, 
is responsible for ensuring the timely acceptability for marketing in Canada 

of safe and effective drugs, their continued safety and effectiveness after 
approval, and their judicious use. To minimize the hazards posed by these 


complex chemicals, a number of strategies are employed by the sub-activity, 
including: 
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e scientific investigation of the characteristics of, and potential hazards 
posed by human and veterinary drugs; 


e development of laboratory analytical methodology to be used in 
the assessment of compliance with regulations and standards and 
in the support of toxicology research; 


e development of operational recommendations, interpretive guidelines, 
standards and regulations; 


e evaluation of information supplied by manufacturers in support of 
the safety, quality and effectiveness of human and veterinary drugs 
proposed for marketing in Canada; 


e@ approval or review of drug advertising; 


@ approval on an emergency basis of physicians' requests for the import 
of drugs not available in Canada; and 


@ provision of information to health professionals on the wise use and 
safe handling of human and veterinary drugs. 


Control of Dangerous Drugs: This sub-activity, conducted by the Drugs 
Directorate, is responsible for ensuring that narcotic and controlled drugs for 
medical use are manufactured and sold in accordance with Canadian and inter- 
national control requirements and that an appropriate legislative and control 
framework exists for prohibited narcotic, controlled and restricted drugs. 


To carry out these responsibilities a number of strategies are employed, 
including: 


@ development of recommendations, policy interpretive guidelines, 
regulations and drug schedules; 


e licensing and import/export permit control at the wholesale level 
and monitoring and reporting of sales at the retail level; 


@ inspection and investigation to ensure compliance of authorized 
individuals and outlets and maintenance of information on patterns 
of abuse and misuse; 


@ maintenance of liaison with the health professions to promote 
judicious use of narcotic and controlled drugs and with law enforce- 
ment agencies to reduce diversion of legal drugs to the illicit market; 
and 


e fulfillment of statutory obligations respecting collection of revenues, 
disposal of seized drugs and assets and payment of prosecution Costs. 
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Quality of Marketed Drugs: This sub-activity, conducted by the Field Operations 
Directorate, is responsible for ensuring that marketed pharmaceutical products 
are manufactured to, and conform with, established standards of drug quality. 
Resources are allocated to the improvement, maintenance or establishment 

of the level of compliance of manufacturers of prescription, non-prescription 
and veterinary drug products. 


Various strategies are employed and include: 


e@ inspection of drug production and manufacturing facilities and analysis 
of drug products; 


@ promotion of voluntary compliance with federal drug regulations 
by working cooperatively with the drug industry and trade associa- 
tions; 


@ development of recommendations for changes in policy and regul- 
ations; 


e enforcement actions (seizures, recalls or prosecutions) when necessary 
to ensure that, once identified, hazardous drug products pose no 
threat to the Canadian population; and 


@ provision of information to consumers on the wise use and safe 
handling of drugs. 


Resources within this sub-activity are also allocated to providing labora- 
tory drug analysis and expert advice to law enforcement agencies across the 
country. These services support the enforcement of portions of the Narcotic 
Control Act and the Food and Drugs Act. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Selected initiatives planned by the activity (see page 5-6 and 5-7) for 
1985-86 are as follow: 


Review of Drug Submissions: Prior to marketing a New Drug in Canada, manu- 
facturers must submit evidence respecting its safety, efficacy and quality. 

Over the past several years, there has been a steady increase in the number 

of submissions, resulting in lengthy backlogs prior to the beginning of review. 
Increased resource levels approved during 1984-85 will improve the situation 
during 1985-86. It is anticipated that backlogs will be eliminated for Pre-clinical 
Drug Submissions and reduced for New Drug Submissions. Reduced backlogs 

will improve the climate for clinical research in Canada, making Canada more 
competitive internationally in attracting clinical research, and will assist in 


making valuable therapeutic agents available in the health care system as early 
as possible. 


Periodic Review of Marketed Drugs: All drug therapy carries with it the risk 


of unexpected adverse effects. To ensure that marketed drugs have an accept- 
able balance between risk and therapeutic benefit, they are subject to periodic 
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review based on current evaluation standards. Drugs to be studied are those 
which were marketed some time ago when less rigorous standards were in force, 
and some more recently introduced that have exhibited unexpected side effects. 
It is anticipated that some drug products will be removed from the market 

in 1985-86 and that others will require restrictions on the indications for their 
use, based on newly generated scientific and clinical evidence. 


Non-medicinal Ingredient disclosure for Drugs: Recent scientific evidence 

has implicated some of the non-medicinal ingredients contained in drug products 
in producing adverse reactions in a small percentage of the population. 
Experience gained in dealing with tartrazine (used as a colouring agent in drugs) 
and sulfites (used as preserving agents in drugs) suggests that disclosure of 
non-medicinal ingredients in drugs is in the public interest. During 1985-86, 
policy options will be developed, public consultations will be undertaken and 
proposals for the establishment of an ingredient disclosure system will be put 
forward. 


New Analytical Technologies: New automated laboratory equipment is allowing 
efficiency and productivity to be raised, resulting in potential savings which 
will be applied to deal with changing workload and ensure that the present 

high level of analytical service to law enforcement agencies is maintained. 


Figure 7 provides summaries of specific outputs for 1985-86 accounting 
collectively for a majority of the resources available to each sub-activity. 
The costs associated with resource intensive project areas, such as evaluation 
of safety and effectiveness of drugs prior to marketing are identified. Further 
details are provided on page 5-27.

Details of resource intensive selected outputs are as follows: 


Identification and Assessment of Health Hazards: Laboratory re-search projects 
are necessary to determine the occurrence, level and toxicity of previously 
unrecognized or poorly characterized hazards in order to assess the need for 
additional or modified control measures. These studies must provide dependable, 
timely data on which such controls can be justified. Resources are allocated 

to these projects based on priority relative to other sub-activity requirements. 
(This will require 81 person-years and $4.5 million in 1985-86.) 


Premarket Evaluation of New Drugs: Assessment of the safety and efficacy 
of drugs prior to marketing is considered an essential part of a modern drug 
regulatory program. A total of 850 submissions of all types were reviewed 
during 1983-84. Resources are allocated on the basis of workload. (This will 
require 110 person-years and $4.8 million in 1985-86.) 


Assessment of Biological Drugs: The safety of many biological drugs is critic- 
ally dependent on quality. Consequently, in addition to pre-market evaluation 
requirements, these drugs are subject to lot-by-lot examination and approval 
prior to sale. Compliance with manufacturing standards is also monitored 
through plant inspections. Resources are allocated on the basis of workload 
and priority relative to other sub-activity requirements. (This will require 

41 person-years and $2.0 million in 1985-86.) 


Surveillance: Inspection of manufacturing plants and laboratory analysis of 
products provide evidence of manufacturers' compliance with legal standards 
relating in particular to purity, content and other mandatory requirements. 
Non-compliance results in appropriate corrective action. Since only a proportion 
of manufacturers and products can be surveyed each year, available resources 
are targeted toward high risk products and suspected problem areas. In 1933- 
84 a total of 240 drug manufacturing were inspected and approximately 15% 
of the approximately 15,000 notified drug products were analysed in the labor- 
atory. Resources are allocated based on priority relative to other sub-activity 
requirements. (This will require 100 person-years and $2.8 million in 

1985-86.) 


Service to Law Enforcement Agencies: Laboratory analysis and expert testi- 
mony services are provided to law enforcement agencies to support drug abuse 
control efforts. During 1983-84 a total of 50,574 analyses were performed 

and staff appeared as expert witnesses in 178 court cases. The breakdown 

of analyses, 46,447 qualitative analyses, 2,428 quantitative analyses, and 1,699 
diluent identifications, indicates an increase in the more time-consuming quantit- 
ative analyses as law enforcement agencies strive to control drug trafficking. 
Staff also dismantled nine clandestine drug laboratories. Resources are 

_ allocated on the basis of workload and priority relative to other sub-activity 
requirements. (This will require 60 person-years and $1.7 million in 1985-86.) 
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C. Environmental Quality and Hazards 
Objective 


To identify other man-made and natural environmental hazards and to control 
the use of dangerous products. 


Resource Summary 
The Environmental Quality and Hazards Activity accounts for 15.4% of total 
Program expenditures and 14.1% of the total person-years. A breakdown of 


resources is provided in Figure 8.

Description 


Environmental, Occupational and Medical Device Hazards: This sub-activity, 
conducted by the Environmental Health Directorate, is responsible for: 


@ the assessment and investigation of the health effects of environ- 
mental pollutants; 


e@ the assessment and investigation of health hazards associated with, 


and the control of, medical devices, radiation sources and hazardous 
products; and 
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in conjunction with other organizational units of the Department, 
the assessment of the health effects of technological and sociological 
environments. 


These tasks are performed through a combination of in-house facilities 
and contracts with the private sector. 


To carry out these responsibilities a number of strategies are employed, 


including: 


research to identify and assess health hazards; 


development of guidelines, standards and regulations to control health 
hazards associated with products for which the activity is responsible; 


development and provision of advice or recommendations to other 
departments or agencies regarding the safety of products for which 
responsibility is shared; 

evaluation of information supplied by manufacturers in support of 
safety, quality and effectiveness claims for medical devices and 
pesticides; 

inspection of x-ray facilities within federal jurisidiction; and 


provision of medical device hazard alerts to health professionals. 


Medical Device Quality: This sub-activity, conducted by the Field Operations 
Directorate, is responsible for ensuring that marketed medical devices conform 
with regulatory requirements and are used in a judicious manner. 


Various strategies are employed and include: 


inspection of medical device manufacturing facilities and analysis 
of medical devices; 


liaison and coordination with regulatory agencies in other countries, 
particularly the United States; 


enforcement actions designed to ensure compliance with the law 
(seizures, recalls, or prosecutions) thereby reducing or removing 
medical device hazards facing the Canadian public; and 


provision of educational material to health professionals and con- 
sumers on the proper use of medical devices. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Selected initiatives planned by the activity (see page 5-7) for 1985-86 are as 
follows: 


Revised Radiation Emitting Devices Regulations: The primary objective of 
this activity is to control health hazards associated with devices that emit 
radiation. This involves the development of regulations specifying safety stan- 
dards for design, construction and performance. Amendments to regulations 
are being considered to make requirements more generic and flexible to allow 
for future developments in technology. Amendments are being processed to 
include computed tomography (CT) X-ray equipment and to incorporate the 
newer types of sunlamps on the market into the sunlamps regulations. Also 

in process are amendments to clarify regulatory requirements for ultrasound 
therapy devices and to regulatory requirements for ultrasound therapy devices 
and to update the requirements for diagnostic X-ray equipment, gas discharge 
devices and extra-oral dental X-ray equipment. 


Revised Drinking Water Quality Guidelines: The federal role in ensuring 
drinking water quality has been to develop, in concert with the provinces, 
national guidelines for drinking water contaminants. These guidelines, last 
revised in 1978, require updating in the light of new knowledge, especially 
relating to organic contaminants. The present guidelines are limited to only 

52 substances, while the number of pollutants in water identified by the Intern- 
ational Joint Commission as having potentially adverse health effects has been 
set at 381 chemicals. A Federal-Provincial working group on Drinking Water 
Quality has been established to revise the current guidelines. The group has 
met twice to date and have agreed to review criteria for the present 52 sub- 
stances as well as an additional list of approximately 30 organics and pesticides. 


Control of Home-Use Devices: The number and variety of medical devices 
promoted directly to the public is increasing rapidly and is estimated to have 
doubled last year in the U.S.A. Some of these devices claim to diagnose many 
diseases including diabetes, hypertension, cancer and venereal infections. 
Therapeutic claims for others include relief from chronic pain, reduction of 
weight and anxiety or many other real or imaginary maladies. Many of the 
products can be useful in the hands of trained persons, but others pose serious 
hazards, or are fradulent. On the recommendation of provincial registrars 

of pharmacy and medicine and several professional societies, a workshop will 
be held this fall to discuss the concerns and consider regulatory solutions such 
as restricting sales by prescription. Present activities include: identification 
and assessment of specific device hazards e.g. electronic muscle relaxers, 
automated blood pressure kits and portable insulin infusion pumps; and develop- 
ment of standards, guidelines and educational material for widely used products 


e.g. home-use blood glucose monitors, pregnancy test kits and cancer screening 
tests. 
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e@ Regional Medical Device Presence: In response to 1983/84 program 
evaluation recommendations, the need for specialized personnel 
and the availability of new resources, the Medical Device Quality 
Sub-Activity has been restructured to provide an increased regulatory 
activity on imports, and to allow improved liaison with health pro- 
fessionals in order to better identify and remedy hazards associated 
with the more than 300,000 medical devices sold in Canada. Tech- 
nology change and increased reliance of health professionals as 
medical devices has placed tremendous pressure on regulatory progress 
designed to ensure their safety and effectiveness. 


Figure 9 provides summaries of specific outputs for 1985-86 accounting 
collectively for a majority of the resources available to each sub-activity.

Dosimetry Service: A national radiation dosimetry service is provided on a 

cost recovery basis. Monitoring badges worn by workers potentially exposed 

to radiation are processed by the service and results are.reported to employers 
to provide a record of radiation exposure. In 1983-84 about 107,000 workers 
were monitored involving processing of about 500,000 badges. Resources are 
allocated on a workload basis. (This will require 29 person-years and $1.6 million 
in 1985-86.) 


Identification of Health Hazards: A wide variety of chemicals in the environ- 
ment and in consumer products are assessed for their potential health effects. 
When warranted, recommendations, guidelines, standards or regulations are 
developed to prevent health hazards. Data submitted by manufacturers re- 
garding the safety of pesticides with respect to occupational and bystander 
hazards are evaluated, and recommendations are made to the Department 

of Agriculture regarding acceptability for marketing. Resources are assigned 
to these tasks based on workload and priority relative to other sub-activity 
requirements. (This will require 57 person-years and $4.0 million in 1985-86.) 


Device Premarket Review: A very wide variety of devices including some 100 
classes of implantable products were subjected to premarket review under 

the provisions of Part V of the Medical Devices Regulations. Data for 480 
devices submitted by manufacturers on tests to establish safety and efficacy 
were evaluated in 1984-85 and recommendations were made regarding the 
acceptability of these devices for a Notice of Compliance prior to their general 
marketing or for Clinical Trials. Criteria for acceptability were developed 

as new classes appeared on the market. (This activity will require 8 person- 
years and $400,000 in 1985-86.) 
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D. National Health Surveillance 

Objective 

To prepare and disseminate information concerning the health status of the 
Canadian population; to establish laboratory medicine standards and to provide 
laboratory diagnostic technologies. 

Resource Summary 

The National Health Surveillance Activity accounts for approximately 9.5% 

of total Program expenditures and approximately 9.6% of the total person- 


years. A breakdown of resources is provided in Figure 10.

Description 


This activity, conducted by the Laboratory Centre for Disease Control, consists 
of three sub-activities: Disease Surveillance, Disease Control Services, and 
Activity Management and Support. The latter provides direction, planning 

and administrative support to the activity as a whole. The other sub-activities 
are described below. 


Disease Surveillance: This sub-activity is concerned with providing epidem- 
iological surveillance and reference information on specific health and disease 
problems through both collection and evaluation of data and information 
obtained from other agencies, such as Statistics Canada. 


The collected data are employed in a number of strategies to evaluate 


the occurrence, control and prevention of disease and infection. These strat- 
egies include: 
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e development of surveillance programs on specific disease or disease 
classes; 


e study and evaluation of communicable and non-communicable diseases 
in hospital, laboratory and community settings; 


e development of policies and program options for the control of commu- 
nicable and non-communicable diseases; and 


e development of legislative policy options to control the use of tobacco 
and cannabis in Canada. 


Disease Control Services: This sub-activity contains the laboratory functions 
associated with disease control and health surveillance. 


Some of the strategies employed by this sub-activity are: 


e@ production and marketing of diagnostic microbiological reagents 
not available commercially for use in hospitals or diagnostic labora- 
tories nationally; 


e development of a system of national reference centres for new 
problem microbiological agents (such as Epstein-Barr virus and the 
causal agent of Acquired Immunodeficiency Syndrome - AIDS); and 


e development of methods and materials for disease diagnosis in conjunc- 
tion with the development of parameters for the early detect’on 
of diseases. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Figure 11 provides summaries of specific outputs for 1985-86 accounting collec- 
tively for a majority of the resources available to each sub-activity. In all 
cases these outputs result from projects allocated less than 20 person-years 

or costing less than $1 million. Further details of initiatives (see page 5-7) 

are as follows: 


Study of Hospital Acquired Infection Rate: As part of efforts to reduce hospital 
acquired infections a study of the present situation as regards incidence and 
types of infection is being undertaken in a number of Canadian hospitals. 


Development of Biotechnology: New developments in biotechnology have applic- 
ation to the production of reagents for the diagnosis of infectious disease. 

The potential exists for the production of previously unavailable reagents and 
higher quality reagents at lower cost. Two major avenues of biotechnology 
research already initiated, will be continued and applied to methods of reagent 
production. 


AIDS and Other Sexually Transmitted Diseases: A national committee has 


been formed to provide a focal point for Canadian efforts to monitor and invest- 
igate AIDS. Research into immunology and microbiology of AIDS and other 
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sexually transmitted diseases will continue to be undertaken by the activity 
or through contracts. An improved national surveillance system will be expanded 
to allow trends to be recognized in order to improve control efforts.

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C. Background 
a, Introduction 


The legislation referred to under the Income Security Program consists 
of the Family Allowances Act, the Old Age Security Act and specified 
parts of the Canada Pension Plan. The Income Security Programs Branch 
of the Department of National Health and Welfare promotes and 
preserves the social security and social welfare of individuals 
through the administration of this legislation, through the 
formulation of policy and legislation, and through the fulfillment of 
other activities as delegated by the Deputy Minister. 


(2. Legal Mandate 


The legal mandate for this Program is set out in the Canada Pension 
Plan, the Family Allowances Act, 1973, the 01d Age Security Act, and 
the National Health and Welfare Act. This legislation, except in the 

case of the incorporating statute, sets out a mandate which, rather 
than being general and permissive, is largely specific and 
non-discretionary. Both the determination of monthly benefits and the 
eligibility for them are defined by the legislation.

& The Programs Operations Directorate is responsible for the 
provision of information and counselling services to the 
public on the terms and conditions of the 01d Age Security 
and Family Allowances programs and on the Canada Pension 
Plan; for the processing of applications for benefits under 
these programs; and for the maintenance of beneficiary and 
contributor accounts. The Directorate carries out its 
responsibilities through a highly decentralized organization 
having 305 full- and part-time client-service centres in 
Canada.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


The most significant environmental factor that will affect this 
Program is population change. Major demographic changes are taking 
place in Canada. While birth rates have been declining, the elderly 
population has increased. 


As a result of these changes, it is projected that by the year 
2000, 13.2% of the total population will be over age 65 and 21.6% 
under 18 years of age.. This compares with an estimated 10.4% elderly 
and 26.0% young in the 1985-86 population. Significant deviations 
from this projection will occur only if there are dramatic changes in 
such variables as immigration and the numbers of children per family. 
Figure 4 shows the effect of these demographic changes on the number 
of children and elderly people over a ten year period from 1981 to 
1990.

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2. New Initiatives 


During 1985-86, the Program will undertake or continue the following 
initiatives: 


Income Security Programs Development: There is a recognized need to 
update, improve and incorporate technological advances in the Income 
Security Program delivery systems in order to provide improved service 
to the public, increase overall efficiency and limit administrative 
costs. In 1984-85, the design of a project to consolidate, integrate 
and modernize the delivery procedures and systems for all three Income 
Security Programs was initiated. A project plan and schedule have 
been developed and systems design and an organizational plan should be 
completed for review in 1985-86. 


Toll Free Service: The Branch has an extensive network of offices 
across the country. Most Canadians may obtain program information or 
advice without charge. However, those outside the local calling area 
pay long distance charges for telephone access. Upon the 
recommendations of the Task Force on Service to the Public, the Branch 
is searching for economic ways of providing toll free service and will 
extend such service as resource availability permits. 


During 1984-85, toll free service was implemented in northern 
remote areas. In addition, this service was extended in a 
province-wide pilot in Manitoba. Subsequent to evaluation after one 
year and as resource availability permits, consideration will be given 
to extending toll free service in other provinces and/or areas. 


Improvements in Administration: Branch management, through internal 
reviews, examination of audit reports and redefinition of managerial 
expectations, is continually seeking to improve the administrative 
performance of the Branch. Projects underway at present include 
the design of a new automated, integrated management information 
system and a records management improvement project. 


3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


To reform the pension system: The Income Security Programs Branch 
will continue to be involved in pension reform activities. 


To improve the income situation of the elderly through improvements to 
the Guaranteed Income Supplement: In June 1984, legislation was 
passed which increased some of the benefits under the Guaranteed 
Income Supplement Program. 
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To improve disability benefit protection to disabled Canadians: The 
report of the Joint Federal/Provincial Study of a Comprehensive 
Disability Protection Program, was completed in September 1983, and 
submitted to federal and provincial Ministers. The Ministers agreed 
that the Study Group should undertake further developmental work and 
this is underway. 


To improve the Income Security protection provided to migrants: The 
Branch is continuing to negotiate international social security 
agreements that ensure the continuity of social security protection 
for migrants and to coordinate Canada's income security programs and 
those of other countries. Agreements are in effect with France, 
Greece, Italy, Jamaica, Portugal and the United States. Discussions 
are underway towards agreements with a number of additional countries, 
and others will be started in the year ahead. 


Reorganization of the Ontario and Nova Scotia Regional Offices: In 
1982, it was announced that Family Allowances and Old Age Security 
operations for Ontario would be decentralized to Chatham, Peterborough 
and Timmins, with a unit to remain in Toronto. Canada Pension Plan 
operations for Ontario will be decentralized from the National Capital 
Region to co-locate with the other programs at the above four 
locations. These moves will allow for further integration of the 
delivery systems for the three programs. The Branch's planned 
relocation of the regional office for Nova Scotia from Halifax to 
Sydney has been cancelled. 


Canada Pension Plan Contributor Information Program: Since 1966 
Canadians have been making compulsory contributions to the Canada 
Pension Plan based upon their insured earnings. There is a need for a 
program to notify individuals of their contributions so that timely 
corrections could be made in case of error and, as well, to increase 
public knowledge of benefits available under the Plan. In 1983 a 
pilot project was implemented and the result in 1984-85 was full 
implementation of a regular program. The impact of the resulting 
increased workload has not been fully evaluated as yet but monitoring 
mechanisms are in place. 


Control Programs: The framework has been developed for a more 
effective control program to ensure that individual statutory payments 
made under the Income Security Program are paid only to eligible 
recipients and in the correct amount. The improved control program 
may be implemented as an ongoing function. 
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4. Program Effectiveness 


Over 99% of the population aged 65 or over apply for and receive basic 
Old Age Security benefits. Close to 90% of the eligible Guaranteed 
Income Supplement population and over 98% of the eligible Spouse's 
Allowances population receive benefits. The Family Allowances take-up 
rate is also estimated to be well over 99%. The high degree of 
program take-up indicates the benefits are reaching the people they 
were designed to serve. 


One of the roles of the 01d Age Security program is to provide a 
basic level of income for older Canadians. This serves as the basis 
for other retirement income. A survey of OAS beneficiaries conducted 
by the Branch indicates that over 35% of the total income from all 
sources received by the elderly comes from OAS and GIS benefits. That 
fact, coupled with the high degree of take-up noted above, 
demonstrates that the program successfully fulfills its mission. 


Research conducted by the Branch points to the success of the 
Canada Pension Plan in meeting its objectives. Close to 1.75 million 
Canadians will be in receipt of CPP benefits in the 1985-86 fiscal 
year. A survey of CPP disability recipients indicated that CPP 
benefits represented the most important source of their income and 


accounted for close to a third of all the income reported. A further 
survey of CPP retirement beneficiaries indicated that CPP benefits 
‘represented the third most important source of retirement income, 


following OAS benefits and income from investments. For persons 


receiving CPP survivor benefits, the payments make up about one out of 
every six and a half dollars of income.

Objective 


To provide compulsory and contributory earnings-related protection 

to Canadian wage earners and their families in the event the 

Canada Pension Plan contributor reaches age 65, becomes disabled or 
dies, in compliance with the responsibilities assigned to the Minister 
of Health and Welfare by the Canada Pension Plan legislation.

Relationship of the Canada Pension Plan to the Program 


Canada Pension Plan benefit payments and administrative expenses are 

funded from compulsory contributions by the self-employed, employers, 
employees and from the income earned by the CPP Investment Fund. The 
CPP is administered by the federal government and the administrative 

costs incurred are charged to the Plan. 
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B. Family Allowances 
Objective 


To financially assist families and institutions raising children as 
part of the overall Child Benefits System. 


Resource Summary 


Family Allowances expenditures, which are estimated at $2.5 billion 
in 1985-86, account for 17% of total Program expenditures. Figure 6 
‘provides the benefit payment expenditures. Operating expenditures are 
detailed under the Program Administration Activity.

The forecast increase of $92 million or 3.8% in benefit payments 
between 1984-85 and 1985-86 is due to an increase of $1.41 in the 
average monthly rate (from $30.57 to $31.98) due to cost of living 
indexing. This is slightly offset by a decrease in population of 
52,882 children (from 6,592,281 to 6,539,399). 


Past Financial Performance 

Figure 7 shows actual compared to originally estimated benefit 
‘payments for the Family Allowances Activity. Operating expenditures 
are detailed under the Program Administration Activity.

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The increase in benefit payments of $1.6 million is due to a 
higher than anticipated number of eligible children partly offset by a 
slight decrease from the anticipated average monthly rate. 


Description 


The Department pays Family Allowances monthly on behalf of children 
under the age of 18 who are resident in Canada and who are maintained 
by parents or guardians who also meet certain residence requirements. 
The Allowance is normally paid to the mother. Special Allowances are 
paid on behalf of children under 18 who are maintained by welfare 
agencies or government departments and institutions. Currently, the 
Program is making payments on behalf of 6.5 million children. 


Resource Justification - Benefit Payments 


The major variables affecting total expenditures are the average 
number of recipients and average monthly payments. Figure 8 shows 
the trend in numbers of eligible children and the number of recipient 
families over a five year period.

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C. Old Age Security 
Objective 


To provide a basic level of income for older Canadians and additional 
income assistance for Old Age Security recipients, and their spouses 
aged 60-64 who have limited income from other sources. 


Resource Summary 


Old Age Security expenditures are estimated at $12.5 billion for 
1985-86. These expenditures account for 83% of total Income Security 
Program expenditures. Figure 10 shows the financial resources 
required for the three types of Old Age Security benefits. Operating 
expenditures are detailed under the Program Administration Activity.

The actual Basic Pension was $1.46 less than the average monthly 
rate (from $260.06 to $258.60). This was due to lower than 
anticipated rates of inflation and a decrease in population of 
24,323 beneficiaries (from 2,488,824 to 2,464,501)... 


The Guaranteed Income Supplement average monthly rate was $19.52 
less than the anticipated rate (from $190.84 to $171.32). This was 
due to lower than anticipated rates of inflation, higher than

The Spouse's Allowance average monthly rate was $26.04 less than 
anticipated (from $251.32 to $225.28).

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Description 
Three kinds of 01d Age Security benefits are payable, as follows: 


Basic Pension: The basic 01d Age Security pension is a monthly 
benefit paid to persons aged 65 and over who apply for it and who 
satisfy certain residence requirements. Ninety-nine percent of the 
population aged 65 and over receive this benefit. The amount of the 
pension may be full or partial depending on the previous periods of 
residence. 


Guaranteed Income Supplement: 01d Age Security pensioners with 

limited income apart from the basic pension may receive a Guaranteed 
Income Supplement. The amount of the supplement varies according to 
the reported income of the pensioner for the previous calendar year. 


Spouse's Allowance: This income-tested monthly allowance is 
available to Old Age Security pensioners’ spouses who are 60 to 64 
years old and who meet the residence requirements that apply to the 
basic pension. The allowance also varies according to the reported 
income of the couple from the previous year. 


Of the 2.6 million persons who will receive Old Age Security 
benefits in 1985-86, 1.3 million will receive the Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and 92,000 will receive the Spouse's Allowance. 


Resource Justification - Benefit Payments 


Recipients and Average Monthly Benefits: In Figure 12, the main 
variables that affect total expenditures are summarized in two 
statistics: the average number of recipients and the average monthly 
benefits. This Figure illustrates the trend in these two statistics 
as well as total expenditures over a five-year period for each of the 
three components of Old Age Security.

Program Performance: Program workload in 1983-84 was 0.79%, 
below the projected level. Resource utilization was 2.02% below 
forecast. The resulting Program efficiency was 109.98%, relative to 


the base-year 1979-80 at 100%, an increase of 1.37% from the 
forecast. 
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Person-year resources will increase by 4.70% between 1983-84 and 
1984-85 and by 1.77% in 1985-86. Workload will increase by 3.4% 
between 1983-84 and 1984-85 and by 4.0% in 1985-86. Due to the 
decentralization and relocation of regional offices, efficiency is 
predicted to decrease for the Program by 1.28% between 1983-84 and 
1984-85 and subsequently increase by 2.41% as costs diminish. 


Canada Pension Plan (CPP): Two hundred and sixty five thousand 
(265,000) applications for Canada Pension Plan benefits were received 
in 1983-84: 32% were for retirement pension, 26% were for disability 
pension and related benefits, 16% for surviving spouse's pension, 4% 
for orphan's benefits.and 22% for death benefits. The number of 
applications is slightly higher than expected mainly due to disability 
benefits which were 3% higher than originally forecasted. 


Beneficiary Account Maintenance: In 1983-84, a total of 
1,578,000 benefits were maintained in regular pay (992,000 
retirement benefits, 157,000 disability, 328,000 surviving 
spouses and 101,000 orphans). Eligible accounts have to be paid 
regularly and the account information must therefore be 
maintained. 


Record of Earnings: Eligibility for and the amount of CPP 
benefits depends upon the applicant's record of contributions and 
earnings. During the 1983 tax year, 8 million persons 
contributed to CPP. By March 1984, there were 16 million active 
accounts against which a total of 20 million transactions were 
processed during 1983-84. 


General Results: The actual workload in CPP for 1983-84 was 
within 1% of the forecast. Resources required were well below 
planned levels, resulting in a higher than anticipated efficiency 
level. 


Family Allowances (FA): 


Applications for Benefits: During 1983-84, 406,000 
applications for Family Allowance Benefits were received. 


Beneficiary Account Maintenance: As forecast, almost 
3,637,000 Family Allowances accounts were paid in 1983-84. The 
preponderance of benefits are paid directly to families, with 
only 1% going to child maintenance agencies and foster parents. 
Account information is maintained in order to ensure that those 
who are eligible continue to receive the payments regularly. 


General Results: The 1983-84 workload in Family Allowances 
was within 0.1% of the original forecast while resource 
utilization was lower. These two factors resulted in increased 
productivity. 
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Old Age Security (OAS): 


Applications for Benefits: 
new applications for OAS benefits, Guaranteed Income Supplement 
(GIS) and Spouse's Allowances (SPA) were processed. There were 
1,300,000 applications for the renewal of GIS.

Beneficiary Account Maintenance: In 1983-84, 1.2 million 
OAS-basic accounts, 1.2 million OAS/GIS accounts and 86,000 SPA

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Client Services: Client Services includes the provision of 
program information, guidance and assistance to the general public. 
To ensure that the public has adequate access to these services there 
are 65 full-time and 240 part-time offices. To increase public 
awareness, booths are displayed at exhibitions, at fairs and in 
shopping centres. In addition, Branch staff members appear on radio 
and television shows and pre-retirement seminars and speeches are 
given. 


Claims Processing: This function encompasses the determination 
of eligibility, the calculation of entitlements, and the payment and 
control of the benefits. 


Operations Support: Operations Support primarily services the 
processing units. It includes maintaining indexes of applicant and 
beneficiary names, addresses and account numbers; sorting and delivery 
of mail, ensuring that all correspondence on an existing account has 
the correct account number; creating and maintaining files on al] 
applications and benefits; microfilming files for more efficient 
storage and use by the program analysts; provision of word-processing 
services for correspondence with applicants and beneficiaries and data 
processing benefit files from which benefit cheques are issued. 


Policy Support: Policy Support consists of the provision of 
analysis and advice to the Minister and senior management on matters 
related to the objectives, results and impacts of the Income Security 
Program's existing legislation, on proposals for change, and on social 
Spr Ne, matters in general and, program planning and international 

iaison. 


Resource expenditures on Policy Support are included under 
"Program Administration". 


Management and Administration: The management and 
administration function includes the activities of the senior 
management of all the Branch and its support groups. These costs in 
1983-84 account for 5% of the total resources in Income Security 
Programs. For the fiscal years 1984-85 and 1985-86 this percentage 
will not increase.

Canada Pension Plan 


Section I 
Canada Pension Plan Overview 


A. Description of Plan 
1. Introduction 


The Canada Pension Plan (CPP) is a compulsory, contributory social 
insurance plan which enables members of the labour force to acquire 
and retain protection. for themselves and their families against loss 
of income due to retirement, disability or death. Currently, 
approximately 9 million Canadians contribute to the Plan and 
approximately 1.7 million people receive benefits. 


The Plan began in 1966 and covers all of Canada except the 
province of Quebec which has its own plan, the Quebec Pension Plan. 
All benefits and administrative costs are financed from contributions 
received and the interest earned by the CPP Fund. Any changes to the 
general level of benefits or the rate of contributions require an Act 
of Parliament plus the agreement of at least two thirds of the ten 
provinces having not less than two thirds of the population. In 
addition, changes of this kind require three years of notice before 
coming into force unless notice is waived by the provinces. 


2. Contributions 


Most employees and self-employed persons between the ages of 18 and 65 
must contribute to the Plan. Contributions are made on annual 
employment earnings between a minimum level known as the Year's Basic 
Exemption and a maximum called the Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings 
($2,300 and $23,400 respectively for calendar year 1985). Employees 
contribute at the rate of 1.8% of earnings within this range with a 
matching contribution by the employer. The self-employed pay the 
combined rate of 3.6%. 


a6 Benefits 


There are three categories of benefits: retirement pensions, 
survivors’ benefits, and disability benefits. Retirement pensions are 
paid to contributors who are 65 years of age or over. Survivors’ 
benefits are paid to surviving spouses of deceased contributors and on 
behalf of their dependent children. A lump sum death benefit is also 
payable. Disability benefits are payable to contributors under age 65 
with prolonged and severe disabilities and on behalf of their 
dependent children. 
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B. Operation of the Plan 


As required by the CPP legislation, the federal government operates 
the Plan through the CPP Account and the CPP Investment Fund. 


ie Canada Pension Plan Account 


The CPP Account is credited with all contributions received and 
interest earned and is charged with all benefits paid and 
administrative expenses. Any monies on hand in the Account in excess 
of operating needs for the next three months are invested on behalf of 
the Fund. 


5 Canada Pension Plan Investment Fund 


The amounts invested constitute the CPP Investment Fund. Investments 
in provincial and federal government securities are made with the cash 
on hand in excess of the three month operating requirement. The 
amount made available to each province is based on the proportion of 
total contributions made by residents of each province during the 
previous ten year period. Funds not borrowed by the provinces are 
invested in Federal securities. Interest earned on the investments is 
credited to the CPP Account. 


3. Departmental Responsibilities 
While the CPP legislation assigns to the Minister of National Health 


and Welfare the responsibility for reporting on the operations and 
status of the Plan, six other departments also participate in the 


administration of the Plan. These other participants are National 
Revenue, Supply and Services, Public Works, Employment and 


Immigration, Finance, and Insurance. Finance is responsible for 

investing the Account's excess monies. The major responsibilities of 
the other participating departments in respect of the CPP are outlined 
on page 6-54. Costs incurred in administering the Act are recoverable 


from the Account. Accordingly, the Departments concerned are 


accountable both for the services they provide and for the amounts 


_they recover from the Account. For convenience, presentation of the 


full report on the CPP is included as a part of the Estimates of the 
Department of National Health and Welfare. 
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C. Financial Summary 


Figure 22 summarizes the forecast receipts, expenditures and the 
change in the balance of the Canada Pension Plan Account for fiscal 
year 1985-86.

E. Long Term Financial Implications 


The current CPP contribution rate has remained unchanged since the 
Plan's inception in 1966. The rate established was expected to 
produce receipts that would be more than sufficient to meet benefit 
payments and administrative expenses for about the first 15 years of 
Operation. It was recognized from the outset that the contribution 
rate would eventually have to be increased and that the amount of such 
increase would depend on the experience of the Plan, the funding 
objectives and any amendments that might be made to the Plan. 


The report of the Chief Actuary, Department of Insurance, on the 
financial condition of the Plan (Statutory Actuarial Report No. 8 as 
at December 31, 1982) confirms these original expectations. 


In order to show the long term financial implications of the 
Current contribution rate and henefit payment structure, the Chief 
Actuary, in his Report No. 8 makes a projection concerning the 
behaviour of the Plan based on the assumption that contributions 
continue as long as possible at the present statutory rate of 3.6% of 
contributory earnings and there are no changes to the benefit payment 
structure. Under this assumption, there are three phases to the 
evolution of the Plan, each culminating in a "Critical Year". 
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Critical Year No. 1 - 1985: This is the year when all of the 
contributions received by the Plan will be needed to meet the benefit 
payments. If a funding approach was adopted whereby contributions 
would continue to match benefit payments, the contribution rate would 
have to commence to increase at this time. 


Critical Year No. 2 - 1994: This is the year when total current year 
contributions and interest income would be needed to pay benefits and 
administrative expenses. If, at this point the rates were to be 
adjusted to maintain equality between CPP expenditures and current 
contributions plus interest income, the Fund balance would remain at 
around $45 billion indefinitely. If the rates were not changed, the 
assets of the Fund would begin to decline. 


Critical Year No. 3 - 2004: This is the projected year in which, 
assuming again that no changes had occurred to the current 
contribution rate, the fund would be finally exhausted. Contribution 
rates would then have to be changed to provide at least enough 
receipts to meet obligations on a pay-as-you-go basis.

2. Variables Affecting the Total Amount of Contributions 


The two main variables that affect the total amount of contributions 
are the number of contributors and the average annual contribution of 
individual contributors. Figure 24 shows the trends over a five year 
period in the number of contributors and the total amount of 
contributions made to the CPP.

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The main reason for the rapid increase in average annual 
contributions is that the maximum amount of earnings on which 
contributions must be made is increasing at the rate of about 12.5% 
per annum. This is due to a provision in the CPP introduced in 1974 
that maximum pensionable earnings be increased 12.5% per year until 
they catch up to the industrial composite of average wages and 
salaries. The other contributing factor is the rising incomes of 
working Canadians over this period. 


Figure 25 shows the level of earnings subject to contribution and 
the maximum contributions that are currently in effect.

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Section III 
Canada Pension Plan Disbursements 


A. Benefit Payments 
1 Introduction 


Of the 1.7 million people of all ages who currently receive CPP 
benefits, just over one million receive retirement pensions, close to 
355,000 receive surviving spouse's benefits and over 125,000 receive 
disability pensions. In addition, almost 225,000 dependent children 
of deceased or disabled contributors qualify for monthly flat rate 
benefits. 


2. Description of Benefits 
(a) Retirement Pension 


Contributors to the Plan who are 65 years of age or over are eligible 
upon application to receive a monthly retirement pension. The maximum 
monthly amount of the pension is based on 25% of the average of the 
Year's Maximum Pensionable Earnings for the year in which the benefit 
becomes payable and the two previous years. 


A person's retirement pension may be less than this amount if 
actual annual pensionable earnings were less than maximum annual 
pensionable earnings during the individual's contributory period, 
or if the length of time during which contributions were made is less 
than the minimum of 120 months. 


(b) Survivors' Benefits 


Surviving Spouses' Benefits: Monthly pensions are paid to 
eligible surviving spouses upon application if the deceased 
contributor made contributions to the Plan for a minimum qualifying 
period. The eligibility for benefits and the amount of such benefits 
are affected by the age and health of the survivor and whether or not 
dependent children of the deceased contributor are being maintained. 


Orphans' Benefits: Flat-rate amounts are paid upon application, 


on behalf of a deceased contributor's children until the children 
reach age 18 or, if full time students, up to age 25. 
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Death Benefits: A lump sum death benefit is paid upon 
application. The amount of the benefit is the lesser of six times the 
monthly retirement benefit imputed to the contributor at the date of 
death or 11% of the maximum pensionable earnings for the year in which 
death occurs. Payment is normally made to the contributor's estate. 


(c) Disability Benefits 


Disability Pensions: Provided that contributions have been made 
for a minimum qualifying period, a person who has a prolonged and 
severe mental or physical disability is entitled, upon application, to 
a disability pension. The amount of the pension consists of a 
flat-rate amount, plus 75% of the contributor's retirement pension 
calculated at the time that the disability occurs. 


Benefits to Children of Disabled Contributors: All provisions 
that apply to orphans' benefits also apply to benefits paid on behalf 
of disabled contributors’ children. 


All of the monthly benefits are adjusted annually in accordance 
with changes in the Consumer Price Index.

4. Explanation of Change in Financial Requirements 


The overall increase is primarily due to increases in the average 
amount payable for each type of benefit which accounts for $581 
million of the overall increase of $868 million and to the continuing 
growth in the number of beneficiaries which accounts for a further 
$287 million.

A. Plans for 1985-86 


1. Highlights 


. 
The Fitness and Amateur Sport Program will spend 83% of its 1985-86 
budget on contributions to national sport organizations, to nationally 
ranked athletes and to national associations concerned with fitness and 
physical recreation. 


Fitness: A sum of $8.3 million is designated for funding contributions 
for projects aimed at raising the fitness level of Canadians. Fitness 
Canada’s contributions program and consultation will focus on the 
following areas during 1985-86: 


@ projects aimed at increasing youth fitness and sport 
participation. This priority will be especially emphasized 
during International Youth Year 1985 (see page 7-16);

Amateur Sport: A sum of $44 million is designated for funding 
contributions to assist and direct, through national sport organizations, 
the development of Canadian sport at the national and international 
levels and to support the highest level of achievement possible in 
international competitive sport.

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B. Recent Performance 

1. Highlights 

Highlights of the Program’s performance during 1983-84 were: 
Fitness 


r) A contribution of $795,000 enabled PARTICIPaction to obtain free 
public service advertising valued at over $14,000,000 from print 
and electronic media. 


® With a contribution from Fitness Canada, the Canadian Public 
Health Association completed and published a comprehensive 
report on employee fitness in an industrial setting based on 
findings of a major demonstration project conducted during the 
two previous years in three locations across Canada. 


e A Secretariat for Fitness in The Third Age was successfully 
established within the Canadian Parks/Recreation Association. 
The Secretariat’s main tasks were implementation of the 
recommendations from the 1982 National Conference on Fitness and 
The Third Age, and provision of technical assistance, resource 
materials, and program expertise to groups wishing to establish 
fitness and activity programs for older Canadians. 


& An important new film designed to promote activity among 
sedentary inactive members of the public and entitled "Fitness 
on Trial" was co-produced by T.V. Ontario and Fitness Canada and 
distributed through National Film Board Offices across Canada. 


® Over 800,000 Fitness Canada publications were distributed free 
of charge in response to requests from individual Canadians 
during 1983-84. New publication initiatives included 
distribution of guides to adaptation of the Canada Fitness Award 
for both trainable mentally handicapped and physically disabled 
populations. 


& In May 1983 over 6,000,000 Canadians in over 600 different 
communities took part in the first National Physical Activity 
Week co-ordinated by Fitness Canada. Fourteen national 
associations, provincial and territorial governments, and some 
200,000 volunteers combined their efforts to ensure the success 
of this major promotional venture. 


@ Consultations were held with major national youth serving 
agencies and with youth fitness "experts" to identify issues and 
themes for a youth fitness emphasis in 1985, International Youth 
Year. A major report of the Canada Fitness Survey entitled 
Canadian Youth and Physical Activity was published in 1983 and 
will function as a basis for planning by education departments, 
all levels of government and the voluntary sector.

2. Review of the Financial Performance 


The Canadian Team, participating with a large contingent of 218 
individuals (112 men and 106 women), finished in third place at 
the World University Games held in Edmonton in July, 1983. This 
was the best performance ever of a Canadian Team in the FISU 
Games. The projection was for 13-15th place. 


The Canadian Team finished in third place (as projected) in the 
Pan American Games in Caracas, Venezuela, in August 1983. 
Canada traditionally finishes behind the USA and Cuba. 


The Canadian Team finished in eleventh place at the Winter 
Olympic Games in Sarajevo, Yugoslavia in February 1984. This 
result was in keeping with the projected target of tenth-twelfth 
place and was made notable by several outstanding performances 
by Canadian athletes such as Gaetan Boucher in speed skating and 
Brian Orser in figure skating. 


There were several outstanding performances by Canadian athletes 
outside of major Games competitions. These included the gold 
medal performances of Canadians Paul Martini and 

Barbara Underhill in the World Figure Skating Championships in 
Ottawa and the silver medal finish of the Canadian women’s field 
hockey team at the World Cup in Malaysia.

C. Background 


1l. Introduction 


‘The Fitness and Amateur Sport Program is a component of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare. It represents the principal instrument by 
which the federal government discharges its commitment to contribute to 
increasing the fitness of Canadians while at the same time developing 
Canadian sport at the national and international level and supporting the 
highest level of achievement possible by Canada in international sport. 
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2. Legal Mandate 


The passing of the Fitness and Amateur Sport Act in 1961 formally 
established the role of the federal government in encouraging, promoting 
and developing fitness and amateur sport in Canada. Although the federal 
government does operate several programs directly (e.g. Athlete 
Assistance Program, National Physical Activity Week), it mainly exerts 
its influence through the allocation of funds to organizations for 
specific activities and programs in support of its objectives. 


3. Program Objective 


The FAS Program Objective is to foster extensive participation in sport 
and physical activity within the nation, thus contributing to the fitness 
and sense of well-being of Canadians and to support the highest level of 
achievement possible by Canada in international competitive sport. 


In order to meet this objective, the Fitness and Amateur Sport 
Program endeavours to attain the highest possible level of success by 
Canadians in competitive sport and to foster extensive participation in 
sport and physical activity within the nation. The Program thereby 
contributes to the involvement, fitness, and sense of well-being of 
Canadians, as well as enhancing their national pride. 


The program focuses on the following areas: 


Leadership: to provide leadership in setting national goals for the 
development, conduct and evaluation of sport and physical activity in | 
Canada. | 


Infrastructure: to ensure the development and operation of a sound 
infrastructure at the national level, for the coordination and delivery 
of services and programs related to sport and physical activity. 


Participation: to stimulate increases in the number of participants in 
sport and physical activity and to enhance the quality of that 
participation. 


Excellence: to coordinate, promote and develop Canada’s international 
stature in high performance sport in conjunction with recognized national 
sport organizations. 


Promotion: to create a greater awareness among Canadians of the various. 
intrinsic values and benefits of sport and physical activity. 


Volunteers: to foster an environment within Canada that is conducive to. 


the meaningful participation of qualified volunteers and the private 
sector in support of national sport and physical activity organizations. —

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Several key factors influence the direction of the Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Program. 


International Factors: The United Nations has designated 1985 as 
International Youth Year (IYY) to focus attention on the problems and 
challenges facing youth. Fitness Canada will undertake initiatives to 
foster significant IYY participation with appropriate national voluntary 
organizations involved in the areas of physical recreation and fitness. 


The 1983 incident involving drug abuse in sport at the Pan American 
Games has given Canada an opportunity to demonstrate its leadership in 
the curtailment of drug use. During 1984, Sport Canada, in conjunction 
with the national sport organizations and the Sport Medicine Council of 
Canada implemented a doping control testing program with the majority of 
Summer Olympic sports. The doping control testing program will be 
continued for the next four years with monitoring and assessment 
throughout. 


As the number of countries participating in international sport 
throughout the world continues to increase, international sporting events 
are receiving more attention from governments as instruments of foreign 
policy. Opportunities therefore exist, not only to raise the profile of 
Canada as a nation, but also to increase international prestige through 
the performances of Canadian athletes. Canadian sport expertise can also 
be used by the federal government to improve relations with developing 
countries through provision of technical assistance to their sport 
programs. 


Domestic Factors: Canadian universities, through the Canadian 
Intercollegiate Athletic Union (CIAU) have taken a decision to become 
more involved with national sport organizations and Sport Canada in 
developing high performance sport in Canada. Collaboration is continuing 
for the purpose of creating innovative programs among the three agencies 
with the end result of integrating Canadian Universities more effectively 
with organizations whose objective is the pursuit of sport excellence in 
Canada.

Through the efforts of the federal government, post-secondary 
institutions and other sport organizations, sport management and coaching 
are now recognized as viable professions in Canada. The creation of | 
additional opportunities in these two fields is essential to further the! 
progress of Canadian athletes and the Canadian sport infrastructure. | 


The fitness boom has meant more Canadians are participating in sport! 
and recreation although participation levels decrease among older 
Canadians. Another major concern is that the fitness levels of youth 
drop off dramatically during adolescence. 
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While activity by national voluntary organizations in support of 
Fitness Canada’s objectives continues unabated and a growing number of 
requests for contributions is being received by Fitness Canada, at the 
same time there is increasing evidence of interest within the corporate 
sector in collaborating to promote fitness. 


Economic Factors: In addition to federal government funding, sport in 


Canada has depended on significant contributions from the private sector, 
either in the form of corporate donations to national sport organizations 
or events sponsorships, undertaken by corporations using sport as a 
medium for the corporate message. Attention must be paid to maintaining 
the integrity of sport while at the same time accepting the benefits of 
corporate sponsorship. 


During a period of fiscal restraint and restricted financial 
incentives to employees, factors such as absenteeism, turnover, employee 
health and morale become more important to employers. Several 
well-documented studies have demonstrated the economic benefits available 
from fitness and lifestyle education programs in the workplace. 


Intensive analysis of the 1981 Canada Fitness Survey Data has enabled 
National associations, provincial and territorial governments and Fitness 
Canada itself to identify priority target groups in an increasingly 


‘effective manner. This has enabled more effective national co-ordination 


and allocation of scarce resources for optimum impact in the field. 


Social Factors: More Canadians of all ages are participating in 
competitive and recreational sport. Fitness and Amateur Sport has 
responded to this demand by providing leadership in the "Sport for All" 
concept and fitness projects. The Canada Fitness Survey (1981) indicates 
that there is a strong link between physical activity and health. More 
Canadians who describe themselves as "inactive" are smokers. They also 
show a higher level of cardiovascular disease risk. Canadians who call 
themselves "active" have been found to exhibit higher levels of positive 
emotional well-being and are more likely to demonstrate good nutritional 
habits. Studies conducted by Fitness Canada and by several of its client 


‘associations in the voluntary sector have demonstrated that individuals 
who have acceptable levels of fitness are better able to cope with 


stress. 


Concern has been expressed about the overall well-being of Canada’s 
elite athletes during and after the period of their intense training and 


‘competition. Sport Canada intends to address this issue through job 


training programs for retired athletes, extended athlete assistance and 
other forms of athlete services. 
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2. Initiatives 


Major initiatives being introduced in 1985-86 include the following: 


Fitness 


Youth Sport and Fitness: In response to the opportunity provided by 
International Youth Year 1985, Fitness Canada will convene a major 
national Symposium on Youth Fitness and Sport Participation. Delegates 
from across Canada including young people themselves and representatives 
of programming agencies and various levels of government will consider 
the findings of research currently being conducted by Fitness Canada. 
These will include a study of the components of successful youth fitness 
programs and the result of a major marketing survey on techniques for 
marketing sport and fitness to youth in the 1980s. 


Corporate Sector Collaboration: As a result of interest expressed by 
several major corporations, Fitness Canada will provide technical input 
and direction to a number of important national promotional initiatives 
in close collaboration with corporations who wish to identify themselves 
and their products with the fitness movement in 1985-86. It is 
anticipated that these activities will complement the more traditional 
activities undertaken in conjunction with provincial governments and | 
national voluntary organizations. | 


Fitness in the work place: Fitness Canada will develop in 1985 an 
administrative structure designed to facilitate co-operation with 
industry in order to permit the development of fitness programs specially 
designed for implementation in the work place. 


Quadrennial Planning: In 1985-86, Sport Canada will continue to 
provide leadership to national sport organizations of Summer Olympic 
Sports through a project designed to assist them with the preparation of 
quadrennial plans. The purpose of this project is to increase the 
quality of the performance of Canadian athletes in Olympic summer sports. 
in order to attain the highest possible ranking by Canada in the 1988 | 
Olympic Games.

"Best Ever™ Program: The "Best Ever" program is designed to produce 


the "Best Ever" Canadian Team in the 1988 Winter Olympic Games in 
Calgary. Based on comprehensive 5 year plans for each winter sport 
developed under the leadership of Sport Canada, there has been an 
additional commitment of $25 million for programs and National Sport 
Organizations over the five year period leading up to 1988 Winter 
Olympics. ) 


Association Management Services: National sport organizations have | 
traditionally experienced a number of organizational problems which have 
had a detrimental effect on their ability to provide programs required t 
enhance national sport development and international competitive 
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performance. The purpose of the Association Management Services Program 
of Sport Canada is to provide leadership and resources to national sport 
organizations in order to enhance their management capacity and 
administrative effectiveness. 


| Drug Testing and Research: The problem of drug use by international 
calibre athletes has reached significant proportions as evidenced by the 
number of athletes disqualified from the 1983 Pan American Games and the 
(1984 Olympic Games. Sport Canada, in conjunction with national sport 
‘organizations and the Sport Medicine Council of Canada, will support 
measures required to control the use of banned substances in Canada and 
the sport world generally. 


Athlete Assistance: In late 1984, a new category of funding called 
"Development Cards" was initiated for promising athletes who are part of 
the national training squad but not yet ready for membership on the 
mational team in selected sports. These cards are intended to provide 
‘support to enable young athletes who have not reached C card status to 
train in advanced programs under the aegis of the national sport body. 
‘These cards will generally be allocated to sports where the technical 
complexity or training cycle of the sport is such that athletes must 
follow sophisticated programs for many years before attaining 


international standards. This concept will be more fully developed in 
1985-86. 


3. Update of Previously Reported Initiatives 


National Physical Activity Week: The major new initiative undertaken by 
‘Fitness Canada in 1983-84 was the first National Physical Activity Week. 
This program was a major success in that all participation targets were 
exceeded and a basis for continuing collaborative programming was 
established among national associations, provincial and municipal 
governments and Fitness Canada. Expenditures on this project in 1983-84 
included total contributions of $192,560 to complete the 1983 campaign. 
A further $553,900 was provided to fund preparations of the 1984 
campaign. These amounts, which were re-allocated from within Fitness 
Canada’s existing resource base, were higher than anticipated largely as 
a result of the extremely positive involvement by National Voluntary 
Organizations and public response to the campaign. National Physical 
Activity Week 1984 continued this successful pattern with close to 
10,000,000 participants taking part in over 8,400 community events. 

Major national associations, provincial governments, municipal recreation 
departments and school jurisdictions all collaborated to make this one of 
the most successful mass participation events in the history of Canada. 
It is anticipated that National Physical Activity Week will continue as a 
major annual event involving all levels of government, the voluntary 
sector and, increasingly, the corporate sector. 


National Team Augmentation: Canadian athletes performed as projected in 


international competitions in 1983-84 (see page 7-39). These results 
indicate that there are many positive programs at work as part of the 
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high performance system in Canada. These performance results can be 
improved, however, and Sport Canada is now working with national sport 
organizations to develop a strategy for higher achievement in the 1988 
Olympic Games. 


4. Program Effectiveness 


Fitness: It is the stated goal of the Fitness Activity to encourage 
physical activity that leads towards fitness. 


More than 80% of Fitness Canada’s expenditures are channelled through 
national voluntary associations. This is an effective strategy as was 
demonstrated, for example, in each of the last two National Physical 
Activity Weeks when more than 200,000 volunteers were mobilized across 
Canada to organize and stage special events to mark the week. 


Increased activity in the voluntary sector in support of Fitness 
objectives is demonstrated by the figures in the following table:

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This increased level of activity in the voluntary sector in support 
of fitness is complemented by increased interest on the part of the 
corporate sector. Major national corporations have collaborated in the 
past with PARTICIPaction and are now beginning to express interest in 
projects to be undertaken directly in conjunction with Fitness Canada. 


A key indicator of the effectiveness of Fitness Canada’s programs is’ 
the number of Canadians who report regular (three times weekly) 
participation in physical activity. This figure has increased 
substantially from less than 10% in 1971 to over 38% in 1981. 
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Figure 6: 


Percentage of Canadians Participating in Regular 
Physical Activity 
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Between 1976 and 1981 participation has increased in every age group. 
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Note: It is anticipated that the latter two program effectiveness 
indicators, when updated, will continue to show a trend towards 
increased activity by Canadians. The most recent collection of 
data to illustrate this was the Canada Fitness Survey in 1981. 
The feasibility of conducting some form of repeat survey in 1986 
is currently being examined. Should the outcome of this review 
prove to be positive a significant updating of these and other 
indicators will be possible. 


Amateur Sport: More than 80% of the Amateur Sport Activity expenditures 
are directed towards the promotion and development of amateur sport in 
Canada and the support of high performance achievements by Canadians in 
international competition. A measure of the success of this endeavour is 
Canada’s international sport ranking, as indicated by standings in the 
major multi-sport games (Olympics, Pan-American, Commonwealth, etc.). 
These rankings are difficult to predict as they are influenced by factors 
other than the Program’s contributions. The Amateur Sport Activity 
supports national full-time coaches (25-30 in 1984-85); training centres 
which bring together top athletes, coaches, facilities, and 
medical/scientific services provided by host institutions (in 1984-85, 
there are national or regional training facilities in at least 18 
sports); national team training and competitive programs; along with 
direct financial assistance to athletes to enable them to participate in 
their national programs. Figure 25 (see page 7-39) shows anticipated 
rankings based on levels of contributions for 1985-86. 


Through the Athlete Assistance Program, Canadian athletes ranked 1 to 
16 in the world and those who have been identified as having potential to 
advance to the top 16 receive direct financial assistance from Sport 
Canada. 


Approximately 25% of the athletes at the C level supported by the 
Athlete Assistance Program advance to the A or B level. If Canada is to- 
improve its world ranking (as indicated by A or B ranked athletes), 
assistance must be continued to C card athletes who will ultimately 
advance to A or B levels. The probability of advancing to higher levels 
is influenced by the size of the Athlete Assistance Program stipend 
(which defrays training and living costs), and by the national team 
program support (for coaches, training camps, competitions, sport science 
services, etc.) provided to national sport organizations. 


The number of Canadian athletes ranked 1 to 8 in the world has 
increased from 116 in 1983-84 to 125 in 1984-85 as illustrated in Figure: 
8 (see page 7-21). It is anticipated that this number will increase by 
approximately the same amount in 1985-86. There has been a significant 
increase in the number of B-cards in 1984-85.

Description 


Fitness Canada’s efforts are directed towards focusing the attention and 
activities of the fitness field on issues of national relevance. It 
identifies areas of need, develops program materials and services and 
innovative program models, both directly and indirectly, and promotes | 
their acceptance and implementation. It supports selective research, 
information collection and dissemination, and the development of nationa 
standards for fitness programs directly, or by providing contributions 
and working closely with organizations carrying out that work. 


Financial and technical support is also provided to national 
voluntary organizations for fitness promotion, leadership development, 
demonstration programs, the delivery of fitness programs and organizatioi 
management. Fitness Canada actively consults and liaises with all 
provincial governments, organizations and agencies involved in fitness. 


Funding Process: Fitness Canada issues call letters for contribution 
requests to national voluntary associations and other agencies, and 
assesses their requests according to established criteria and stated 
priorities. Priorities emphasize the development of certain age groups, 
population segments or program areas based on the results of studies and 
surveys such as the Canada Fitness Survey. On the basis of Fitness 
Canada’s assessment of the applications, final funding recommendations 
are made to the Minister. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Canada Fitness Award Program: The Canada Fitness Award program has 
tested the speed, power, strength, agility and endurance of some 17 
million boys and girls age 6-17 since its inception in 1970. In 1983-84, 
approximately 1,021,000 children out of a possible 4,900,000 across 
Canada participated in the Canada Fitness Award program. Participation 
is expected to increase to 1,100,000 in 1984-85 and 1,200,000 in 1985-86.

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Sport Action Unit: The Sport Action Unit consists of two mobile 
exhibition units which are used to promote sport and physical fitness 
activities. 


The units are set up at exhibitions, fairs, schools and community 
centers, and members of the local community are invited to participate in 
the sports activities. The display consists of numerous participation 
activities in which young and old are encouraged to try their skills at 
Sports such as tennis, baseball, football, and numerous physical fitness 
tests. Attendance usually totals over half a million persons each year. 
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The cost of operating this program, in terms of the cost per visitor 
to the Sport Action Unit is approximately $0.90.

The Amateur Sport Activity concentrates on the following program 
components: 
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High Performance Sport/Sport Excellence: This component encompasses 
those endeavours that have as their objective the attainment of the 
highest possible level of achievement by Canadian athletes in 
international sport with particular emphasis on the Olympic Games 
sports. Sport Canada administers technical programs such as the Athlete 
Assistance Program, the Sport Science Support Program, the Applied Sport 
Research Program and the Hosting Program and provides technical 
consultation and financial resources to national sport organizations in 
such areas as national team programs, national and international 
competitions, coaching, sport sciences and high performance sport 
ceneres).

Funding Process 


Funding decisions insofar as national associations are concerned are the 
result of a review procedure reflecting Sport Canada’s program 
priorities. Applications for funds from national sport organizations ar 
reviewed in light of the priorities of Sport Canada, the plans and . 
accomplishments of the national sport organizations and the 
comprehensiveness of the submission. On the basis of this examination, | 
final funding recommendations are made to the Minister.

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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The performance of the Amateur Sport Activity may be assessed through 
such indicators as the performance of Canadian athletes in major 
multi-sport Games and World Championships, the number of athletes 
eligible to receive funding through the Athlete Assistance Program, the 
number of High Performance Sport Centres established, and the number of 
professional coaches employed in amateur sport. 


In major multi-sport games in 1984, Canada, as a nation, placed 
fourth in the Summer Olympic Games in Los Angeles. Although this ranking 
was undoubtedly assisted by the absence of several nations, the Canadian 
performance was the highest ranking ever achieved. If projected results 
from boycotting nations are factored into the L.A. results, Canada still 
finishes with a "best ever" ranking. 


In 1983-84, $25 million were allocated to Fitness and Amateur Sport 
over a five-year period to assist with the preparation of the Canadian 
Team for the 1988 Winter Olympics. Sport Canada has designed a process 
to work with national sport organizations to plan and implement technical 
programs which will produce the "Best Ever" team in 1988. In 1983-84, 
Sport Canada worked with the 10 winter Olympic sport organizations to 
develop their planning and monitoring systems. In 1984-85, work 
cont inued on the implementation and monitoring of these plans. 


In 1983-84, a federal government program on High Performance Sport 
“Centres was initiated. In 1984-85, several High Performance Sport 
Centres in specific sports were put in place across the country. In 
1985-86 at least 15 sports will develop long-range plans for the 
incorporation of centres into their high performance activities.

Program Costs by Activity: The overall cost of the Fitness and Amateur 
Sport Program includes the operating costs and contributions along with 
the value of services provided free by other departments. These 
additional services include the value of accommodation provided by the 
Department of Public Works ($616,000) and financial services by the 
Department of Supply and Services ($146,000) and other services provided 
by the Treasury Board ($89,000) and Labour Canada ($5,000). The program 
does not generate revenue, however, we do account for collections under 
the Inter- Provincial lottery agreement (approximately $35 million per 
annum).

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C. Background 


ay Introduction 


The XV Olympic Winter Games will take place in February 1988. The 
Government of Canada has established this Program to provide direct 
funding, to participate as an "active contributor" in the Games, and to 
coordinate federal services in support of the Games. The Program will 
exist through fiscal year 1988-89 with direct funding expenditures from 
the Federal Government of $200 million (1982-83 dollars). 


The Program will liaise with the provincial and municipal levels of 
government through participation in the Calgary Organizing Committee's 
Board of Directors and Executive Committee, and the Calgary Olympic 
Development Association's Board of Directors. In coordinating federal 
efforts, the Program will liaise with numerous federal departments 
concerning the provision of federal essential and discretionary 
| services. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The legal mandate for the Program is based on the Fitness and Amateur 
Sports Act of 1961. 


3. Program Objective 


To support the successful planning and staging of the XV Olympic Winter 
Games so that they will be a matter of national pride, and to optimize 


economic, athletic and cultural benefits before, during and after the 
Games. 


4. Program Description 
The Program: 


e provides direct funding towards operating, capital expenses 
and endowment funding to enable the Government of Canada to 
meet its objectives for participating in the planning and 
staging of the XV Olympic Winter Games; 


e participates in the Calgary Organizing Committee's Board of 
Directors and Executive Committee, and the Calgary Olympic 
Development Association's Board of Directors; 


e coordinates the provision of all federal services in support 
of the Games; and 


e provides appropriate visibility to the Government of Canada in 


matters relating to the XV Olympic Winter Games before, during 
and after the Games. 
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5. Program Organization for Delivery 


This temporary Program consists of a single Activity. It reports to the 
Minister of Fitness and Amateur Sport and to the Deputy Minister of the 
Department of National Health and Welfare. 


D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


In September 1981, the International Olympic Committee (IOC) selected 
Calgary to host the 1988 Olympic Winter Games. The Government of Canada 
was involved in this project from the outset by contributing towards the 
cost of the bid for the Games. In an effort to reinforce Calgary's 
position with the IOC, it also made a commitment to provide direct 
funding and to provide federal essential services. 


From the beginning, the Government of Canada assumed a partnership 
role in this event. When the IOC awarded the bid to the City of 
Calgary, the governments of Canada, Alberta and the City of Calgary 
established special secretariats or liaison offices to coordinate their 
involvement in the Games. It was generally recognized, both in the 
structure and staffing of these offices, that, although the Olympics are 
a sporting event, the preparations for the Games focus on negotiations, 
financial management, facility construction, the planning of services 
and public affairs. 


2. Initiatives 
During 1985-86, the Program will undertake the following: 
ry The continued construction of Canada Olympic Park, venue for 
the ski-jump, bobsleigh and luge competitions of the XV 
Olympic Winter Games. 
® The continued monitoring of the construction of the Olympic 


Speedskating Oval being funded by the Program and constructed 
by the University of Calgary as the venue for the speedskatinc 


competitions. 

a The continued planning and coordination of essential and 
discretionary services to be provided by the Government of 
Canada. 

w Conclusion of all remaining agreements with Games 
partners. 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


Through the Office for the 1988 Olympic Winter Games, the Government of 
Canada negotiates the required agreements with other Olympic partners, 
coordinates legislative and regulatory changes, manages the federal 
direct funding contribution, directs design and construction of federal 
capital projects, coordinates the planning and delivery of federal 
service and logistic support to the Games, and coordinates federal 
public affairs, communications and promotion plans. 


The effectiveness of this Program will be seen when the 1988 


Olympic Winter Games are held in Calgary. No evaluation component is 
proposed as this is a sunset Program.

The Intergovernmental and International Affairs Activity consists of 
three components: 


International Affairs: Oversees the Department's international 

health activities and specifically Canadian participation in inter- 
national organizations for which it has a direct responsibility, such as 
the World Health Organization, the Pan American Health Organization, the 
United Nations (UN) Commission on Narcotic Drugs, etc., as well as 
bilateral health relations with foreign governments. 


The Directorate also develops the Canadian position on social 


policy issues before the United Nations, coordinates participation in 
international social affairs, promotes Canadian participation in 
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UN Research and Training Programs, relations with the OECD in social, 
scientific and environmental matters, and pursues cooperative relation- 
ships with other international governmental and non-governmental 


organizations and their Canadian affiliates operating in the social 
welfare field. 


Federal-Provincial and Interdepartmental Liaison: Coordinates rela- 
tionships with the provincial/territorial governmental and other federal 
departments. This Directorate, which serves as the key anchor point for 
federal/provincial/territorial conferences of Ministers and Deputy 
Ministers of Health and Social Services, provides secretariat services 
For these conferences, monitors the network of federal/provincial 
advisory committees and working groups and engages in day-to-day liaison 
vith central agencies.

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Description 
The Corporate Management Activity consists of eight components: 


Branch Management: Has the responsibility for the general orientation 
and coordination of management functions in the Corporate Management 
Branch, advising departmental officials on departmental managerial and 
administrative matters. It also provides financial and official 
languages services to all activities of the Departmental Administration 
Program. 


Corporate Planning and Management Practices: Is responsible for 
contributing to departmental efficiency and effectiveness by improving 
the information, structure and environment for decision-making and by 
ensuring that objectives, goals and results are precisely identified 

and communicated throughout the department. This is ensured by the 
establishment and operation of a departmental planning system, the 
coordination and control of a departmental program to improve management 
practices and the coordination and integration of corporate management 
systems. 


Personnel Administration: Is responsible for assisting departmental 
managers in achieving their overall program objectives and in discharg- 
ing their responsibility for personnel management by providing services 
and advice in personnel matters and by providing for the fair and 
equitable treatment of employees. It also ensures the exercise of 
personnel authorities by delegated managers and personnel administrators 
in a responsible manner. 


Financial Administration: Is responsible for ensuring that policies 

and systems of financial administration are established, maintained and 
operated; exercising financial and budgetary controls and coordination 
of departmental operations; advising senior departmental management on 
financial management matters. 


Administrative Services: Is responsible for the development and 
implementation of effective departmental policies, guidelines and 
systems for the following services: Accommodation, Materiel, 
Departmental Library, Records, Paperwork, Security. It is also 
responsible for the management of services that are performed on a 
centralized basis such as Security Services and for the provision of 
advice, functional guidance and/or direction to the administrative areas 
of program branches. 


Electronic Information Systems: Is responsible for developing and 
maintaining Department-wide information systems and networks, for 
ensuring compatibility of systems, hardware and software, for leading 
and coordinating long range and operational EIS planning and for setting» 


standards and guidelines for hardware, software and protocols for 
communications. 
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Internal Audit: Appraises the control framework applicable to 
departmental programs and objectives, the efficiency of devartmental 
operations, systems and procedures, as well as measures of efficiency 
and effectiveness used by management. 


Public Affairs: Coordinates the development and implementation of 
efforts to inform the public about the Department's corporate and 
program objectives and undertakings, provides direction and guidance on 
public communications strategies and provides a feedback mechanism. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The provision of services for the Department and/or Program in the areas 
of planning, personnel, financial and general administrative services 
represents one of the three key results for this activity. A number of 
achievement indicators which are used by management to assess 
performance have been established and include staffing actions and 
classification requests processed, number of invoices processed, number 
of tenant services requests processed. Despite the climate of economic 
restraint, the activity will try in fiscal year 1985-86 to maintain 
and/or upgrade the level of services provided in order to respond to the 
increased demand. 


The provision of functional direction, advice, information and 
control to senior departmental management in the areas listed above is 
another key result of this activity.

habitual residence (see page 16 for extract from section 2 of the 
Immigration Act, 1976). Persons whose claim to be a Convention refuge 
has been refused by the Minister of Employment and Immigration may apf: 
to the Board for a redetermination of their claim. An application a 
redetermination is first considered by a quorum of the Board in cha 
(out of court). The application must be accompanied by a statutory 
declaration setting out the details of the applicant's claim and by tt 
transcript of an examination under oath in respect of his claim. The 
Board considers these documents and if it finds that there are | 
reasonable grounds to believe that the claim upon a hearing could be 
established, it must allow the application to proceed to a full pa 
hearing. In all other cases it must refuse to allow the application * 
proceed and is required to determine that the applicant is not a : 
Convention refugee. | 
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Procedures ; Unless an in camera hearing is requested by one of 
fie parties, all appeals and applications allowed to proceed and matters 
eising out of these actions are heard in full public hearings. The 
2arings involve presentation of evidence (written or oral) and legal 
eguments. The Minister of Employment and Immigration is a party to all 
apeals and applications for redetermination which have been allowed to 
proceed. The Minister is represented before the Board by designated 
¢ficers within the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission (CEIC). 


Written reasons for judgement must be prepared by the Board in all 
gonsorship appeals and in any other case at the request of one of the 
prties. Decisions of the Board are reviewable by the Federal Court of 
Appeal. 


5 Program Organization for Delivery 


Te Immigration Appeal Board has its headquarters in Ottawa. 
Frmanent courts are established in Ottawa, Montreal, Toronto and 
Vncouver. A permanent registry office is located in Winnipeg. The 
hard sits on a regular basis at its regional courts, and travels to 
oher cities in Canada as the volume of cases requires. 


The Board may consist of no less than seven (7) and not more than 
eghteen (18) members, including a Chairman and five (5) Vice-Chairmen. 
Te Board presently consists of the Chairman, five (5) Vice-Chaimmen and 
eeven (11) members, all of whom are appointed by the Governor in 
Cuncil.

The actions before the Immigration Appeal Board result directly from | 
decisions made within the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission, 
While appellants before the Board represent a small number of the | 
immigrant population, major changes to the immigrant intake levels, as 
set by CEIC, could affect the number of appeals reaching the Board, as | 
could major policy changes or changes to the legislation. The bene

While the number of decisions made and the turnaround time are : 
Significant factors in measuring the Board's effectiveness, more 
important is the obligation to ensure and protect the rights of the | 
parties to be heard in a manner and atmosphere consistent with the 
spirit of the Immigration Act, 1976 and the principles of natural | 
justice. The Board ensures that this obligation is met by monitoring | 
the internal systems which support the judicial functions to exact 
compliance with the law and established practices and procedures in the 
administration of the courts and the registry. 

The number of decisions made will depend upon the number of panels 
which can be convened. The mix of applications for redetermination of 
refugee claims and appeals and the readiness of the parties to proceed’ 
once a case has been scheduled will also affect the number of 
decisions. 


The Board considers that ideally a decision should be made within 


three months and has defined a reasonable turnaround time as not more 
than six months. Given the existing legislation governing the 
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composition of the Board, and the current workload trends, the Board 

vll fail to reach this goal and the turnaround time will continue to 
ncrease. By the end of 1985-86 it is expected that appellants will be 
pquired to wait 18 to 20 months before their appeals are decided.

4 Performance Information/Resource Justification

This law fulfilled substantial parts of 
the federal government's obligations under the James Bay and 
Northern Québec Agreement (1975). 


2 With respect to the territorial governments, the Department, 
in 1982, renewed the Federal Government's committment to 
responsible government in the North, accepted in principle 
the sub-division of the Northwest Territories, and agreed to 
move toward a formula based approach to providing financial 
Support to the territories. Acceptance in principal was 
made subject to conditions on boundary location, 
distribution of government powers, settlement of land claims 
and continuing support of division by N.W.T. residents.

Non-status Indians generally include Indian peoples or thos:

the Indian Act. This group includes Indian women who hav 
married non-Indian men. 


The Inuit are the aboriginal inhabitants of northern Canada 
Who generally reside north of the 60th parallel, althoug! 
some live in northern Québec and Labrador. The federa 
government's power to make laws in respect to Indians, an 
lands reserved for Indians was interpreted to extend t: 
Inuit by the Supreme Court of Canada in 1939. However! 
Inuit are not covered by the Indian Act. 


e There are at least two different views about the meaning of 
the term Métis. Some maintain that the term refers to those 
of aboriginal ancestry who are descended from the historic 
Métis community of Western Canada. Others say that Métis 
refers to anyone of aboriginal ancestry who identifies as 
Métis, as distinct from Indian or Inuit. The Department has 
no legal responsibilities towards Métis.

| Indians: As of September 1984 there were 581 Indian bands 
cross Canada and approximately 332,000 status Indians. The majority 
)£ Indians live in bands with a membership of less than 1,000. 
proximately 39% of bands have 301 to _ 1,000 membership. 
pproximately 31% have populations between 101 and 300 and 16 bands 
3%) have a membership over 2,000. The largest band has a membership 
£ about 10,000 and the average band has about 550 members. 


The majority of Indian bands south of the 60th parallel are 
ocated on reserves and lands set aside for their exclusive use 
hrough treaties and other legal arrangements. In the Yukon and 
iorthwest Territories, only a small number of Indians live on reserve 
ands. There are 2,254 separate parcels of reserves and lands in 
‘anada, with a total area of approximately five million hectares. 


Imuit: There are approximately 25,400 Inuit who live in small 
ommunities in the Mackenzie Delta, along the mainland coast of the 
orthwest Territories, on the shores of Hudson and Ungava Bays, in 
abrador and in settlements on the Arctic Islands. These communities 
re situated for the most part on bays, river mouths, inlets or 
iords. The Indian and Inuit Affairs Program serves only those Inuit, 
umbering 7,000 living in Northern Québec and Labrador. Northern 
ffairs manages programs providing services to the other 18,000 Inuit 
esident in the Northwest Territories either directly or through the 
WT government.

‘ie Indian and Inuit Affairs Program provides a wide range of services 
¢ a federal, provincial and municipal nature to Indians and Inuit. 
twee focus is on the cultural, social and economic concerns of status 
Idians and the Inuit of Northern Quebec and Labrador. 


In carrying out its functions, the Program works in close 
coperation with other federal government departments and agencies 
sch as National Health and Welfare, Department of Justice, Canada 
Eployment and Immigration Commission, R.C.M.P., and Canada Mortgage 
ad Housing Corporation. In addition, program officials play a number 
o roles to provide training and advice, technical expertise, 
avocacy, the monitoring of operations and negotiating with 
fderal/provincial/municipal governments for the delivery of services. 


The Program delivers services to Indians and Inuit through six 
o2rational sectors: Reserves and Trusts, Education, Social 
Dvelopment, Capital Facilities and Community Services, Economic 
Dvelopment, and Band Management. These operations are supported by 
ti2 Program Management and Program Administration activities. 


Reserves and Trusts exists to protect the rights and interests of 
tls Indian peoples of Canada. As described in the Indian Act, reserve 
lads, their resources, estates, band trust funds, membership and 
teaties are dealt with by Reserves and Trusts. 


The educational services give access to elementary/secondary 
saools and to post-secondary institutions and also support a variety 
of cultural endeavours. Social development services provide income 
m.ntenance and child welfare and family services to individuals and 
farilies in need. 


Economic Development provides assistance to Indians, Indian bands 
arl Inuit people in creating and developing employment-related 
Oportunities. This Activity also supports Indian and Inuit 
ccmunities in the area of resource development impact studies and 
neotiations. 


_ Capital Facilities and Community Services supports the physical 
imrovement and protection of communities including housing, essential 


munity services, schools and recreational facilities. 


Band Management provides assistance to Indian bands and Inuit 
Ccmunities in the areas of management planning, community-based 
deelopment planning and policy development.

Within the regions there are 33 district offices, and five

dlivered. Services are provided through a variety of methods such as 
drect service delivery, grants, contributions and loans. 
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In 1983/84 close to 60% of the Program expenditures were made 
through contribution arrangements to Indian bands. The bands are ir 
turn responsible for providing the services for which a contributior| 
arrangement was made. Services are also provided through other 
methods such as direct service delivery and loans. Detailec 
descriptions of service delivery mechanisms are in the respective 
activity presentations in Section II, Analysis by Activity. Service 
delivery is supported by Program Management and Program Administration.

D, Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Decography: Of approximately 332,000 status Indians 235,000 live on 
reerves or Crown Land and 97,000 live off-reserve, generally in large 
ayan centres. The majority of Program services are provided to bands 
an individual Indians living on reserves or Crown lands. Indians 
liing off-reserve are basically entitled to the same range of 
sevices as those Indians living on reserves if they meet the 
elgibility criteria for a service. As of September, 1984 there were 
58 bands which have memberships ranging from 10 to over 10,000. 
Thre are 2,254 separate parcels of reserves and lands totalling 
aproximately 5 million hectares. Reserves vary in size from less 
thn one hectare to several hundred thousand hectares. These reserves 
an lands are located all across Canada and while some are located in 
ornear urbanized areas the majority are located in rural and remote 
aras, some as far as 800 air kilometers from the nearest town. The 
reoteness of many Indian reserves results in the lack of 
inrastructures that are comparable to those of reserves located in 
uranized areas. 


The diversity of band population numbers and their locations make 
itdifficult for the Program to achieve economies of scale in the 
deivery of services. There are large variances in the costs of 
sevice delivery to Indians because of their geographical location. 
Fiare 7 illustrates the general location of Indian bands.

The growth rate of the Indian population has declini 
dramatically from 3.3% in 1976 to its current rate of 2.5%, yet it 5 
still higher than the 1.4% national growth rate. This will result 2? 
increasing demands for jobs, housing and possibly social assistance * 


the higher birth rate has been the case for more than a decade. /

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Irlian Self-Government: The objective of Indian self-government is 
tc break the dependency cycle and to recognize Indian communities, 
though constitutional and  non-constitutional measures, to” be 
sef-governing with responsibility to constituents for the provision 
of services and the well-being of their people. Efforts continue to 
be made towards the enhancement, both in quality and quantity, of 
Irian control of their own affairs. Many of the details of the 
retructured relationship will have to be worked out after careful 
ccsideration and full consultation with Indian people. Nevertheless, 
sce aspects of the restructured relationship such as improved funding 


ar. administrative arrangements can be undertaken now. 
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Federal/Provincial Responsibilities: The constitutional process is 
of particular concern because of the shared federal-provincial 
jurisdiction issues regarding Indians. Jurisdictional interpretations 
and financial responsibility vary from province to province for 
Indians residing both oon and  off-reserve. The fundamental 
jurisdictional issues must be addressed in order for Indians tc 
receive the same level of service as non-Indians. Also, there is a) 
requirement for extra services to meet the unique circumstances of 
Indians, particularly for preventive services and traiaied 
opportunities.

Program Transfers to Indian Control: The rate of transfouie 
service delivery responsibility from the Department to _ Bands, 
Associations and Tribal Council administration, while continuing, has 
slowed over the past four years. The percentage of the Program's 
total budget managed by Bands, Associations and Tribal Councils is at 
about 57% for 1983-84 and has remained relatively constant since 
1979-80, as compared to approximately 20% in 1971-72. Factors, 
influencing the slowdown since 1979-80 include solvency concerns of) 
bands, general resource limitations relative to the increased costs of, 
the transfer of service delivery, administration and management tc! 


bands, and saturation in some program areas.

Ze Initiatives 


Program initiatives and emphasis over the next few years will include 
the following: | 
® During 1985-86, the Program will review its organizational! 
structures and procedures in order to improve its advisory 

and support functions with respect to client needs anc 
expectations. Transitional arrangements for those bands 

wishing to opt-in to any new proposed legislation will 

continue to be studied with respect to financial an¢ 
socio-economic impacts. 


a The Program is preparing for anticipated changes to the 
Indian Act. Policies concerning Indian persons who have for 
a variety of reasons lost Indian status (i.e. marriage tO ¢ 
non-Indian) are being formulated. The implications in terms 
of the number of non-status persons regaining status and the 
requirement for additional and increased volumes of services 
is being reviewed. The Program will, through selecte 
studies, determine the impact of such amendments. Thest 
studies will be conducted within existing resource levels. 
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In fiscal year 1984-85, the Department obtained approval to 
fund contribution agreements on a 180-day basis provided 
that properly audited reports were provided at the end of 
the six month period. The Department intends to continue 
such efforts to re-evaluate and modify administrative 
practices with a view to cutting down time lags and reducing 
the burden of the bureaucratic process on Indian bands and 
Inuit communities. 


Reserves and Trusts will continue the initiative of 
developing automated systems to provide the Department and 
Indian communities with more timely and accurate data and 
information in the areas of Land Registry, Membership 
Registry, Trust Accounting, Election and By-Law Registry and 
Oil and Gas Royalty Revenue. During 1985-86 Reserves and 
Trusts will increase funding to approved test-cases which 
require judicial resolution. 


An increase in capital funding will help meet the 
accelerating demand ffor infrastructure and education 
services in Indian communities. In 1985-86, these 
additional funds will allow the Program to upgrade existing 
facilities to acceptable standards in the areas of health 
and safety and to address the backlog in infrastructure and 
facilities. : 


The special needs of Indian students such as language and 
cultural education as well as education standards will be 
addressed in cooperation with the Assembly of First Nations. 


Resource development impact funding and services provides 
Indian and Inuit reserves and communities with the means to 
acquire research, advisory services and negotiating 
expertise to arrive adequately at acceptable terms of 
resource developments that impact on their environment. An 
example was the signing in 1983 by the Lax Kw'alaans Band 
with Dome Petroleum of an agreement that could result in 
excess of $39 million accruing to the Band as well as other 
benefits. Currently there are 88 resource development 
projects in progress and $5.5 million is being funded to 
address the satisfactory negotiations of agreements between 
bands and developers. It is anticipated that a number of 
significant development agreements will be concluded during 
fiscal year 1985-86. 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


The Program's primary objective is to assist the Indian and Inuit 
peoples in meeting their cultural and socio-economic needs and in 
attaining their aspirations. Various performance indicators show the) 
progress that has been made in the socio-economic areas and changes in 
how they are now being addressed. A major indicator is the fact that 
approximately 60% of the Program's expenditures for services are being) 
managed by bands in 1983-84 compared to approximately 20% in 1971-72. 


The differences in the economic well-being of native peoples and | 
non-native Canadians is pronounced. For example, the 1981 census 
showed that the average Indian income was approximately two-thirds of 
the non-native average. The unemployment rate among Indians residing 
on reserves and Crown lands is approximately five times the national 
average. An effect of such disparity has been in the past a movement 
of Indians off their reserves and into urbanized centres. Figure 8 
shows the percentage of Indians who live off-reserve or not on crown 
lands. The continuation of the migration - particularly because it is 
disproportionally made up of younger Indians-will impede on-reserve) 
progress. Recently, however there has been reduced off-reserve| 
migration due to a general economic recession thus creating extra) 
demands for community services. |

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During the last 10 years the Program has increased expenditures 
in real dollars) by an average of 5% per year. Coupled with this 
nlarged support is the thrust of the Department to have the bands 
manage the funds (through grants and contributions) and deliver the 
ervices. A key aspect of greater band responsibilities is shown 
fwrough the education activities where the number of band managed 
shools has risen from 115 to 181 over the last three years. 


Because of the high unemployment rate on reserves the Program 
“pports Indian and Inuit entrepreneurs, provides funds for job 
ceation projects and sponsors job skill improvement courses. An 
gample of the effect of this support in terms of the number of work 
weks and jobs expected to be created during 1984-85 is 97,824 and 
£514 respectively. Substantial increases have been made in the last 
fw years. This progress is further enhanced through the recent job 
Ceation thrust of the Native Economic Development Program of the 
[partment of Regional and Industrial Expansion. The Department has 
Fograms that support initiatives to employ native people and in 
184-85 23% of the staff were native. 


Even with employment development thrusts of the Program there are 
may individuals living on-reserve who are in need of _ social 
asistance. As shown in Figure 10 more than 50% of the on-reserve 
Idian population is receiving some form of social assistance. When 
Cmpared to the Canadian population as a whole it is seen that the gap 
btween the proportions of Indians and all Canadians receiving social 
asistance remains great.

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Of particular importance to Indian and Inuit communities is 
percentage of children in care. As was noted in the Report of t 
Special Committee on Indian Self-Government in Canada (1983), 
proportion of Indian children in care is more than five times 
national rate. The Program, in cooperation with Indian bands and 
parents, is making efforts to reduce the gap (see Figure 11).

I 
addition, participation in post-secondary institutions is encourage) 
through the provision of grants to eligible Indians and _ Inuit) 
Figure 12 and 13 show the change in departmentally funded India 
enrolment in elementary/secondary schools and in _ post-seco 
institutions. The growth of the former has been higher than th) 
national rate because of the higher birth rate of the Indie 
population. The pronounced increase in Indian  post-secondar 
full-time enrolment is largely a result of the Department’ 
Post-Secondary Education Assistance Program.

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The decrease in the last few years is due to the federal 
overnments clarification of policy and change in funding off~-reserve 
sudents in general and the elimination of funding off-reserve urban 
eudents for their books and supplies. The decrease shown between 
280-81 to 1982-83 does not necessarily mean that approximately 5,000 
cudents ceased attending school.

This is shown by the fact 
that 47% of departmental education expenditures now go through bands, 
Of considerable significance, the number of school committees has 
grown from 250 to 450 over this period. | 

Schools and houses are two of the most significant types of 
capital works projects funded through the Indian and Inuit Affairs | 
Program. Over the last several years the number of houses built On | 
reserves has grown substantially as illustrated in Figure 14. Despite 
this increase about one in three Indian on-reserve homes was crowded, 
as defined by the 1981 census, which compares to 1 in 43 fOr | 
non-Indian homes. The Department is conducting a major evaluation on 
housing and will report in subsequent expenditure plans.

(Reserves and Trusts) 2-29 


Description 

The Reserves and Trusts Activity exists to protect the rights 
interests of the Indian peoples of Canada as specified in the Indi 
Act, the Financial Administration Act, other legislation and vari 
Indian treaties. The Minister, pursuant to the Indian Act, exercise 
trust authority on behalf of the Crown to administer reserve lands 
the natural resources found thereon; to administer the trust funds of 
bands and the estates of certain individual Indians; to determi 
entitlement to Indian status and band membership; and to administer 
the elections of band councils, the passage of by-laws; and the 
Crown's treaty obligations. 


The four sub-activities of Reserves and Trusts are: | 


Lands, Estates and Membership: This sub-activity ensures that 
Indian lands are well managed, the estates of deceased and certair 
living Indians are properly administered and all status Indians are 
duly registered. 


The Reserves and Trusts Branch administers 2,254 reserves anc 
other lands, having a total area of five million hectares, through the 
negotiation and registration of transactions in the form of 
Certificates of Possession, leases, permits and various contracts for 
the right to use, occupy or have an interest in these lands. All suc 
transactions must be executed by the Crown since title is vested ir| 
the Crown. | 


The Activity currently administers the estates of more than 1,00 
deceased Indians, with $1 to 5 million of cash assets on deposit at) 
any time. Funds of Indians such as minors and those mentall 
incompetent are also administered in over 20,000 individua’ 
interest-bearing accounts with a total value of $70 million. 


The responsibilities of Reserves and Trusts involve the 
registration of persons meeting the criteria for determinin 
entitlement of Indian status and band membership. MThe accuracy Oi 
current membership registers is fundamental to all othei 
responsibilities of Reserves and Trusts, as they affect land an 
resource administration, band fund administration and the 
administration of elections and referenda. 


Indian Natural Resources and Trust Funds: Reserves’ frequentl) 
contain natural resources such as minerals, oil and gas, and forests! 
The Branch administers resource transactions, generally in the form 0) 
leases, permits and various contracts, for the extraction and sale 0 


these resources. 
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A significant function of this sub-activity is the administration 
€ trust funds for all 581 bands. In this context, the Branch is 
sponsible for the receipt of all revenue and capital monies deriving 
rom land and resource transactions. These funds are public monies 
or a special purpose (that is, designated as Indian monies for the 
be and benefit of bands) and are deposited in interest-bearing 
ecounts in the Consolidated Revenue Fund (CRF). Revenue monies are 
jimarily generated through land leasing transactions and also include 
hterest earned from all band accounts in the CRF. Capital monies are 
ninly derived from non-renewable resource transactions (oil and gas, 
+r example) and include funds obtained through the sale of lands. 
ill capital and some revenue monies are expended on authorization of 
fie Minister with the consent of the Band Council for the use and 
nefit or general progress and welfare of the band. In many cases 
pvenue monies are also managed and expended by bands by permission of 
he Governor in Council and pursuant to the Indian Act. 


astitutions and Treaty Management: A number of functions related 
i elections, appeals, bylaws, appointment of officials and treaty 
tyments are grouped in this sub-activity. Electoral officers are 
apointed to oversee the conduct of elections for band councils every 
wo years (except where councils are established by custom rather than 
fe Indian Act). Electoral officers are also appointed for the 
onduct of referenda on such subjects as sale of reserve lands or the 
onsumption of alcohol on reserves. Appeals concerning both elections 
ad referenda are administered and determinations rendered by the 
Mnister or delegated officials. Bands may also pass bylaws, subject 
t) approval or disallowance by the Minister, for such matters as the 
Lcensing of businesses, the raising and expenditure of monies by the 
lind through taxation, and the appointment of officials to conduct the 
fisiness of council. Finally, the payment of monies and other treaty 
Oligations such as the provision of ammunition are also administered 
uder this sub-activity. 


Itigation Support: Increasingly the Department's administration of 
tie lands, resources, trust funds and estates of Indians and bands is 
bing challenged in the courts. Challenges generally arise from past 
¢ present policies and from practices of other operational 
tb-activities of the Indian and Inuit Affairs Program. Litigation 
dainst the Crown by native peoples is also increasing as a result of 
tie constitutional guarantee of aboriginal and treaty rights. The 
Itigation Support sub-activity is designed to provide support of a 
hgal and research nature in responding to the rising incidence of 
ltigation. Where the Branch or other operational activity itself is 
certain of the propriety of existing policy or practice, funds will 
h provided by Litigation Support for test cases to seek a judicial 
hsolution. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The prime justification for the provision of resources lies in the 
requirement to meet the Government of Canada's statutory obligations 
to Indians. Resourcing is therefore a function of the number of bands 
and individual Indians for whom services must be provided and also of 
the number and value of the various types of trusts and services 
administered by the Activity. | 

The number of Indians is currently in the order of 332,000) 
distributed among 581 bands which vary in size from ten to more than 
10,000 members. The number of changes in membership registration! 
arising from such events as births, deaths, adoptions, and me 
is presently running at a rate of 40,000 per year. | 

While varying from year to year, trust fund balances managed by 
the Branch have been steadily increasing as illustrated in Figure 16.) 
Currently annual receipts are approximately $800 million, with annual 
disbursements in the order of $300 million. Trust fund balances in 
1985 will be in excess of $1,000 million.

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An increased incidence of litigation against the Crown has 
necessitated higher resourcing levels. Prior to 1970, the number 0! 
litigation cases against the Crown were few in number. Since 1970. 
some 100 cases have been brought and are currently before the courts, 
many seeking alleged damages in the multi-millions of dollars fo 
breach of trust and other reasons. The large potential liabilit) 
associated with current and future litigation necessitates an increase 
in skilled branch staff to deal with the complex work involved. 
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Program resources will be utilized to support several important 
initiatives planned for 1985-86. These include the continuing 
\development of a computerized system for a land registry, a land 
_transaction system, an election and bylaw registry system and a 
_performance measurement system. Resources will also be used to 
implement a trust accounting system and a membership registry system. 


In terms of overall responsibilities, the activity's proportion 
of staff to the number of Indians served has declined over the past 
\several years (see Figure 17). This has occurred despite increasing 


‘complexity in the various types of transactions and despite the 
greater workloads resulting from growth in the value of trust funds.

| Through this activity the Department provides for or purchases a 
fill range of educational services for approximately 77,400 
eementary/ secondary Indian students residing on reserves or on Crown 
Inds. These services are provided in one of three modes of delivery 
7 federal, provincial and band operated schools - each of which is 
uigque in its organizational structure. 


Instructional services for all three delivery modes comprise all 
ervices related to the teaching-learning process and include the 
povision of teachers, administrative support to teachers, 
jistructional supplies, paraprofessional staff and culture based 
yograms such as cultural education, native language instruction and 
carriculum development. 


Istructional Services Band Schools: Bands manage their own schools

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Performance information can be shown through a comparison of 
trends in Indian and national elementary/secondary education. In the 
future the Department will endeavour to develop standard achievement 
tests for assessing the academic progress of Indian and Inuit 
elementary and secondary school children. 


Figure 20 shows the growth in the age-grade progression of the 
average 11 year-old Indian child. Normal progress is defined as a 
child who advances a grade for each year in school. MThus an 
11 year-old or younger who is in Grade 5 meets or exceeds the norm. 
The figure illustrates that the percentage of students at or above the 


norm is increasing which in turn means the number of grade failures is 
continually decreasing.

-irtitutions and completing post-secondary courses of study, 
aproaches the national proportion. 
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Educational and personal counselling services are available t 
all students enrolled in institutions of higher learning. Thes 
services may be provided by regular or contracted employees of band 
or the Department. 


University and Professional: Indians and Inuit who have bee 
accepted by post-secondary institutions such as accredite 
universities, colleges, and CEGEP (Québec) qualify for financia 
support covering the cost of tuition, tutorial assistance, books an 
supplies, transportation, living allowances and child care expense 
for students with dependants. Special incentives such as grants t 
individuals in the amounts of $750 for a masters degree and $1,500 fc 
a doctorate are also provided to post-graduate students. 


The Department also promotes, through special  tuitic! 
arrangements with post-secondary institutions, the development o) 
special programs to meet the needs of Indian and Inuit students an 
then communities; examples are special teacher training, pre-la

University/College Entrance Preparation Program (UCEP): A recer 
addition to the Post-Secondary Education Activity is the University 
College Entrance Preparation Program. The program enables Indian ar 
Inuit students to qualify for entrance to regular university ar 
college programs through attendance in a one year _ preparatic 
program. The impact will be an annual addition of approximately thre 
hundred students in regular university and professional studies. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The criteria for student eligibility under the terms of tt 
post-secondary program include the following: the applicant must be 
registered Canadian Indian or Inuit and resident of Canada at time ¢ 
application and he/she has to have been accepted for registration by 
accredited university, community college, CEGEP, technical institute 
school of nursing, teachers college, etc., into courses which ha\ 
secondary school graduation as a normal prerequisite to registratior 
students who are accepted as "mature" applicants are also eligible f 
support. UCEP students must be aged 20 years or older and have 

completed Grade XI standing. 


The Post-Secondary Education Activity is projecting increasil 
enrolments and increasing unit costs. The unit cost is WF 
aggregation of the costs of tuition services and student allowance! 
This cost is largely influenced by the tuition fees set by t 
institutions and by increases in the cost of living. Since the m: 
1970's annual expenditures have increased six-fold while enrolment hi 
grown from 2,500 to over 7,000 in 1984-85. In this same perio 
average annual per student costs have more than doubled and Nn! 
approximate just under $7,000. | 
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The rate of participation in post-secondary education for the 18 
‘to 24 age group of Indians has increased from less than 1% to about 
128 in the last 20 years. The current national average figure is 
about 20%. 


The enrolment has been increasing because the eligible Indian 
population is growing and the number of high school graduates entering 
university is also increasing. This is mainly due to an increasing 
number of mature matriculants and the special programs made available 
to Indian post-secondary students. 


Figure 25 illustrates the difference between Indian and national 
post-secondary education participation rates. Since 1965 the gap has 
been considerably narrowed.

By introducing programs like the University/College Entrance 
Preparation Program it is expected that a greater number of students 
Will enter regular university and professional training programs and 
thus increase the participation rate of Indians in post-secondary 
institutions.

A dual assessment is carried out to determine both an 
ndividual's need for care, the level of care and individual's ability 
pay for all or part of the costs normally attributable to the 
wcipient of the care. 


| Individual and Family Care Services are provided to on-reserve 
hdian and non-Indian families requiring assistance, who seek services 
¢ accept referral for service provided under no specific legislation 
¢ agreement with the province. Included in this sub-activity are 
hdian children who are placed with parental consent and intermediate 
adult care services in institutions. 


The level of resources required to ensure access to welfare 
srvices depends on the number of days of care required for eligible 
idividuals and the per diem rates established by provinces and child 
wlfare organizations.

with their own priorities. 
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| The programs, projects and services of centres generally address

ervices to both Indian and non-Indian communities. 


ultural Development: This sub-activity has two main thrusts, 
ultural grants and Indian art services. 


Cultural grants are designed to assist individual Inuit and 
tatus Indian artists, painters, writers, musicians, and dancers to 
arther their own careers and to acquaint the general public with work 
a the field of contemporary native art. 


Cultural grants are provided for projects in the following 
ategories: art projects that are national in scope and which involve 
vo or more provinces or serve to enhance the international image of 
@Qnadian Indian people; projects proposed by individual artists in 
pinting, sculpture, theatre, literature, film, music and dancing; 
Yojects demonstrating unique and innovative methods of cultural 
«pression; research projects which relate directly to the arts or 
altural development; and repatriation projects in Indian museums 
wich hold benefits for talented and innovative Indian artists. 


Indian art services include responsibility for the preservation, 
onservation, development and promotion of the Department's 2,000 fine 
ad decorative works of art. By maintaining files on more than 250 
Idian artists, the Indian Art Centre responds to requests from art 
searchers, curators and art historians seeking biographical 
iformation, press clippings and releases, and slides and photographs 
¢ art works. 


In addition, the Indian Art Centre located at headquarters in 
Ctawa, provides recommendations and resource materials for the 


-urketing and promotion of art through national arts and crafts public 


sOws and international exhibits. 


Cmmmity Social Services: This sub-activity provides advice and 


Qidance to band councils, their staff and community services 


Cganizations in assessing community needs for establishing drop-in 


centres, homemakers services and day-care centres. Upon establishment 


C a need, advice is provided on how to plan, budget and operate the 
Srvices and centres. 


Funding for the operation and maintenance of day care and drop-in 
Cntres is made though contributions to band councils. | For. the 
hmemaker services, funds are allotted to bands who demonstrate a need 
fr the services and an ability to deliver them. The funds are used 
t train band staff and establish homemakers programs. 
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A small component of this sub-activity is adult rehabilitati 
Funds are provided to band/district councils so that some counsellin 
services can be given. Financial reimbursements are made t 
provincial or other rehabilitation agencies that assist Indian peop 
with assessments of skills and ability, and the development c¢ 
camprehensive rehabilitation plans and special programs for th 
handicapped. The Department participates with Health and Welfar 
Canada in a joint sponsorship of projects designed and operated f| 
Indian and Inuit people and which are directed at the prevention 
treatment of problems of alcohol and drug abuse. Funding 
administration are the responsibilities of Health and Welfare 
The Department participates through membership on regional ar 
national advisory boards. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The 64 Cultural/Educational centres will develop and offer program 
and services to approximately 342 Indian bands which represent 225,88 
or 68% of status Indian people in Canada and to 100% of the Inui!

|, These direct loans, loan guarantees (which are loans of last 
‘eort) and contributions are provided for the purposes of economic 
leelopment of Indians and Inuit, individuals and groups, bands, 
sommities, partnerships or corporations. Currently, the amount of 
liect loans which may be outstanding at any one time for the IEDF 
wt not exceed $70 million; claims paid resulting from guarantees 
sued cannot exceed $30 million. For the FELF it must not exceed 
320 million in direct loans and $3.0 million in guarantees. 

Direct loans carry fixed interest rates based on the quarterly 
rage prime rates of the commercial banks plus 1 to 3%, in effect at 
th time the direct loan is approved for the IEDF. An additional 1% 
isapplied for the FELF. The interest rates in effect at the close of 
‘ical year 1983-84 were 12% on the first $75,000 and 14% on the 
‘eaining amount. As of March 31, 1983 there were approximately 3,309 
lisct loans outstanding amounting to $45.0 million. During fiscal 
yer 1983-84 195 direct loans were approved amounting to 
Say million. During the same fiscal period, the rate of recovery was 
aproximately $4.7 million representing principal credited back to the 
acount and $2.4 million representing interest paid to the Government 
Canada in respect of direct loans outstanding.

While these programs are only short term in nature, it a 
estimated that a total of 73,470 work weeks and 3,194 jobs will b& 
created, on the basis that one job is equal to 23 weeks of work.

Employability Development: Resources are used to enhance employment 
skills of Indians and Inuit only where CEIC programs are eithe! 
unavailable or inapropriate to their requirements. Services unde 
Employability Development are aimed primarily at persons who have 
little or no job skills or experience, or who cannot obtain suitable 
employment where they are now living. 


This sub-activity provides services to enable approximately 4,00( 
Indians and Inuit to be job ready for the labour market, of whom fou) 
out of 10 are expected to find employment. Components of thi: 
sub-activity are forecasted to be 231,362 training/days 0 
occupational skills training; 51,900 training/days ro 
training-on-the-job and mobility assistance for 790 persons. 


Commmity Development Support: Funds in this sub-activity are mad: 
available through contribution arrangements which specify actua 


performance targets in the areas of resource development an 
institutional development. 


There are at present 88 resource development projects activi 
which can or may impact on 148 Indian and Inuit communities. 
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| This sub-activity funds Indian and Inuit bands/communities to 
lan and organize in order to take advantage of or mitigate the 
mpacts of developments in mining, hydro-electric power, irrigation 
rojects, hydrocarbon production and _ transportation. The most 
utstanding example to date of an Indian band taking advantage of 
imely resource development impact funding to prepare a negotiating 
osition occurred in the fall of 1983 when the Lax Kw'alaam Band 
oncluded a major agreement with Dome Petroleum. In return for 
greeing not to use their land claim to interfere with the 
onstruction and operation of Dome's proposed $1.7 billion Liquified 
atural Gas Terminal, the band negotiated the following benefits: 


le - cash payment that could total $39.1M; 

- capital contributions of $3.5M; 

- a half share in a tugboat company with an option to purchase 
the entire company at a later date; 
- employment and training to have 26 band members employed in 
} the plant; 
| - protection of the Band's fishery; 

- natural gas service for their community; 

- protection for construction impacts and an effective 

monitoring committee. 


Other examples of bands effectively using resource development 
mpacts (RDI) funds include employment opportunities which Indian 
‘ands in Northwestern Ontario have been able to negotiate during 
983-84 with gold mine companies including transportation assistance 
> and from the communities. As well, in the Tarsands area of 
iberta, local bands have recently (June 1984) formed their own heavy 
onstruction company and secured major long term contracts with Suncor 
ad Syncrude to clear overburden. The initial organizing and planning 
ork was financed with resource development impact contributions. In 
ddition to benefiting Indian communities, resource development 
macts funding also benefits resource developers and contributes to 
ne security of proposed major resource developments as it enables 
ndian banis to enter into effective dialogue and negotiations leading 
> settlement rather than only having recourse to resorting to 
gative court actions or the use of land claims to protect their 
aterests. 

Community Development Support is also provided to Indian people 
4 the form of contributions and technical advice to support their 
qvolvement in the traditional pursuits of fishing, wild fur 
lrvesting, wild rice production and harvesting. Further support is 
lsing provided to develop economic opportunities that exist in other 
snewable resource sectors to which Indian people have easy access 
tch as forestry, mariculture, tourism and outfitting. 
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Community Development Support, in addition provides services tc 
enable new Indian and Inuit institutions to be established and te 
maintain the operations of 41 such organizations. Examples of sud 
institutions are the National Indian Arts and Crafts Corporatior 
(NIACC) which was created in 1975 to promote and enhance é 
self-supporting native arts and crafts industry in Canada, and the 
Saskatchewan Indian Agricultural Program. | 

NIACC has a national office in Ottawa and has 13 regional} 
corporations. The national office coordinates, manages and provider 
native arts and crafts development on a national, unified basis. 
role of the regional corporations, while similar to the national 
office, includes development support through financial and technical 
assistance. Presently, the Department provides $3.36 million annuallj 
to the national office and these funds are allocated to the national] 
and regional corporations based on approved operational plans. | 
A further example of an Indian economic institution, as ment Loum 
above, is the Saskatchewan Indian Agriculture Program (SIAP), which is! 
a corporation established to develop successful agricultural 
Operations on Indian reserves in the province. It is governed by ar, 
independent board consisting largely of representatives of the Indian 
community. There are other agricultural operations in British’ 
Columbia, Alberta, Manitoba and Ontario which are in various stages of 
development. 

Also of major importance are development corporations vniglill 
through their own initiatives, develop economic opportunities in many) 
areas within their respective geographic locations. The Dakote 
Ojibway Tribal council, which has been successful in this area, 
Operates within a Regional Economic and Employment Development core 
budget of approximately $130,000. They obtain resources from other 
funding agencies as well.

Indian leaders and in particular 
Indian band councils must play a major role in CCBP, preferably bein’ 
the initiative controllers, developers and implementers of the tota) 
planning process.

Management Support and Service Delivery: This sub-activity support:

The level of 
emand for services also varies in accordance with the development and 
mplementation of band management development plans, which are 
ntended to improve the management of the band's affairs, and which 
aclude managerial training of personnel, workshops for elected 
embers and purchase of management advice. 


As bands assume the responsibility for delivering specific 
epartmentally funded services the level of resources required will be 
nfluenced by the administrative and management capacity of individual 
ands. Resources will be required for management training and 
evelopment as well as financial and advisory services to enable those 
ands which do not have the managerial capacity to acquire skills and 
nowledge to deliver specific services.

The various types of 
Jomprehensive Community-Based Planning endeavours are physical 
levelopment planning, community planning, economic development 
jlanning, airphoto-mapping, record plan surveying, environmental 
ylamiing and community development planning. Funding is provided to 
yvands and tribal councils based on the community planning needs and 
the community's stage of development. 


lanagement Support and Service Delivery: Funding is provided to 
vands and tribal councils based on the need for improving their 
wanagement practices and systems. Funding is also used to purchase 
srofessional expertise in specific management endeavours for Indian 
organizations. 
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Indian/Imuit Management Development: All band governments and Inuit 
communities of Northern Quebec and Labrador are eligible to receive 
funds to pursue the management expertise they require. Funding 
assistance is provided to those groups based upon management 
development plans prepared by them. These plans identify the full 
extent of management development services that the band or Inuit 
community wishes to undertake and extend through several years. Funds» 
are provided on a yearly basis based on a priorization of these needs, | 


In addition, funds are available to selected educational 
institutions to assist these institutions in defraying the cost of 
providing managerial programs and courses specifically adapted to the 
needs of Indian/Inuit people. The extent of funding available for 
this purpose is calculated on an individual basis in consultation with 
Indian representatives.

ost Indian and Inuit communities, because of their geographical 
ocation and limited natural resources, do not have the economic 
apability of meeting the cost of essential capital facilities 
equirements. Therefore, funding by the Department is a critical 
ource of support for the capital works program for these 
ommunities. The cost of providing on-reserve facilities is extremely 
igh due to the isolation of many communities and their low settlement 
ensities. These factors result in increased costs for 
ransportation, skilled labour and materials. 


This activity meets the needs of the client group through the 
ollowing sub-activities: 
ommunity Capital Facilities: This sub-activity provides support 
or the construction, operation and maintenance of community capital 
acilities, such as schools, water systems, sanitation, 
lectrification, roads, community buildings, fire protection 
acilities, and special services such as flood and erosion control. 


This sub-activity assists Indian and Inuit comminities in 
bbtaining physical infrastructure that meets recognized standards for 
jucation and for the protection of life, health and property. This 
s done by managing the implementation of capital projects, by funding 
‘and managed projects and by providing professional and technical 


kpertise. Also included is the implementation of a Maintenance 
anagement System for capital assets. Funds are also provided for 
_ in-reserve recreation programs. 


ousing: The Special Committee on Indian Self-Government pointed 


ut in November 1983 that housing conditions on reserves are still 


omsiderably worse than in non-Indian communities. According to the 
981 census of Canada, a dwelling is said to be crowded when it 
ontains more than one person per room. Statistics from this survey 
ndicate one in 43 non-Indian homes is crowded, but for Indian 
n-reserve homes the proportion is much higher: nearly one in three. 


The Housing sub-activity provides support to individuals and 
ands in obtaining adequate housing by providing subsidies towards the 
mstruction and renovation of houses on-reserves as well as training, 
anagement and technical assistance to pands. This sub-activity thus 
ndeavours to establish and maintain a level and quality of family 
iving accommodation consistent with recognized national standards. 
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The sub-activity's goal with respect to on-reserve housing is t 
attain the construction and renovation targets of 2,400 new houses an 
3,000 renovations annually, and to ensure that such housing i) 
consistent with the standards of the National Building Code. . 
Policing: Policing provides direct amd indirect support t| 
approximately 355 communities, through two basic programs, in a 
effort to obtain effective on-reserve policing services. Bands hav 
the option of using the Band Constable Program whereby Indian an) 
Inuit individuals are selected by bands and trained by the appropriat 
provincial authorities to assume limited policing duties on-reserve 
The Department can also negotiate policing arrangements with th 


provinces and territories, on a cost-shared basis, with the ind 


Branch, or in the case of Ontario, through the Ontario Provincia 
Police. In Quebec, where the province does not share in the cost o) 
the program, the Amerindian Police Force provides policing service) 
comparable to the Indian Special Constable Program. The Departmen’ 
also funds the Dakota Ojibway Tribal Council Police Program which i) 
not required to go through the RCMP for the hiring of constables.

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Plicing: The demand for policing depends on such factors as the 
lvel of externally provided policing services, local crime rates, and 
te relevant importance placed upon on-reserve policing by the bands. 
Fsource requirements are justified by a data base which identifies 
te policing services required by bands through the application of a 
vit cost by type of service for each band. 


The allocation of resources for the Indian Special Constable 
Pogram is based on cost-sharing arrangements between the federal and 
Povincial governments. In most instances these policing services are 
Povided through the RCMP acting as a provincial police force. In 
sch cases, the Department reimburses the RCMP for the total cost, and 
Ycovers the provincial share from the provinces.

The decrease of $22,028,000 or 15% in Estimates 1985-86 from 
Frecast 1984-85 results largely from termination of assistance to 
Cprus Anvil Corporation ($11.2 m less $4 m which was reallocated from 
€isting resources), the one time Special Recovery Capital Projects 
Pogram in 1984-85 ($9.1 m) and the transfer of the intraterritorial 
rads reconstruction program to the Government of the Northwest 
Trritories ($3.6 m). 


The 1984-85 Forecast exceeds 1984-85 Main Estimates by $8,028,964 
© 5.8%. This increased forecast results from approved Supplementary 
Etimates of $8,028,964, of which $4,614,000 were resources for the 
Ncethern Oil and Gas Action Program. 
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Revenue is generated mainly through petroleum and mineral rights, 
royalties, rental fees, and the issuing of permits and interest on 
loans. This revenue is credited directly to the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund and is not available for use by the Program. Estimated receipts 
for 1985-86 are $6,721,000 (refer to Schedule of Revenues, page 3-76). 


The Program's share of the resourcing of the Canada Oil and Gas 
Lands Administration (COGLA) accounts for 7.6% of the expenditures and 
14.2% of the person-years. COGLA is accountable to the Deputy 
Minister of the Department for the use made of the Department's share 
of COGLA.

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B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights 


Highlights of the Northern Affairs Program's performance during 
1983-84, including work extending into 1984-85, are: 


The Northern Land Use Planning Program moved closer to 
implementation with the negotiation of agreements with 
officials of each territorial government on the principles 
and processes of land use planning. A formal Letter of 
Understanding was subsequently signed between Canada and the 
N.W.T. Government. Staffing in the N.W.T. has’ been 
completed. 


Work of an analytical and strategic nature continues in 
regard to a northern economic development’ strategy, 
resulting in a clearer, more focussed understanding of the 
northern economy, its prospects and constraints on its 
development. Such work has resulted in improved 
programming, such as providing a sound basis for the 
formulation and implementation of programs under Economic 
Development Agreements in each territory. 


A five year Canada/NWI Economic Development Agreement was 
signed in Yellowknife on December 12, 1982, cost shared on a 
90% federal and 10% territorial basis. Programming is 
contained in three subsidiary agreements. Lead departments 
for subsidiary agreements and funding levels are as follows: 


Human Resources Development CEIC $ 5,570,000 
Domestic Market Development DRIE $10,570,000 
Natural Resources Development DIAND $ 4,680,000

A five year Canada/Yukon Economic Development Agreement 
valued at $13.2 million was signed in Whitehorse, on June 4, 
1984. Programming is proposed in four separate subsidiary 
agreements. 


During February 1984, decisions were announced on the future 
of the Northern Canada Power Commission (NCPC), including 
phased relocation of NCPC headquarters to Yellowknife, 
regulation of the utility by a Panel, including northerners, 
of the National Energy Board, and extension of direct 
federal energy subsidy programs for northerners to March 31, 
1985. Three specific programs are designed to bring energy 
costs outside the territorial capitals into line with those 
in Whitehorse and Yellowknife. 
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a Work on a northern mineral policy was delayed until lat 
1983, because staff attention was turned to the urger 
resolution of pressing issues in northern mining caused I 
the sharp downturn in world metal markets, particularily tt 
closure of the Yukon's Cyprus Anvil Mine. Work the 
commenced, on the preparation of background papers 1 
correctly identify the issues, through widespre 
consultation, to be addressed in an overall policy.

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¢. Background 
1. Introduction 


The Northern Affairs Program is responsible for fulfilling a 
Jepartmental mandate for political, economic and social development in 
the North, and for maintaining the quality of the northern natural 
environment. In conjunction with the territorial governments and 
shrough coordination of the activities of federal departments and 
agencies, the Program has as its focus the promotion of balanced and 
sustained development and the wise and environmentally sound 
stewardship of northern natural resources - oil and gas, minerals, 
vater, forests and lands. Achieving this kind of development by 
yethods which are compatible with the preferences and aspirations of 
northern residents, while at the same time benefiting all Canadians, 
“nvolves accommodating diverse and often competing interests of 
yortherners, the resources sectors and the natural environment. There 
ire a number of factors external to the Program, particularily those 
‘elated to national and international economic circumstances, land 
aims and territorial government policies and programs, which impact 
lirectly on program planning and activities. 


There is considerable liaison with other federal government 
epartments such as Energy, Mines and Resources Canada, Transport 
lanada, Fisheries and Oceans, Environment Canada, Employment and 
mmigration Canada, and Health and Welfare Canada in relation to 
ational policies and programs relevant in the North. The Memorandum 
£ Understanding and Letter of Agreement creating the Canada Oil and 
as Lands Administration (COGLA) define the relationship between 
mergy, Mines and Resources Canada and Indian and Northern Affairs 
anada with respect to Canada Lands. While each Minister and his 
espective department enjoys its own mandate respecting Canada Lands, 
he Administrative Group (supported equally by the two founding 
epartments) provides a uniform regulatory process under the shared 
egislation. A Policy Review Committee resolves policy issues that 
rise (see COGLA, page 3-55). 


The Program maintains liaison with territorial governments, 
articularly with respect to implementation of Economic Development 
greements, transfer of funds, and management of resources. A system 
£ coordinating and advisory committees is in place for this purpose. 


Northern Affairs works closely with other programs in the 
epartment. Northern development policies and agreements must be 
dapted to reflect native claims negotiations and settlements in the 
Orth. The Program must also ensure that programs and services 
vailable to native northerners are complementary to those delivered 
y the Indian and Inuit Affairs Program. 
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The Northern Affairs Program's regulatory and resource management 
role puts it in regular and frequent contact with varied interest 
groups such as natives, environmental associations, industrial groups 
and, in particular, the oil and gas and mining industries. The 
capacity and willingness of industry to take the risks inherent in 
investing in remote areas is partially determined by the extent and 
nature of government regulation. 


2. Legal Mandate > 


The legal mandate of the Department in respect to Northern Affairs is 
derived primarily from the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development Act 1970. The Minister's responsibility in the North is 
for: 


® coordinating the activities of all federal departments and 
agencies; 


6 undertaking, promoting and recommending policies and 
programs for economic and political development; 


e fostering knowledge of the North through scientific 
investigation and technology; and 


@ managing oil and gas, mineral, water, forests and land 
resources, including protection of the natural environment.

3. Program Objective 


The Northern Affairs Program's objective is "to advance the social, 
cultural, political and economic development of the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories, in conjunction with the territorial governments 
and through coordination of activities of the federal departments and 
agencies, with special emphasis on the needs of native northerners and 
the protection of the northern environment". 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Northern Affairs program consists of six 
main activities. These correspond closely to the organization 
structure. Transfer payments to the territorial governments are now 
presented as a separate program (Transfer Payments to the Territorial 
Governments Program).

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Social and Political Climate: The Northern Affairs Program's 
objectives reflect the Department's responsibility for managing thi 
federal government's unique role in Canada's North. While the Progra 
discharges certain quasi-provincial powers (principally, natura. 
resources, except game) retained by the federal government and _ ha: 
responsibilities for socio-cultural matters, it is also responsibl 
for furthuring greater northern capacity for self governance. Th 
process of political evolution leads to some tension as northerner: 
and their political institutions strive to obtain more direct contro 
and influence over decisions affecting the North. 


Northern natives are seeking through their land claims, a lan 
and financial base for beneficiaries. They also hope to acquir 
significant political control and influence over those matters whicl 
they deem essential to their continued existence as distinci 
communities in Canada. Their rights and interests in this respec’ 
must be defined and protected with due regard for the interests 0: 
non-native northerners and Canadians in general. 


Thus the Program seeks to encourage the participation 0 
northerners, particularly natives, in the economic and politica 
development of the North, while respecting traditional values an 
cultures. In some circumstances these considerations and objective 
do not coincide, and the differences must be reconciled. The Norther: 
Affairs Program operates, therefore, in a delicate social, politica 
and cultural milieu, where all areas of Program delivery must b 
balanced and responsive to the consequent issues that arise. 


Economic Climate: The rate of economic development of the North i 
sensitive to the growth rates of the national and internationa 
economies and, in particular, to the demand for petroleum products 
metals and other minerals. Current economic forecasts indicate tha 
the Canadian economy will grow slowly in the short term; the domesti' 
and international demand for many metals and minerals is low wit 
modest improvements forecast over the short and medium term. 


Prices for crude oil and several metallic minerals have recentl 
been below levels that would encourage the private sector to undertak' 
development. While the search for oil and gas reserves in the Arcti 
is continuing, the softening of world prices militates agains: 
production at an early date. Three major mines (Cyprus Anvil, at Far 
and United Keno Hill, at Elsa, in Yukon and the Cominco Pine Poin 
mine in NWT) were compelled to shut down in 1982. With the gradua 
improvement of world metal market in 1983, the Pine Point and Els 
mines reopened. 
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25 Initiatives 


During 1985-86, the Northern Affairs Program will implement the 
Northern Oil and Gas Action Plan (NOGAP), which, over a three year 
oeriod, will involve a $48 million expenditure on research designed to 
achieve a state of preparedness for northern hydrocarbon production by 
the 1990's. The program will accelerate federal and territorial 
socio-economic, environmental and technical research and planning 
activities. Northern Affairs is responsible for coordinating NOGAP 
among six funded federal Departments (DIAND, DOE, DFO, EMR, NMC and 
Ic) and two territorial governments in support of government policy, 
orogram and regulatory responsibilities.

3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 


A major review of the fire protection program in the NWT resulted ina 

aew fire management policy for both territories. The policy stressed: 

6 community involvement - Fire Management Committees have been 
established; 


@ expansion of the fire detection system - additional look-out 
towers have been constructed and an automatic lightning 
detection system installed in each territory; 


@ improved initial attack capability - the number of trained 
fire fighting crews has been increased. New crews have been 
placed at strategic locations and supplied with air 
transportation; and 


@ improved fire prevention - better public awareness has 
reduced the percentage of man-caused fires from 36% in 1980 
to 17% in 1983. 


\ll of these improvements were effective in 1983-84. Improvements in 
forest management, particulary in regard to forest inventories, is the 
subject of a separate and ongoing policy development. 


e progress in implementing an Economic Development Agreement 
with the Northwest Territories Government, is highlighted on 


page 3-1l. 


4. Program Effectiveness 


The achievement of the Program's objective requires a balance to be 
struck amongst resources and economic development, maintenance of the 
qorthern natural environment, and meeting the social and cultural 
reeds of the northerners, in particular northern natives, who comprise 
ipproximately 48% of the population. Industrial developments proceed 
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environmental implications are soundly managed. Measures are appli 
to enable natives to participate in the modern economy to the full 
extent practicable. At the same time, the national needs of sa 


’ 
in a manner which yields optimum benefits to the North am elie 


particularly with respect to energy requirements, must be served, 
the Program works to pursue the continuing political 
constitutional evolution of the two northern territories. In _ thi 
context, the Program continues to foster natural resources explorati 
and development, balanced by the imposition of strict environmenta. 
planning and regulation, and the application of programs designed t 
assist northerners in obtaining employment and business oppor tunity 
associated with development, to develop local economies using loca 
skills and resources, and to maintain the cultural identities o| 
native northerners. 


In terms of economic development, there have been achievements ii 
spite of the recent downward turn in crude oil and metal markets. 
Program provides much of the policy and regulatory framework withii 
which mineral and petroleum exploration and development can occur | 
There is underway an expansion of an existing oil field at Norma) 
Wells, and the construction of a pipeline to link this field wit! 
southern Canada. In 1983 oil and gas activity in the North resulte 
in an estimated 1300 seasonal jobs and approximately $73 million oO! 
northern business expenditures. Mining provided in excess of 2, 501 
Obs amine 3.983% The Program played an important part in _ thi 
commencement of an advance stripping program for the Cyprus Anvil en 
through the provision of a loan to the company. Employment funds wer 
also provided to facilitate reopening of the Cominco Pine Point Mine} 
Consistent with the establishment of Economic and Regional Developmen’ 
Agreements in the provinces, the Program has entered into Economi' 
Development Agreements with each territorial government. They ar 
designed to enable northern residents to both more effectively capturi 
benefits of major resources development and to diversify away from ta 
strong a dependence on such development. To date, over 100 project: 
under the Canada/NWT Economic Development Agreement have been approve: 
for a total value in excess of $4.1 million. 


The Northern Affairs Program has also fostered more divers¢ 
regional economic development through a variety of other means. A 
example is the promotion of cooperative and native development 
corporations. The latter are a components of land claim! 
negotiations, and will achieve their full potential when funds become 
available under claims’ settlements. There are currently 3. 
cooperatives in the North, employing approximately 330 people ful. 
time and with a 1983 business volume of $23 million. 


The Program operates to maintain the integrity and aesthetic 
quality of the northern’ natural environment’ through — the 
environmentally sound administration of renewable resources 
legislation, the fostering of environmental planning by industry, 
applying environmental assessment and review processes to development — 
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proposals, and undertaking environmental research. Since the advent 
of environmental programs in 1971, thousands of renewable resources 
dispositions and environmental approvals have been issued, and the 
impacts of operations carefully controlled. Environmental planning is 
now a normal component of industry's project design. The Program has 
referred 11 major development proposals to full Environmental 
‘Assessment and Review Policy (EARP) Panel review, including the recent 
example - hydrocarbon development in the Beaufort Sea and Mackenzie 
Delta region. Approximately 100 applied environmental research 
studies, in such areas as fire ecology, terrain disturbance and 
ecological surveys, have been completed by the Program over the past 
10 years to provide the knowledge essential for sound environmental 
regulation. 


The Northern Environmental Studies Revolving Fund, which 
commenced operation in 1983, and which is funded by the oil and gas 
industry, enables both industry and government to conduct the social 
and environmental research necessary for informed decision making in 
northern oil and gas exploration and development. Forty one study 
agreements pertaining to the North are in place. 


Since 1980-81, over 450 kilometres of new all weather roads have 
been constructed in the North. The primary highway system now 
contains 4,500 kilometers of high standard roads. Under a Five Year 
Capital Plan for northern roads, a primary road network in both 
territories will be largely completed, linking larger centres to 
Alberta, B.C., and Alaska, as well as all weather access to Inuvik and 
resource roads for major mining developments. The network is vital 
for economic development, including tourism. Road construction 
continues to be an important source of employment for northerners, 
including work by local contractors for highway maintenance. As an 
example, Liard Highway construction has provided jobs for over 1000 
northerners, and maintenance will be undertaken by local contractors. 

} 

Political development has advanced significantly in both 
territories. In Yukon, responsible self government has been achieved 
in practical terms, although not yet enshrined in legislation. The 
administration of the Yukon Government rests entirely in the hands of 
an Executive Council drawn from the elected members of the majority 
sarty in the Legislative Assembly. The commissioner now plays a 
formal role resembling that of a provincial Lieutenant Governor. In 
the Northwest Territories, all government portfolios except one (the 
Sommissioner retains the Territorial Public Service portfolio), are 
readed by elected members of the Executive Council. It has generally 
yeen agreed that further advances towards responsible government 
should await resolution of land claims and the issue of the 
subdivision of the Territory. 


The Inuit have been pressing for a separate arctic territory, to 


De Called Nunavut, for several years. In November 1982, the 
Sovernment of Canada formally accepted the divison of the N.W.T., 
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subject to the fulfillment of certain conditions, including agre 
amongst northerners on a boundary and on a division of powers 
Subsequently, northerners have created a Constitutional Alliance 
composed of two Forums (Nunavut and Western) charged wit 
responsibility for developing detailed proposals.

Socio-Economic Development: This sub-activity has achieved, sinc 
1964, a stabilization in the wholesale value of Inuit arts and craft 
at an annual level of $5 million. An improvement in the natiy 
economy can be identified by the fact that the Arctic Cooperative 
have achieved an annual payout to native people of approximately $1 
million, covering wages and the purchase of their arts and crafts 
fish, fur and other country products. Over the 10 year duration ¢ 
the on-the-job training program, an annual average of 150 natives hav 
received training, of which approximately 55% obtained employment i 
both the public amd private sectors. 


The Inuit Economic Development Program enables Inui 
entrepreneurs to obtain funding from either contributions, under tr 
sub-activity, from access to a revolving Eskimo Loan Fund establishe 
at a level of $5 million for the N.W.T., or through bank lo 


guarantees of up to $9.9 million annually.

he Northern Economic Planning Activity is concerned with the 
evelopment of policies and programs that relate to the economic 
evelopment of the territories, involving both the regional economic 
iability of the territories and the contribution of territorial 
-esources to the national economy. Policy work supporting this role 
-ncludes analytical work related to development of strategies that the 
ederal government can pursue with respect to northern economic 
evelopment, more specific sectoral policies such as a northern energy 
olicy, and review of regulatory and approval process that affect 
evelopment proposals and projects in the north. Programs are 
eveloped under Economic Development Agreements in each territory, and 
-orthern Benefits Committee operate to foster native benefits across 
he North. The Activity takes the lead in coordinating the regulatory 
nd approvals process for major developments, and in coordinating an 
-nterdepartmental program of research to ensure federal preparedness 
or northern hydrocarbon production by the early 1990's (Northern Oil 
nd Gas Action Plan - NOGAP). 


- conomic Development: The sub-activity provides a Program focus 
or economic planning and policy development through research, 
alysis, and development of an improved data system on the northern 
conomy. Economic Development Agreements for each territory are 
agotiated and implemented to foster the cooperative and coordinated 
evelopment of the territory. One such project under the N.W.T. 
_Jreement is the marketing and promotion campaign, operated by the 
 qvaluit Development Corporation, designed to expand the outfitting 
-lisiness in the western Arctic. The fostering of socio-economic 
Inefits for northerners is pursued through the support of Northern 
bknefits Committees and Canada Benefits Agreements, the latter 
Snitiated under the Canada Oil and Gas Act. To ensure electrical 
ergy supply for the North, and equitable pricing, the analysis, 
evelopment and administration of northern energy price subsidies is 
-udertaken, as well as policy work to establish the long term role and 
-tindate of the Northern Canada Power Commission. 
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Because of the widespread perception that the current regulato 
and approval processess of government pose difficulties for economi 
development, a regulatory review project is underway to effect j 
streamlining of regulatory requirements. The review invol 
extensive collaboration with Territorial governments, federa: 
departments and agencies involved in northern resources development 
industry and interest groups. 


The Northern’ Oil and Gas Action Plan (NOGAP), involving si 
federal departments and both territorial governments, is coordina 
under the sub-activity. NOGAP is a multi-year, $48 million program 0 
socio-economic, environmental and technical research tO suppor 
government responsibilities and achieve a state of preparedness f 
northern hydrocarbon production by the early 1990's. 


Project Assessement : The sub-activity facilitates the orderh 
development of major non-renewable resource development projects, s 
as the Norman Wells, N.W.T., oilfield expansion and pipeline project 
The government's planning, assessment, implementation and evaluati 
activities related to major projects are managed by coordinating t 
actions of government departments which have responsibilities relate 
to a major project.

Management of Non-Renewable Resources: The Northern Non-Renewable 
Resource Activity is responsible for the management and development of 
mineral resources including oil and gas. 


Mining: The activity involves the planning for and development 
of mineral policies for the North, concerning disposition of Crown 
mineral rights, exploration and development, and the operation of 
mines in both territories. The administration of mining legislation 
is undertaken by operational staff throughout the territories 
(approximately 85% of staff is regional.) Recommendation are made oF 
the revision of mining statues, regulations and guidelines in order to- 
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mcourage mineral development in the territories and to ensure 
atisfactory benefits to the citizens of Canada in general, and the 
erritories in particular. Co-ordination of other federal departments 
nd territorial agencies included in programs affecting mine 
evelopment is provided, as well as the assembling of data and the 
onducting of studies with respect to Canada's mineral policies. 
vice is provided to senior officers of the Department and 
aterdepartmental committees dealing with Canada's mineral potential. 


Oil and Gas: Oil and Gas activity involves the identification 
€ issues, conflicts and objectives, with consequent formulation, 
bcommendation and implementation of appropriate policy and direction 
pspecting northern oil and gas operations to further northern policy 
ojectives. Operational aspects are managed by the Canada Oil and Gas 
Inds Administration (COGLA). The activity is charged with the 
ntegration and harmonization of COGILA's role with those 
psponsibilities retained by the Program, principally, social, 
eonomic, environmental and territorial concerns arising from oil and 
as management. 


In 1981, the Canada Oil and Gas Lands Administration (COGLA) was 
etablished jointly by the Ministers of Energy, Mines and Resources 
ad Indian and Northern Affairs, to administer federal legislation 
gverning oil and gas exploration and development on Canada Lands. 
Fsponsible to both Ministers according to their respective 
jrisdiction for Canada Lands, COGLA implements the Canada Oil and Gas 
At and the Oil and Gas Production and Conservation Act.

Provision is made for financial assistance (cost-sharing) to 
levelopers for road access to viable resource areas. This program tor 
sesource access roads is currently under review. The current program 


illows the federal government to provide assistance of up to 50% of 
the cost of initial access roads and of up to 66% of the cost of 


ermanent access roads. Socio-economic and cost-benefit studies 
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permit assessment of the value and the viability of a project. 
Decisions are based primarily on the economic potential of the 
proposed development. 


Through consultation with the territorial governments, local 
authorities, Chambers of Mines, construction associations, developers 
and industry, new incentives are being developed for the provision of 
low grade access roads to development areas. 1985-86 will be the 
first year of the implementation of a Community Access Roads Program 
that was introduced in the Northern Roads Policy in 1983. 


Native Training and Employment: This sub-activity is responsible 
for ensuring that the maximum native employment opportunities are 
provided in road construction and related projects. In addition, 
training opportunities and programs are provided by utilizing the 
services of the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission which has 
the responsibility for training natives in the North. This training 
will cover on the job training in the operation of equipment, 
construction management, catering and administration. 


Other: The Activity include a proportionate share of Program 
management and support services costs and person-years (see page 3-40 
under "Other"). 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Road Construction and Maintenance: In accordance with the Northern 
Roads Policy and departmental objectives one of the principal aims of 
the roads program is to be an instrument to promote economic 
development. This takes into account the socio-economic needs and 
aspirations of native people and northerners by providing jobs and 
programs for training and direct entrepreneurial opportunities. 


In addition to construction and reconstruction, road maintenance 
activities in both territories are monitored. Advice is given and 
recommendations are made to the Treasury Board of Canada regarding 
Changes to the existing management system or requests for increases on 
planned expenditures. Responsibility for maintenance is retained for 
a period of one or two years after a road has been completed. Funds 
for this are included in the Operating and Maintenance budget. 


Major capital projects account for 92% of the capital 
expenditure. During 1985-86 construction will continue on _ the 
Dempster Highway (km 0-671), Carcross Skagway (km 81-159), Mackenzie 
(km 0-83), Mackenzie (km 475-697) between Fort Simpson and Wrigley, 
and the North Canol Road. Community access roads will also incur 
capital expenditures. 
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| The promotion of the development of community access roads and 
‘the provision of financial assistance to developers requiring road 
‘access to potential resource areas, results in the encouragement and 
promotion of the economic development of the North. It also provides 
‘road access to people living in remote areas thus enabling them to be 
‘able to participate more readily in employment opportunities and 
jencourage entrepreneurial development. 

(Native Training and Employment: Construction activity in both 
‘territories will continue to provide improved access and will benefit 
the northern economy through the creation of job opportunities for 
‘natives and northerners and the provision of additional benefits to 


local entrepreneurs especially in the equipment rental, accommodation 
‘and supply fields. 


During 1984-85, in order to increase the employment OLmiccaL 
‘people, special hiring clauses were incorporated in tender packages. 
In addition, negotiations commenced with the Deh Cho Regional Council 
with regard to the training and employment of natives for the 
Mackenzie (Wrigley) project. As a result of the special hiring 
‘clauses, a significant number of jobs were made available to local 
‘residents. 


In 1985-86 these hiring clauses will again be utilized. Meetings 
are also planned to encourage the two territorial governments to use 
the same type of hiring requirements. 


Resources will again be used to support the development and 
implementation of native employment and training programs, @.g., 
Mackenzie (Wrigley) project where native contractors and workers will 
build the subgrade of the highway. The Canada Employment and 
‘Immigration Commission will work with the contractors to implement the 
training program. Special emphasis will be placed on preparing for 
certification those who have already received some training in road 
‘construction through Hire North. It is expected that by the end of 
‘this project in 1986-87 more than 300 natives will have benefited from 
‘employment and training and that 45 of them will have achieved 
‘certification.

Description 


The Canada Oil and Gas Lands Administration (COGLA) is a_ shared 
responsibility of the Departments of Energy, Mines and Resources and 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development. With respect to specific 
regulatory responsibilities COGLA reports to the Deputy Minister (EMR) 
on activities south of a line of administrative convenience and to the 
Deputy Minister (INAC) on activities north of the line. Figure 27 
provides a map of the Canada Lands and line of administrative 
convenience. Beyond the specific regulatory responsibilities there 
are policy issues of common interest to both parent departments. 
These are dealt with through the Policy Review Committee which is 
composed of senior members from both departments. 
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| 

| 

COGLA carries out four principal groups of activities. The first) 
group relates to the negotiation, issuance and processing of oil and 
gas rights in Canada Lands and the negotiation and issuance of 
production licenses. With respect to the exploration phase, the 
activities include the issuance of calls for proposals to explore new 
lands and the subsequent negotiation of new Exploration Agreements, 
(FA's). The EA's include a work plan and a Canada Benefits Plan which 
outlines how Canadian industry and labour will be given full and fair 
access to the benefits from oil and gas activities, and the 
opportunity for Canadian firms to supply goods and services related to 
these activities. 


The second group relates to the regulation and monitoring of the 
operational, occupational and environmental safety of oil and gas 
activities. This includes writing regulations. and standards, | 
evaluating applications to carry out geophysical, drilling or research 
programs, imposing terms and conditions on operations, monitoring) 
activities, preventing unsafe operations, entering and inspecting 
sites, and ensuring proper reporting. It also involves a series of 
approvals including a development plan approval, a production facility 
approval, a production structures approval, and, depending on the 
particular circumstances of the development, a launch approval, an 
installation approval, a transport approval, and a final certificate 
of fitness and production operations approval. ) 


A third group of activities covers inter- and intra-governmental| 
co-ordination. In its role as principal contact with the oil and gas) 
industry, COGLA depends on the support and cooperation of many federal 
departments. COGLA also administers joint federal-provincial, 
agreements and/or arrangements for offshore oil and gas activity, anc 
provides the framework for federal and provincial officials to work: 
together. 


The fourth group can be termed support activities and includes 
the resource evaluation function, the provision of data to companies, 
institutions and individuals, and environmental and related 
engineering research functions. Resource evaluation provides an 
appraisal of oil and gas potential on Canada Lands necessary for 
assessing exploration activity, for determining work programs for 
exploration agreements, and for federal oil and gas_ supply 
forecasting. The geophysical and geological data that COGLA gathers) 
for its own purposes is also made available to companies for 
operational applications amd to the scientific community for 
research. Research and development projects directly support 
regulatory decision making described above in group two. The main

‘1. Introduction 


‘The Transfer Payments to the Territorial Governments Program is the 


‘responsibility of the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development through the Northern Affairs Program. 


The Program was previously presented in Part III of the Estimates 
‘within the Northern Co-ordination and Social Development Activity of 
‘the Northern Affairs Program. The change is required to highlight the 
magnitude of the financial resources involved and to provide an 
‘appropriate level of disclosure. The Program is designed to provide a 
‘record of the transfer of non-conditional grants to assist the 
‘territorial governments in the provision of a full range of public 
service for territorial residents. The Program represents 24.8% of 
1985-86 expenditures of the Department. 


The territorial governments, seated at Whitehorse, Yukon, and 
Yellowknife, NWT, possess legislative and executive powers under the 
federal Yukon and Northwest Territories Acts. Those powers are 
similar to those of the provinces, except that the federal government 
‘maintains ownership and management of resources (except game) and 
‘power to amend territorial constitutions. In Yukon, which has 
progressed to virtually complete responsible government within its 
jurisdiction, a political party system electing 16 members is in 
place, and a fully elected Executive Council operates the government. 
The Commissioner's role is anmalagous to that of a provincial 
Lieutenant -Governor. In the NWT, where a concensus approach to 
decision making is more favoured, political parties have yet to 
emerge. The Executive Council of the NWT is appointed by the 
Commissioner on the recommendation of all 25 elected members. 


Because the population of the territories (NWT - 49,000, Yukon - 
21,000) is small and sparsely distributed over approximately 40% of 
Canada's land mass, and because of the severity of the climate, the 
costs incurred in providing government services are generally very 
nigh relative to those in the provinces. The two parallel and 
Jistinct economies, one operating on a modern industrial commercial 
oasis, and the other a traditional, land based, hunting, fishing and 
trapping economy, are unable to generate tax revenues sufficient to 
Dover more than a portion of the costs of government services.

Within their jurisdiction, the territorial governments are able to 
obtain limited revenues, from personal and corporate income taxes, — 
various licence fees and taxes on fuel, liquor, tobacco amd property. 
Only a portion of the total funds necessary to carry out territorial 
responsibilities is available, as shown in Figure 4.

| Government policy on northern’ constitutional development 
‘emphasizes that responsible government for the territories is an 
‘objective of the Government of Canada. Political development is now 
‘such that, in practice, the Territorial Executive Councils are 
‘accountable to legislatures which, in turn, are accountable to the 
‘northern electorate. Mechanisms for financial accountability are in 
‘olace. Government of Canada accountability for transferred funds is 
exercised through approval of financial agreements which determine 
‘funding levels, approval of commercial borrowing beyond prescribed 
‘limits, approval of the schedule for grant disbursements, reserve 
s0wers to disallow territorial ordinances, and annual audits on behalf 
of the territories by the Auditor General of Canada.

2. Initiatives ) 
Commencing in 1985-86 it is planned that the Transfer Payments to the 
Territorial Governments Program will be operated, for a trial period, 
on a formula basis in lieu of the former process of annually 
negotiated grants. The trial period will endure for three years to 
permit a meaningful experimentation period and to assess 
effectiveness. The formula will be incorporated into a financial | 
agreement with each territory. The agreements will be renewable for a 
further two years, on agreement by both parties. 


3. Update on Previously Reported Initiatives 
There were no initiatives reported for 1983-84. 
4. Resourcing Formula 


The funding level determination process has changed from one of 
negotiation between federal and territorial officials leading to the 
determination of annual operating grants to a more global formula 
based funding approach. The formula and operating procedures are 
intended to produce a grant which would be equal to base period 
revenues, escalated by the growth rate of provincial/local government 
expenditures, minus actual territorial revenues at base period tax 
rate in effect on implementation. The grants produced by the formula) 
are expected to cover all normal operational requirements. The 
territorial governments are to present, annually, updated five year 
capital plan forecasts and status reports in order to monitor 
territorial capital programs. 
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5. Program Effectiveness 


The objective of the Program will be achieved if the formula used to 
determine levels of annual transfer payments, and if negotiations to 
deal with special categories, are successful in meeting the funding 
requirements of the two territorial governments. Implementation of 
‘the formula approach will be closely monitored by the Department and a 
‘review completed prior to commencement of a fourth year (1988-89) .

Claims settlement compensation payments in the amount of 
$1 million will be made in 1985-86 under the terms of 
previously negotiated claims settlement agreements; 


Grants in the amount of $11,831 million will be given to the 
Cree and Naskapi bands to support the operation of their 
local administration under the Cree/Naskapi (of Quebec) Act 
(see page 5-32); 


Contributions amounting to approximately $4,529 million will

There will be $14,303 million loaned to native claimants for 
the further development and negotiation of accepted claims 
leading to claims settlements. Loan amounts of $1 million 
will be repaid by native claimants from the proceeds of

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B. Recent Performance 
1. Highlights | 


In the area of comprehensive claims, a final agreement was signed 
between the Committee for Original Peoples' Entitlement (COPE) and the) 
federal government on June 5, 1984. The Western Arctic (Invialuit) 
Claims Settlement Act, giving effect to the COPE Agreement, was passed 
by Parliament in June and proclaimed into force on July 25, 1984. A 
secretariat in charge of coordinating the implementation of the 
Agreement was subsequently established under the Departmental| 
Administration Program. An Agreement-in-principle with the Council 
for Yukon Indians, which was accepted by the government in 
March, 1984, remains to be ratified by the native Yukon beneficiaries. ) 

| 


The James Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement and the Northeastern) 
Quebec Agreement required passage of the Cree/Naskapi Act (July 1984)| 
allowing for local government for the James Bay Crees and the Naskapi 
of Shefferville om certain lands allocated to them under the 
agreements. This Act replaces the Indian Act in respect of these! 
lands. Funding under the new Act is in the form of a grant to reflect 
the greater local government autonomy established by this recent) 
legislation. 


Progress in the settlement of specific claims (see page 5-18) was 
also achieved. On April 5, 1984 the Long Lac claim in Ontario was! 
settled and compensation of $192,466 paid. On April 6, 1984 the 
Blackfoot Cattle Claim was settled and a payment of $1,675,000 was 
made to the band. Later in the spring, Cabinet authority was obtained 
to pay $4,830,000 to the Peigan band in Alberta to settle its 190% 
surrender claim. An Agreement-in-principle was reached with the Cree 
Chip band in northern Alberta to settle its treaty/and entitlement 
claims. Band and Cabinet ratifications will be sought. In 
Saskatchewan the Whitebear claim was settled in late July and band and 
Cabinet ratifications will be sought. In late August, 1984 an 
Agreement-in-principle was reached between the Manitoba government and 
a representative committee of Manitoba Chiefs to settle outstanding 
treaty land entitlements in that province. Final settlements on the 
cut-off land claims in British Columbia were also achieved with the 
Chemainus and Becher Bay Bands in June and October 1984 respectively.* 


* The term "cut-off lands" refers to claims by 22 bands concerning - 
34 reserves which were reduced in acreage in the 1920's pursuant — 
to federal and provincial legislation. The affected bands never 
accepted these reductions because Indian consent was not 
obtained. In 1976 British Columbia and the Government of Canadé 
agreed to negotiate settlements of these claims.

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C. Background

The Program was introduced in 1978 to deal with the increasing number | 
of native claims being presented to the federal government. Since 
1973 two types of claims have been recognized. Specific Claims relate’ 
to the fulfillment of outstanding treaty obligations and the actual | 
administration of Indian assets specified under the Indian Act or, 
formal agreements. Comprehensive Claims relate to the loss of) 
traditional use and occupancy of land and the special relationship | 
that the native people have had with the land since time immemorial. | 
The settlement of comprehensive claims is based on criteria such as_ 
the protection of hunting, fishing and trapping rights, land title, | 
money, aS well as other rights and benefits, in exchange for a release | 
of the general and undefined native title. (i 


The Office of Native Claims (ONC), as a component of the Native) 
Claims Program, is responsible for coordinating the assessment of | 
claims and for conducting negotiations on accepted claims on behalf of | 
the Minister of the Department and the Government of Canada. 
Following an initial analysis and further research to determine the 
historical facts, a formal submission of all related documentation is 
made to the Department of Justice for an opinion on the legal merits 
of the claim. Accepted claims are referred by the Minister to the, 
Office of Native Claims which officially represents the federal 
government in negotiating a settlement agreement with the affected | 
Indian or Inuit claimant group. Once a final settlement has been) 
agreed to by all parties, the comprehensive claims process entails 
seeking approval by Cabinet and passage of binding legislation by 
Parliament.

rganization Structure: Overall responsibility for the Program is 
lhared between the ADM, Native Claims and the ADM, Corporate Policy. 
“he ADM, Native Claims, has specific accountability for the Claims 
legotiation Activity which is administered by the Office of Native 
‘aims (ONC) . ONC co-ordinates the government's responses to 
ubmitted claims, negotiates claims settlements and advises the 
‘inister on the further development of claims policy. The AIM, 
orporate Policy, .is accountable for the two remaining activities, 
unding of Native Claimants and Settlements. These activities include 
he provision of claimant funding for research and negotiation, making 
inancial compensation payments on all claim settlements and 
cordinating the implementation of settled comprehensive claims 
greements. Both ADMs report to the Department's Deputy Minister. 

The division of responsibilities between ONC and Corporate Policy 
‘las been undertaken to ensure a Clear separation of interest between 
Ne organization representing the federal government in the 
agotiation process and the group which provides funding to the native 
“poples and oversees the implementation of settled claims. 
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The Program essentially operates on a centralized basis with the 
majority of staff located at the national headquarters offices in the 
National Capital Region. However, since 1981 the Office of Native 
Claims has maintained an office in Vancouver to address claims 
occurring in British Columbia.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Historical Perspective: The issue of native claims recognition and 
resolution is a relatively recent development within the federal 
government and has resulted in the Program being active in the area of 
solicy evolution. For instance, the provision of funds to support the 
research of Indian rights and treaties and the development of claims 
dy native groups can be traced back just 15 years to 1970 and the 
Indian Act revision discussions. The first statement describing 
yovernment policy respecting native claims was announced in 1973 and 
yas rearticulated in 1981 and 1982 with the publication of separate 
yxlicy booklets for comprehensive (In All Fairness) and specific 
‘Outstanding Business) claims. The Office of Native Claims was 
sstablished in 1974 with Indian and Northern Affairs Canada being 
yiven authority to enter into discussions and negotiations with native 
issociations concerning their claims. 


irowth in Claimant Funding: Administered first by the Privy Council 
\ffice and later by the Department, the Program's’ funding 
esponsibilities have expanded significantly. tn? they form of 
-ccountable contributions, the Department has provided about 
35 million in the past 13 years for research into Indian and Inuit 
-ights, treaties and claims. Another $99 million was provided to 
-ative claimants in the form of recoverable loans between 1974 and 
985. 
) In response to a pressing need to resolve native claims, an 
-necrement in available funds for native associations was approved by 
he Government of Canada in the fiscal year 1982-83.

Description 

This Activity is the responsibility of the ADM, Native Claims, and is 
administered through the Office of Native Claims (ONC) which serves as 
‘the official representative of the Minister and the Government of 
Canada in all claims negotiations undertaken with Indian and Inuit 
Claimant groups or their representatives. 

| The two sub-activities which comprise Claims Negotiations are: 

| 

‘Research: The Office of Native Claims is responsible for the 

receipt of all specific and comprehensive claims (as defined in 

‘Section I, Program Overview, page 5-14) submitted by native groups. 
It conducts a thorough analysis of the historical and factual elements 
‘of all supporting evidence submitted by the claimants. As well, ONC 
conducts further research, as required, to obtain other pertinent 

_ documentation which may have a bearing on the claim. ONC may also 

seek meetings with the claimant to clarify points of concern. The 
above investigations are undertaken to determine whether the claim 
meets established acceptance criteria which would allow it to be 

' recognized as a legally valid claim for which compensation should be 

_ negotiated. 


| A synopis of the claim together with supporting documentation is 
_ then forwarded to the Department of Justice for a ruling on the legal 
merits of the claim. Based on the Justice opinion, an official 
“response by the Minister, on behalf of the federal government, is 
- formulated. Recommendations are made for the further development of 
claims policy. Where findings do not substantiate the claim, the 
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claimant is provided with an explanation and supporting documentatior 
and is advised of the government's willingness to review the case at 4 
later date on the basis of new evidence. Where a claim is felt to be 
substantiated, ONC is authorized to proceed to negotiate a settlement. 
Negotiation: This sub-activity's main responsibility is tc 
negotiate a settlement with the claimant which is fair, equitable and 
agreeable to all parties. Negotiations are conducted either by ONC 
staff or in certain cases through negotiators from outside the Public 
Service who are appointed by the Minister in conjunction with ONC, 
The process involves detailed discussions with claimant groups on @ 
range of issues, with other federal departments participating in th be 
preparation and presentation of positions in accordance with their 
jurisdictional responsibilities. The negotiation of equitable) 
comprehensive claim settlements in the south requires the direct, 
participation of the provinces, given their jurisdiction over the lané 
and resources. In the north, provision is made for the participatior 
and involvement of the territorial governments. 

Once final agreement has been reached Cabinet and/or Treasury 
Board, authority is sought by the Office of Native Claims to accept 
the settlement on behalf of the Government of Canada, and to provide 
the required financial resources for settlement compensation through 
Supplementary Estimates. 

The significance of a claim settlement is that it represents, 
final redress of the particular grievance dealt with since a formal 
release is obtained from the claimants so that negotiations on the 
same claim cannot be reopened at some time in the future. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Functions performed by this Activity include the research and 
negotiation of native claims and the provision of analytical support 
and advice to federal negotiators. As described in Figures 10 and ll 
the prime outputs of the activity are therefore the number of claims 
assessed, accepted or rejected for negotiation and the number of 
agreements-in-principle reached on portions or on the totality of 
claims. As the number and complexity of claims submitted increasé 
(this trend is anticipated to continue particularly in the Specific 
Claims area), the level of resources needed to assess those claims, tc 
clarify the government's legal obligations and protect its interests, 
and to negotiate and implement a settlement is also expected to rise, 
as is the level of resources needed to administer funding of native 
Claimant participation in the negotiation process.

This Activity is administered by the Corporate Policy Sector. Its 
‘role is to provide native claimants with financial assistance to 
‘enable them to participate on an equitable basis with the federal 
government, represented in negotiations by the Office of Native Claims 
(ONC) in the claims resolution process. The claims funding process 
(see Figure 14) is intended to fully complement the claims negotiation 
‘process which is described on pages 5-21 to 5-22 of Section II.A. 


Two types of funding exist and are provided in accordance with 
Treasury Board-approved terms, conditions and guidelines.

Establishment of Claims : Contributions are arranged with the 
native association, pursuant to the terms of the Claims Research and 
Development program, to enable them to conduct claims research on 
behalf of their member bands. Once a research workplan has 
accepted by Corporate Policy and the amount of money allocated, 4 
Contribution Agreement is signed by both parties. The Agreement 
specifies the total funds to be provided in a fiscal year, a schedul 
of payments, and the requirement to maintain a separate account fo 
the funds received. It also requires the recipients to _ submit 
quarterly activity reports and financial statements, plus an annual 
consolidated audited financial statement. | 


After claims research and consultation has been completed, the 
native association provides a final report to the band or bands 
involved in the claim. It then becomes the responsibility of the 
band(s) to submit their claim to the federal government. Often,) 
research findings will reveal that no basis for a claim exists or 
alternatively will identify the possibility of resolving a grievance 
through administrative channels within the Department. 


Claimant Negotiation : Once a claim has been validated and accepteé 
for negotiation by the Minister, the native claimant group (band or 
bands) may apply for a loan to support the further development ane 
negotiation of their claim under the Loans to Native Claimants 
program. The program aims to support the claims negotiations whicl 
are often lengthy and involve a considerable investment of time anc 
expertise. The loans are interest-free until ar 
agreement-in-principle is reached. Subsequent loans to _ suppor 
claimants' negotiation costs towards a final agreement do carry 
interest charges. Loans and any accrued interest are repayable frol 
the final settlement of a claim. y 
The loan programs are recorded in the Public Accounts of cor

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The primary factors having an impact on activity resourcing are 
the type and number of claims under consideration. Comprehensive 
claims require extensive research and time to prepare positions for 
the negotiation talks. A specific claim, on the other hand, is one in 
Which the basis of the claim has been established and therefore does 
not require the same level of resources for research and negotiation. 
It is anticipated that the number of both types of claims will

A recent, significant outcome of the claims settlement process is 
the Cree/Naskapi (of Quebec) Act, July 1984, which removes certain 
lands allocated to the Cree and Naskapi from the provisions of the 
Indian Act. This new act established an autonomous relationshiy 
between the government and the native beneficiaries by providing the 
Cree and Naskapi with grants which had previously flowed from the 
Indian and Inuit Affairs (I&IA) Program, thereby greatly reducing 
support role of the I&IA Program. Future settlements will likely 
continue this trend toward increased native autonomy.

D. Planning Perspective | 


Te Environment 


The Administration Program operates as the focal point for policy anc 
administrative co-ordination within the Department. As such, the 
breadth and sensitivity of the Department's mandate make _ the 
Administration Program's operating environment exceptionally complex. | 

Working with the legal framework of 39 federal statutes and 13 
treaties, the Minister, and therefore the Department, is responsible 
for a virtually complete range of governmental functions and service 
for specific constituencies: Indian and Inuit peoples, and the North 
generally. / 


This presents a "normal" departmental challenge of broad scope. 


For example, the Administration Program must establish and monitor thé 
systems to administer over 5,000 contribution agreements with Indiar 
governments, provincial and territorial governments, and othe 
organizations, as well as approximately $620M in direct departmenta) 
spending managed through 60 regional and district offices. Thesé¢ 
systems must cope not only with regular program expenditures, but als¢ 
with controlling over 5,685 capital projects in excess of $299M ir 
total value annually, and with operating and maintaining systems that 
support over 25,000 trust accounts. Because management of most of the 
Departments' spending is shared in various ways with Indians, Inuit oO! 
the territorial governments, clarification of accountability is é 
particular challenge. 


At the same time, however, the Administration Program mus! 
provide leadership on the basic changes likely to affect the 
Department and its role over the next several years. On the policy 
side, for example, this means advising on the ongoing constitutiona: 
process to define the rights of Canada's aboriginal peoples, am 
recommending policy on Indian self-government in response to the wor! 
of the Special Parliamentary Committee on this subject. On the 
administrative side, for example, this will involve developin 
innovative planning, budgetary and accountability processes which cal 
support the strengthening of Indian governments. 


The cumulative effect of these issues is particularly acute il 
the current climate of restraint since the perceived needs of tht 
Department's clients greatly exceed the incremental resources likel 
to be available. 


This situation also underlines the importance of improvim 
management advisory and support services to enhance the productivit 
resources assigned to all programs in the Department. Of particula 
concern in this respect is the quality of human resource management in 
terms of both the quality of people and of the processes whereby the) 
contribute to the objectives of the Department. 
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The Communications Branch evaluates and realigns its 
communications resources in response to the governments communications 
initiative and increased requirements by its agencies for the 
preparation and implementation of communications strategies and 
plans. The objective will be to carry out more active communications, 
especially at the regional level in support of governmental and 
departmental strategic objectives and policy thrusts. Internal 
communications have been overhauled to improve employees' knowledge of 
the Department's aims, objectives, policies and programs.
